Frank 
Tirella, of Boston, added, “I think he’s 
done pretty well.” Marlena Richardson of 
Roxbury offered this: “I think that he’s 
done very well.” 

And what a coincidence. Each of those 
individuals works for the same employer: 
Mayor Tom Menino. Lo is Menino’s top 
policy adviser. Richardson works for the 
Fair Housing Commission. And Tirella 
works in the assessing department. 

“We’re going to run a correction, ex- 
plaining who they are,” says City Weekly 
editor Ellen Clegg. “A research assistant 
and a photographer went down to Gov- 
ernment Center. It was raining and they 
went inside City Hall. They shouldn’t have 
done that. Journalistically, it was a real 
screw-up.” 

There also appears to be some confu- 
sion as to whether the three city employees 
were even asked whether they worked for 
the mayor. The Globe.team’s only instruc- 
tions were to ask each respondent if he or 
she was a Boston resident. Clegg says she 
subsequently spoke to Lo, who told her 
she neither volunteered nor was asked 
about whether she worked at City Hall. 

But Richardson, reached by the Phoenix, 
said, “Yes, they did ask me if I was a city 
employee. I thought they were going to 
ask me about the residency rule, so I was 
confused by the question.” 

Clegg says the Globe is likely to make 
changes in how the “Off the Cuff” column 
is generated: “We use co-op students for 
news intake, and I’m not sure we'll do that 
again. You won’t see us going to City Hall 
again to ask about the mayor.”

LABOR PAINS 


The northern tier of Fidelity’s Commu- 
nity Newspaper Company (CNC) lost a 
key player on Valentine’s Day when well- 
respected North Shore Sunday editor He- 
len Gifford left to become city editor of the 
Salem Evening News. 

“It seemed like the right thing,” says 
Gifford, who's rather tight-lipped about 
her departure. “Salem was my hometown 
paper.” According to CNC officials, there’s 
an ongoing search for her replacement. 

Meanwhile, the results of a late-Febru- 
ary vote to unionize some of CNC’s North 
Shore Weeklies employees remains a mys- 
tery. The ballots have been impounded as 
part of a challenge — reportedly being 
raised by both management and union or- 
ganizers — over the eligibility of some of 
those who voted. “we 

Three years of open acrimony between 

Boston Globe management and the Boston 


Globe Employees Association (BGEA) ap- 
parently didn’t end with the union’s 725- 
to-87 endorsement of a new contract on 
February 3. Instead, the two sides are now 
exchanging harsh words over the upcom- 
ing BGEA vote, slated for March 10, to af- 
filiate with the Newspaper Guild. 

In the February 1994 BGEA Newsletter, 
the union’s executive committee respond- 
ed angrily to a letter from publisher Bill 
Taylor asking the rank and file to reject 
the affiliation — proving that fresh 
wounds heal slowly. 

“When the publisher states that the re- 
sult of the negotiations was ‘positive in 
that it produced benefits for both sides,’ he 
glaringly omits the company’s negative in- 
flexibility on two-tier wages and subcon- 
tracting, its unilaterally declared impasse 
on most of its contract demands and the 
use of unethical tactics during its three- 
year assault on our bargaining unit and 
our contract,” the newsletter declares. 

For the record, the BGEA governing 
board first passed a resolution recom- 
mending the Newspaper Guild affiliation 
in June 1993. The BGEA is the only unaf- 
filiated union at the Globe and one of only 
two independent editorial unions — the 
other being the Wall Street Journal’s — at 
a major American newspaper, according to 
BGEA president Bob Jordan.

HAVE JUICE, 
WILL DUMP 


Between March 12 and 19, it’s going to 
be hard to get a screwdriver at gay bars 
across New England. 

The reason: an orange-juice boycott or- 
ganized by the grassroots group Gay and 
Lesbian Americans to protest anti-gay, 
anti-women, anti-African-American talk- 
show host Rush Limbaugh’s $1 million 
contract with the Florida Citrus Commis- 
sion (“OJ Protesters To Flush Rush,” This 
Just In, March 4). 

At press time, five bars in the Boston 
area had signed on to the boycott: the 
Ramrod, Sporters, the Eagle, Paradise, in 
Cambridge, and Club 9-11, in Chelsea. 
Paradise is also organizing a “Flush Rush” 
public orange-juice-dumping event for 
Saturday, March 12, at 1 p.m. 

Also participating are Fiddlesticks, in 
North Dartmouth; Club 241 and the Mail- 
box, in Worcester; David’s, in Springfield; 
Tramps and Skipper’s, in Providence; 
Frank’s Place, in New London, Connecti- 
cut; and the Brook Café, in Westport, 
Connecticut. 

Because it’s next to impossible on the 
East Coast to get OJ that doesn’t contain 
at least some of the Florida product, bar 
patrons are just going to have to do with- 
out, say organizers. 

“I’m in the process of drafting a letter 
to my customers right now,” says Peter 
Blaha, of Fiddlesticks. But whatever the 
cost, Blaha says, the boycott is worth it. “I 
remember the days of Anita Bryant, and 
how out of hand she got.” Bryant orga- 
nized an anti-gay Save Our Children cam- 
paign while in the citrus commission’s 
employ in the late ’70s. “This just has the 
same smell about it.”

WRITERS AND 
THE RIGHT 


American authors are starting to fight 
right-wing fundamentalists’ increasingly 
successful efforts to censor texts in li- 
braries and schools. 

Pulitzer Prize-winning writer Alice 
Walker last week joined the National Writ- 
ers Union, PEN Center West USA, and 
the ACLU Arts Censorship Project in de- 
manding an official explanation for the 
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state of California’s removal of three short 
stories from the California Learning As- 
sessment System examination. The stories 
are Alice Walker’s “Roselily” and “Am I 
Blue?” and an excerpt from Annie Dil- 
lard’s An American Childhood. 

“Roselily,” was taken out of the test at 
the behest of the Traditional Values Coali- 
tion, a fundamentalist-Christian group, ac- 
cording to Marjorie Heins, of the Arts 
Censorship Project. Group members ob- 
jected to the narrator in the story — an 
unmarried mother, about to be married, 
who, presumably, engaged in sex outside 
marriage. They were also offended by the 
fictional Roselily’s narration, which raises 
questions about individual freedom within 
marriage, says Heins. 

Under California’s Public Records Act, 
state education officials and the California 
governor’s office must provide documen- 
tation of the events and reasoning that led 
to removal of the stories from the exam 
within 10 days of the petitioners’ requests.

FOUR POUNDS 
MINUTES, $50 


How to earn $50 the hard way (or the 
easy way, depending on your degree of 
gluttony): drop by the Deli Haus restau- 
rant, eat a Sloppy Joe sandwich in 15 min- 
utes or less, and cross your fingers. Be- 
tween now and May 31, the legendary Ken- 
more Square restaurant is collecting the 
names of those heavy-duty diners who can 
wolf down the entire meal in a quarter- 
hour. On the last day of the contest, the 
diner whose name is plucked from a hat 
gets $50. Losers will be left only with proud 
memories of their dyspeptic achievement. 

Before you go strapping on your bib, be 
warned that the Deli Haus Sloppy Joe isn’t 
the familiar ground-beef concoction com- 
monly served in grammar-school cafete- 
rias. Owner Ted Kyett describes his ver- 
sion as “four club sandwiches all put to- 
gether”; it includes eight slices of bread, 
layer upon layer of different deli meats and 
cheeses (depending on which of the four 
Sloppy Joe varieties you choose), plus cole 
slaw. The sandwich sells for $7.85 and 
weighs, according to Kyett, “better than 
four pounds. Two normal people could 
split it and be satisfied.” 

Which isn’t to say the contest is neces- 
sarily biased toward abnormal-sized tub- 
bies. Kyett, who has run the contest sever- 
al times, describes one former winner as 
“a skinny guy from Framingham.” Still, it 
takes a special person to clean the plate, 
and Kyett weeds out pretenders to the 
crown with a few rules. “I don’t let them 
leave the table,” he says. “Otherwise they 
could go in the bathroom and barf and 
come back out and eat more.” 

Kyett is clearly impressed by some of his 
contestants. The 5-11, 230-pound restau- 
rateur says the Sloppy Joe is simply too 
much food for him, which leaves Kyett in 
awe of some of his more-ravenous cus- 
tomers. “One guy did it in eight minutes,” 
he marvels. “He even finished his chips 
and pickles.”

SENSITIVE GAR 
FOR THE 


When you boil the market profile down, 
what the makers of a slick, inexpensive, 
environmentally friendly commuter car are 
looking for are disgruntled city-dwellers 
— customers who recoil at the prospect of 
using public transportation, curse at the 
lack of urban parking space, and cringe 
every time they fill up their gas tanks. 

Dubbed by the European press as the 
“Swatchmobile” — its prototype was 
made in a joint effort by the Swiss watch- 
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maker that makes Swatch watches and 
German car-maker Mercedes-Benz — the 
generically named Micro Compact Car is 
expected to hit the streets in 1997. And 
even before it was presented to the public 
for the first time at Mercedes headquar- 
ters, in Stuttgart, last week, 35,000 orders 
had already been placed for the auto. 

Here’s why: 

* The two-person auto, which looks like 
the front quarter of a squat mini-van, will 
be about eight feet long and up to five feet 
wide — dimensions that may well take the 
ulcers out of maneuvering through traffic 
jams and into tight parking spaces. 

¢ The manufacturers hope to keep the 
price tag under $10,000, making it an af- 
fordable second car for commuting. 

¢ A Mercedes official says he expects 
the car, which has not yet been given an 
official name, to travel about 300 miles on 
a tank of gas. 

But in a culture in which phallic luxury 
sedans are an easy rub for self-conscious 
American dreamers, the relatively slow and 
stubby Swatchmobile may not project the 
image that suits many would-be buyers. 
No doubt with that in mind, Mercedes’s 
chairman, Heimut Werner, is ready to in- 
troduce the car as a motorized metaphor 
for the "90s: “With the new car, Mercedes 
wants to combine ecology, emotion, and 
intellect,” he says.

BASEBALL'S 
HOTTEST 


After the most miserable winter in 
decades, the approaching baseball season 
is the first reliable sign of spring. But de- 
spite the inevitable hopeful signs from Fort 
Myers, the prospect of Butch’s overpaid 
losers returning to Fenway Park leaves 
many fans as cold as another 6 a.m. ap- 
pointment with the snow shovel. 

Perhaps that’s why New England’s 
newest professional baseball team promises 
to be such a hit. The Portland Sea Dogs — 
the Double A affiliate of the National 
League’s Florida Marlins — sold out their * 
April 18 home opener, against the Albany 
Yankees, just six and a half hours after the 
box office opened, on February. 26, says 
Cornelia Madden, director of marketing 
and sales. Some 40 hardy fans had been in 
line since the night before. “We provided 
space heaters, it was so cold,” Madden says. 

Twenty years ago, minor-league base- 
ball was on the ropes. But in recent years 
it’s experienced a renaissance, beginning, 
some believe, with the success of the 1988

buster Bull Durham. The relatively low 
price of minor-league tickets and the ab- 
sence of major-league salaries and egos 
are additional inducements. 

The Sea Dogs — a name chosen 
through a fan contest — are Maine’s first 
professional baseball team since the Maine 
Guides departed Old Orchard Beach in 
the late ’80s, following a short, unhappy 
stay. Madden recalls that there was no way 
into town and no way out, and the stadi- 
um’s seaside location attracted more fog 
and bugs than fans. “Somebody didn’t do 
their market research,” she says. 

That’s not likely to be a problem with 
the Sea Dogs: the owner is retired Capital 
Cities/ABC honcho Daniel Burke, who 
lives in New York but who summers in 
Maine. He’s built a 6000-seat stadium 
around old Hadlock Field, in downtown 
Portland, and finds himself with a fran- 
chise so hot that caps, shirts, and other 
paraphernalia emblazoned with the Sea 
Dogs logo are among the most highly 
sought-after in sports. 

Although Opening Day is the Dogs’ 
only sellout so far, Madden expects capac- 
ity crowds on hand whenever the New 
Britain Red Sox are in town. Boston’s 
hopes for a bright Fenway future arrive at 
Hadlock for the first time this season on 


Monday, May 9, for a four-game series.

CIVIL RIGHTS IN 
DOMESTIC CASES 


Regarding Harvey Silverglate’s “Free- 
dom Watch” column (News, March 4) 
on my office’s use of the Massachusetts 
Civil Rights Act (CRA) for the first time 
in a domestic-violence case: 


was a legal decision based on law and 
facts, not politics. As district attorney 
of Middlesex County and as attorney 
general, I have had a long-time and 
consistent focusjon issues of particu- 
lar importance to women: protecting 
the right to choose, prosecuting fa- 
thers who do not provide child sup- 
port, guaranteeing equal pay for equal 
work, and using all law-enforcement 
tools to protect-women against do- 
mestic violence. That effort now in- 
cludes using the CRA in particularly 
egregious domestic-violence cases. 

Second, our use of the CRA to 
protect women is a natural progres- 
sion. Just as it is appropriate to use 
the CRA to prevent threats, intimida- 
tion, and coercion resulting from a 
perpetrator’s hatred of a racial, eth- 
nic, or religious group, it is equally 
appropriate to use it when the perpe- 
trator’s hated group is women. 

Third, the CRA was never intended 
to replace criminal-justice sanctions. 
Rather, it provides an additional rem- 
edy that may transcend what the 
criminal-justice system can do. The 
criminal-justice system cannot pro- 
tect future victims presently un- 
known. The CRA can. Moreover, the 
CRA can enhance criminal sanctions: 
for example, it can escalate a case of 
assault and battery from a two-and- 
one-half-year misdemeanor into a 
10-year felony. For years, there have 
been joint criminal/civil prosecutions 
in which a district attorney has prose- 
cuted criminally, and the attorney 
general has brought a parallel civic 
action to enjoin future conduct. 
There is no reason that the same ap- 
proach should not be used when the 
act is based on a gender bias. 

Family violence is a deadly serious 


problem. Innovative approaches that 
add weapons to the arsenal against it 
should be welcomed.

Thank you for the early coverage of 
the candidates who aim to provide new 
leadership for Massachusetts in the US 
Senate and put Edward Kennedy out to 
pasture (“Tormenting Teddy,” News, 
January 14).

Doesn’t your reporter un- 
derstand that there is no essential dif- 
ference between the careless use of la- 
bels like “a certified member of the 
Christian Right” in Massachusetts and 
name-calling like “nigger” in the South 
or “Fenian” in Northern Ireland? 

The politics of values recognizes 


that the vessel of politics is empty of i 


values. This is why the ship of state 
has no ballast, why we feel blown 
about, rudderless, from one issue to 
another, why American politics is not 
our politics but their politics. 

The politics of community has been 
a core concern of American politics 
since the founding of our republic. We 
hunger for our politics to honor com- 
munity values and to help us build 
communities that honor these values 
— tolerance, truthfulness, responsibil- 
ity, self-help, neighbors helping neigh- 
bors, local initiative, and the dignity of 
the individual. Gary has emphasized 
“family values” because families are 
the bedrock of any community. 

I respect your newspaper as an ex- 
citing, imaginative leader of the Bos- 
ton “counterculture” scene. Does 
such a paper really want to find itself 
in the awkward position of: 

¢ Seeming to suggest that a “Joe 
Q. Citizen” like Gary should not run 
for high office? 

¢ Seeming to put someone down 
on the basis of stereotypes, i.e., with- 
out thoughtful or sufficient consider- 
ation of what he represents?

MASS DEPRESSION 

Five years ago: March 10, 1989 

» Pre-Prozac, post-Dukakis Massachusetts residents were 
in a seriously depressed state.

PRESSING BUTTONS 

10 years ago: March 13, 1984 

>» With Tonya and Elena monopolizing the covers of the 
New England press, we hardly need a reminder that sleaze 
sells. Ken Hartnett credited Rupert Murdoch with this dis- 
covery as he declared the newspaper magnate original mas- 
ter of titillation. 

“Rupert Murdoch is the first press lord in America to 
understand that in this, the third decade of the television 
age, values have boiled down to two irreducible elements 
— what’s boring and what’s not. 

“The growing American impatience with the written 
word has not been lost on Murdoch, who obviously recog- 
nizes that information by itself is neutral until it is pack- 
aged and processed. If the presentation rivets, excites, tan- 
talizes, titillates, taps old prejudices, enrages, intoxicates, 
galvanizes — then it’s all to the good.

15 years ago: March 13, 1979 

» The grass was certainly not looking green when base- 

ball great Bill Lee was labeled team pot-smoker. George 
Kimball had the dope. 

ERICA ROTH “Once again — this time 
without even being here — 
Bill Lee was the most 
talked-about man in Winter 
Haven. Or at least the most 
written about: the whole 
world now knows that Bill 
Lee smokes grass. 

“Lee’s recollection of the 
conversation goes this way:

“As the voice of Taj Mahal, from amplifiers jimmy-fixed 
in a third-floor bay window at 153 Hemenway Street, 
boomed out, “Take a giant step outside your mind/Learn 
to live and love and laff again,’ 10 nude Northeastern Uni- 
versity undergraduates — hesitant at first — took a giant 
step out of the door last Thursday night to the cheers of 
700 other undergraduates gathered outside. Thus began 
the second night of streaking on Hemenway Street. 

“Thursday night’s events involved upwards of 200 
streakers, 700 spectators, 350 rolls of toilet paper, several 
dozen firecrackers, one burning broom, 2700 cans or bot- 
tles of beer, and a squad or two of NU police. 

“Most of the crowd and most of the streakers were very 
young — freshmen facing for the first time the terror of fi- 
nal exams.

Supporting Billy Bulger may be 
hazardous to a senator’s health

ast December, when 
the State Senate rushed 
to approve new district 
maps favorable to par- 
tisans of Senate Presi- 
dent Billy Bulger (D-South Boston), 
his rival, Senator Bill Keating (D- 
Sharon), invoked the words of a re- 
sister in Nazi Germany. Senator 
Walter Boverini (D-Lynn) jumped up 
to decry Keating’s speech and imply 
it had been written not by Keating 
but by his political consultant, 
Michael Goldman. 

Then, when Senators Fred Berry 


(D-Peabody) and Marian Walsh (D-, 


West Roxbury) discovered they 
would each Democratic-pri- 
mary challenge#from Keating sup- 
porters, both senators invoked 


Goldman’s name as the villain be- 


hind the attempted coup. 

Ask Bulger loyalists about their 
growing electoral problems, and 
they repeat their mantra: Goldman! 
Goldman! Goldman! At a recent 
caucus, Senate Democrats reacted 
to the news that Walsh would face a 
pro-Keating challenger, with Sena- 
tor Shannon O’Brien (D-Easthamp- 


ton) calling Goldman a “schmuck.” ) 


Do you think she knew that she was 
using the Yiddish word for penis? 

Even as they obsess about Gold- 
man, the senators don’t seem to no- 
tice their empire burning down all 
around them. As many as half of all 
incumbent senators are vulnerable in 
this year’s primary or general elec- 
tions. Most, but not all, are Bulger 
supporters. 

New district maps are under chal- 
lenge from Senator Dianne Wilker- 
son (D-Boston) because of the Sen- 
ate’s refusal to create two minority 
districts in Boston. The US Depart- 
ment of Justice is investigating how 
the Senate leadership drew the new 
district lines; there’s still a chance 
that the map will be thrown out 
by a three-judge panel, and that 
the senators will have to go 
back to the drawing board. 

If the map stays as it is, 
Bill Keating’s drive to be- 
come Senate president 
might well succeed. Bos- 
ton is losing population, 
and Bulger’s insistence 
that the Boston districts 
represented by himself 
and Dorchester’s Paul 
White be preserved has 
created a traffic jam: oth- 
er districts now push out 
from the city into the sub- 
urbs, where Boston politi- 
cians have never been es- 
pecially popular. Bulger 
got the map he wanted, 
but at the expense of 
some of his own lieu- 
tenants. With the liberal- 
activist group CPPAX 
(Citizens for Participation 
in Political Action) joining 
the fray, marching for 
Keating and his support- 
ers, the prospects for Bul- 
ger’s allies can only get 
worse. 

The Phoenix sized up 
the situation and deter- 
mined the 10 most vulner- 
able senators of 1994, in 
order of the likelihood that 


they’ll be beaten either in the prima- 
ry or in the general election. And 
now, the envelope please. 


0 Chery! Jacques 
From euphoria to disillusionment 


She rode into office on a white 
horse, proclaiming, “The David 
Lockes and Billy Bulgers have got to 
go!” Jacques (D-Needham) defeated 
Locke, the Senate’s tired Republican 
leader. That made her an instant hero 
— most likely to succeed among the 
1992 freshman class. But it didn’t 
take long for the sweet euphoria 
among many Democrats to sour — 
and to turn into disillusionment. 

Jacques was instantly co-opted by 
Bulger. He gave Jacques the helm of 
the Judiciary Committee, and when 
Attorney General Scott Harsh- 
barger thought about run- 
ning for governor, 
Jacques rented a 
booth at last year’s 
Democratic State 
Convention in the 
hopes of running 
for the state’s 
top prosecutorial 
position. 

Bulger then 
named Jacques 
commissar of his 
rules-reform | 
politburo. She 
brought a weak | 
package to the 
floor, which Bulger 
forced senators to 
vote on the same day 
they first read it, in 
December. When it 
was later discovered that 
Jacques and members of 
Bulger’s leadership 
team had 
tam- 


pered with the wording of one rules 
amendment behind the Senate’s 
back, Jacques fired off one of her fre- 
quent press releases blaming her col- 
leagues for not paying attention. 
Press releases are Jacques’s fa- 
vorite form of communication, and 
as such have gotten her into plenty 
of hot water. She recently called on 
the state to locate the megaplex con- 
vention center in Attleborough, in 
her district. State Representative 
Steve Karol (D-Attleborough) told

Jacques returned 
fire, slamming Phillips, a member of the 
Attleborough School Committee, as “un- 
derqualified and underinformed”: “If she 
can’t even run one town’s public schools,” 
she asked, “how is she going to serve ef- 
fectively in the Senate?” In this case, 
though, the medium was the message: 
Jacques’s attack was printed on State 
House stationery, and faxed from her 
State House office. 

This attorney general wanna-be is ap- 
parently unconcerned with the following 

State Ethics Commission rule: 


. use of public resources, available 
by virtue of one’s public employment, 
for the purpose of conducting or sup- 
porting a political campaign, amounts 
to the use of official position to secure 
unwarranted privilege . . . which vio- 
lates Section 23 of the conflict law. 
These resources include publicly pro- 
vided stationery, office supplies, utili- 
ties, telephones, office equipment. . . 
and secretarial staff. 


Given Jacques’s self-inflicted political 
tailspin, Phillips isn’t likely to be lucky 
enough to face her in November. Jacques 
may not survive the Democratic primary. 
And don’t be surprised if someone sur- 
faces to proclaim: “The Cheryl Jacqueses 
and Billy Bulgers have got to go!” 


® Dave Magnani 
Suffering from school daze 


Magnani (D-Framingham), too, en- 
tered the Senate as a self-proclaimed re- 
former. When Magnani served in the 
House, he had a liberal voting record, es- 
pecially on education issues, which are 
important to his Framingham/Natick-area 
constituents. But his principles changed 
even faster than his title. 

A month after Magnani’s election to

Tell it to the judge 


Indicted on charges of accepting an 
unlawful gift of $17,500 from an associ- 
ate, Rauschenbach (R-Brewster), of Cape 
Cod, will likely stand trial this spring. His 
business dealings and relationship with 
Carmen Elio, of the Faneuil Hall Capital 
Group, will receive front-page publicity 
throughout the region — not the best 
kind of press for a politician seeking re- 
election. 

His indictment, by itself, hasn’t neces- 
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sarily ended Rauschenbach’s political ca- 
reer. In some ways, it’s solidified his 
base: the Cape Cod Times has defended 
him in editorials, and many of his con- 
stituents have voiced their support. 
Rauschenbach is one of the legislature’s 
leading environmentalists, and excels at 
constituent services. 

If he’s acquitted, take him off the top- 
10 list. But if the jury finds him guilty, he 
could face two and a half years in prison, 
a $2000 fine, and — if he stays on the 
ballot — a trouncing at the polls.

The president’s unhappy warrior 


How does a pro-choice, pro-gay-rights, 
pro-labor freshman senator end up as an 
inconsequential bump on a log? It hap- 
pens when that senator surrenders his in- 
dependence to the anti-choice, anti-gay, 
and authoritarian Senate president. That 
is the sad story of McDonald (D-Wey- 
mouth), who defeated a Republican in- 
cumbent in 1992 by only two percent of 
the vote. 

Unlike Jacques, Magnani, Bob Du- 
rand, and some the Senate’s other self- 
proclaimed progressives, McDonald 
doesn’t even seem to enjoy his role as 
one of Bulger’s flock. Last month’s CP- 
PAX endorsement of Keating’s candida- 
cy for the Senate presidency ought to 
put the fear of the Goddess into Mc- 
Donald, who may yet be capable of re- 
demption. Perhaps he’ll reach into his 
soul and discover some independence. If 
he doesn’t, he’ll be history in November, 
if not September. 


Fred Berry 
A progressive with baggage 


Berry (D-Peabody), a sixth-term senator 
and Bulger’s second assistant majority 
leader, has an impressive personal history, 
and is a likeable guy. Berry’s problem is 
simple: Bulger. As one of the Senate presi- 
dent’s top lieutenants, he carries. Bulger’s 
unpopular baggage as he seeks re-election. 

Earlier this year, Berry took a walk

rather than vote on Dianne Wilkerson’s 
fair-housing bill. Berry, Senate vice-chair 
of the legislature’s Housing and Urban 
Development Committee, has often 
claimed to support equal access to hous- 
ing — an important issue to his urban 
constituents. But when it was evident that 
the vote on Wilkerson’s bill would be ra- 
zor close — and that Bulger, like many 
South Boston residents and landlords, 
was a staunch opponent — Berry went 
AWOL. 

And last December, Berry had co- 
sponsored the lead-paint bill with Wilker- 
son — but then voted against it. The bill 
lost by one vote. According to Wilkerson, 
Berry’s excuse was, “They made me a 
better offer.” 

This year, he’s got a potentially strong 
Democratic opponent in John Keenan, a 
28-year-old prosecutor and former Har- 
vard football star with a political base in 
Salem and Beverly. That means Berry may 
have to get a record vote out of his city of 
Peabody to win another term. And with 
Peabody Mayor Peter Torigian backing 
out of his fledgling gubernatorial cam- 
paign, that’s not likely to happen. 


@ Therese Murray 
Stuck in the middle with Billy 


When Terry Murray (D-Plymouth) 
graduated from the Midwest Academy, a 
lefty training school for community orga- 
nizers, her classmates presented her with 
a plaque that named her the school’s to- 
ken liberal. This distinction meant that 
she was considered to be to the political 
right of her class. So it’s no surprise that 
Murray, elected as a reformer, has tried to 
play both sides of the Senate-leadership 
battle. 

Her district has been expanded south- 
ward, and now includes six of eight 
precincts in Falmouth, containing about 
13,000 voters. Murray also has to woo 
8044 voters in Bourne and 8931 voters 
in Sandwich, all on Cape Cod, who have 
been in Henri Rauschenbach’s district. 
Most residents of these Cape towns be- 
lieve their concerns are more closely 
linked to the future of Cape Cod and the 
islands than to those of mainland Mas- 
sachusetts. And among the politically ac- 
tive, there’s considerable resentment 


that they’ve been tacked onto a mainland 
district. This, because of Bulger’s insis- 


tence on preserving the districts of his’ 


Boston allies, thus preventing the cre- 
ation of a new Southeastern Massachu- 


setts Senate district that many from that 


area felt their growing population enti- 
tled them to. 

In January, the Falmouth Democratic 
Town Committee invited Bill Keating to 
come speak about his bid to oust Bulger. 
Murray showed up and insisted that she 
was neutral in the fight. Yet, as a member 
of Bulger’s “rules reform” committee, she 
toed the party line. 

Murray could be vulnerable to a chal- 
lenge either from a fellow Democrat or 


from a Republican — especially if the Re- 
publican is a pro-choice liberal along the 
lines of Rauschenbach. Among those Re- 
publicans rumored to be eyeing a run are 
Bill Sargent, of Woods Hole, son of for- 
mer governor Frank Sargent, and Fal- 
mouth selectman Rick Armstrong, a Weld- 
administration environmental official. 

If Murray wants to salvage her young 
political career, she may have to begin to 
sever herself from the perception that 
she’s one of Bulger’s favorite freshmen. 


© Bob Travaglini 
Death by Nucci? 


“Disco Bob” Travaglini (D-East Bos- 
ton) is wrongly considered by many to be 
unbeatable. The new map stretches his 
district in two uncharted directions. 
Travaglini’s territory now includes all of 
Revere and much of Cambridge, cities 
where voters don’t look kindly on Bulger 
or his loyalists. 

There are two ways to defeat Travaglini 
in a Democratic primary. The first would 


be for a more liberal, anti-Bulger candi- 
date from Revere, perhaps another Ital- 
ian-American, to enter the fray. 

The second way to beat Trav is for John 
Nucci to enter the race. 

Nucci, the Boston city councilor who 
topped the ticket last year and bumped 
Dapper O’Neil from his prized first-place 
finish, is seriously considering a run 
(“Nucci Eyes Travaglini,” This Just In, 
March 4). 

There’s talk among Boston Mayor Tom- 
my Menino’s supporters that the mayor 
might save Travaglini by appointing him to 
a city job, opening the way for his brother, 
Michael, an unsuccessful city-council can- 


didate in 1993, to run for the Senate seat. 


PPAX members are the liberal 
foot soldiers in Democratic- 
primary campaigns. That could 
spell trouble for Durand, Magnani, 
acques, and McDonald. 


Even if Nucci doesn’t run, expect his 
strong political organization to back any 
credible Democrat who does oppose 
Travaglini.

Time for a nice, long nap 


During the last gubernatorial election, 
in 1990, Wetmore (D-Barre) eked out a 
re-election with 32,009 votes to his Re- 
publican opponent’s 29,548. That was 
the year that brought Governor Bill Weld 
to the State House. This year Weld will 
top the Republican ticket again, and GOP 
operatives hope that his coattails will car- 
ry in a wave of new Republican senators. 
In 1990, the GOP captured eight seats 
from Senate Democrats. Two years later, 
Bill Clinton’s coattails swept that many of 
them out again. But this year could be 
Weld’s, especially in rural Worcester 
County. 

Wetmore’s district is geographically the 
largest in the state, and us small and dif- 
fuse media markets make it difficult for 
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any challenger. But Wetmore, a nine-term 
senator, seems tired, and quieter than 
ever. Republicans are hoping that Wet- 
more’s allegiance to the Senate president 
in this Year of Bulger will give them the 
edge for a final push. 


@® Bob Durand 
His GOP friends can’t save him 


Durand’s district was formerly repre- 
sented by Lieutenant Governor Paul Cel- 
lucci, who, despite being a Republican, re- 
mains a close political ally of this Marl- 
borough Democrat. Durand is also a 
State House car-pool partner of Mary Lee 
King, a top aide to the governor. But Du- 
rand’s friends in the GOP have been un- 
able to prevent moderate Republican John 
Matson, of Westborough, from launching 
a challenge. Matson’s first campaign flier 
labeled Durand a “Billy Bulger loyalist . . . 
ripe for an upset.” 

Durand makes no secret of his sup- 
port for Bulger. He has attacked Keating 
in Senate caucuses and in the press. Du- 
rand even told the Boston Globe last 
November about anti-Keating state- 
ments made by Senator Jim Jajuga (D- 
Methuen) during a closed-door caucus. 
Though the Bulger forces repeatedly 
claim that it’s the Keating team that 
leaks to the press about what goes on 
behind closed doors, Durand is the only 
senator so far to have described another 
colleague’s closed-caucus statements on 
the record to the largest newspaper in 
the state. 

On the issues, Durand is also vulnera- 
ble. During last December’s debate on 
the abuse of “repair plates” by the auto- 
body-repair industry, a system that caus- 
es a loss of $20 million a year in excise 
taxes, the Boston Herald called Durand 
the “water-carrier-in-chief for the auto- 
body dealers.” 

But will the GOP’s Matson even have 
Durand to kick around in November? 
The recent endorsement by CPPAX of 
Keating’s candidacy for Senate president 
is significant because many of that organi- 
zation’s 5000 members live in the districts 
of pro-Bulger senators like Durand, Mag- 
nani, Jacques, and McDonald. 

CPPAX members are largely activists, 
the foot soldiers of Democratic-primary 
campaigns. They’re not likely to sit 
around and let Durand — who makes no 
secret of his fondness for Bulger — run 
unopposed in September.

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Body count 


Crunch time at the Herald; plus, 
new voices on the right and left

he day of reckoning finally 
arrived at the Boston Herald 
this past Tuesday. Manage- 
ment pink-slipped four em- 
ployees, including feature 
writer Jill Radsken and Sunday-magazine 
editor Sarah Wright, although the latter 
may be able to move into an open copy- 
editing job. The other victims included 
photographer Lisa Bul and a library clerk. 

The layoffs were mandated because of 
new owner Pat Purcell’s desire to save $1 
million, and came after a series of other 
cost-cutting measures enabled manage- 
ment to pare the number of necessary lay- 
offs from 13 to four. 

While expressing sympathy for those 
who lost their jobs, Newspaper Guild edi- 
torial-unit vice-chair Jeff Krasner says the 
reduced number of layoffs “is a victory for 
Pat Purcell, the guild, and the Herald 
newsroom.” 

One of the layoff-prevention measures 
— a buy-out plan aimed at luring a few 
aging veterans into retirement — back- 
fired, however, when two of the paper’s 
better young reporters, State House bu- 
reau chief Eric Fehrnstrom and investiga- 
tive reporter Alan Levin, headed for the 
exits. Their loss further depletes the news 
operation, already reeling over the depar- 
ture of more than a dozen reporters over 
the past year, not all of whom have been 
replaced. 

Moreover, rumor central is in full swing 
at Wingo Square, with nervous staffers re- 
portedly photocopying their résumés and 
wondering what’s next. 

Some of the jitters revolve around the 
status of editor Alan Eisner and other top 
newsroom managers, who got something 
short of an unconditional endorsement 


from Purcell during a Phoenix interview a 
few weeks ago (“Don’t Quote Me,” News, 
February 18). 

“I look at it this way,” says Eisner. “I’ve 
always served day to day at the will of the 
publisher. I have enough confidence to do 
the job. I’m not worry- 
ing about it.” 

And for the time be- 
ing, the publisher may 
conclude that stability 
is what’s needed at the 
top of the masthead. At 
a recent meeting with 
newsroom department 
heads that included 
Eisner, Purcell report- 
edly gave a vote of con- 
fidence to his manage- 
ment team. 


Sparks on the right 

New Boston Globe 
editorial-page editor 
David Greenway got 
what he was looking 
for when he wooed 
Jeff Jacoby from the 
Herald — an articu- 
late, passionate con- 
servative who would get people buzzing. 
Jacoby debuted on February 24 with a 
much-discussed column based on a 
highly flammable premise: that conserva- 
tives keep their attacks on liberals fo- 
cused on the issues, whereas liberals are 
reduced to attacking conservatives on 
personal grounds. 

With all due respect for Jacoby’s consid- 
erable skills, his obvious value to the 
Globe, and the fact that a lot of people I 
talked to liked that column, I’m compelled 
to invoke the words of that defrocked con- 
servative George Bush when he declared, 
“This will not stand.” 
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First, the message behind Jacoby’s the- 
ory — that conservatives play the game of 
politics and policy on a higher moral 
ground than petulant, prickly liberals — 
is in itself an ad hominem attack on the 
left. To prove his point, Jacoby recalled 
his participation in a round-table discus- 
sion on poverty in which an adversary de- 
clared, “People like Mr. Jacoby . . . don’t 
care about the poor.” Granted, that’s a 
personal assault. But no less so than the 
writer’s own characterizations of liberals 
as “naive ... elitist. . . self-righteous . . . 
clueless.” 

Jacoby also claimed that at the 1984 
Democratic National Convention, Tip 
O’Neill broke some kind of rule of proto- 
col by declaring of Ronald Reagan: “The 
evil is in the White House.” Let’s flip for- 
ward eight years to those issue-oriented 
Republicans gathered in Houston to nom- 
inate George Bush for a second term. 

Outside, at a big gathering of the faith- 
ful emceed by that conservative icon Rush 
Limbaugh, the signs read NO QUEERS OR 
BABY KII LING — FEMINAZIS. The party 
platform specifically stated that liberals in 
the media, academia, and the Democratic 
Party wanted to “disparage traditional 
morality, denigrate religion, and promote

hostility toward the family’s way of life.” 
And speakers ranging from Pat Buchanan 
to Dan Quayle portrayed the Democrats 
not as political or even ideological foes, 
but as a godless enemy on the wrong side 
of the “cultural war,” willing to abandon 
families in the name of feminism, morali- 
ty in the name of gay rights, and basic 
human decency in the name of the First 
Amendment. 

They made Tip sound like Mister 
Rogers. 

It’s perfectly understandable for Jacoby 
to feel besieged on an op-ed page that’s 
been the traditional refuge of unrepentant 
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liberals. But that’s no reason, to steal his 
phrase, to “demonize” his foes. 


Court TV 

In a case with major First Amendment 
ramifications, the widow of Bruce Clift is 
suing Channel 12 (WPRI), in Providence, 
for $5 million for its role in the alleged 
“wrongful death” of her husband, in May 
1993. 

WPRI, a leading practitioner of tabloid 
news, intervened in a dangerous situation 
last spring by conducting a phone inter- 
view with Clift when he was holed up 
alone inside his home, heavily armed and 
reportedly high on alcohol and drugs. At 
the same time police were trying to talk 
Clift into surrendering, the station was air- 
ing an interview in which Clift announced, 
“This is suicide.” Clift then killed himself, 
leading a furious State Police Captain 
Robert McQueeney to blame WPRI for the 
death. 

“We had a good chance of saving him,” 
said McQueeney at the time. “I don’t 
know how they can justify this as news.” 

Says Judith Clift’s attorney, Ira 
Schreiber: “What they did wrong was in- 
fluence the man to kill himself” — not 
only by ignoring his “demented condi- 
tion,” but by doing the interview without 
police or family permission. 

WPRI news director Russ Kilgore de- 
fended the station’s actions at the time of 
the incident, asserting, “There was no oth- 
er public threat involved.” But station offi- 
cials are now mum on the suit. 

“There is no case law in the US on this, 
and it’s going to be real banging, bang- 
ing,” says Schreiber, expecting a donny- 
brook. “I doubt there'll be any settlement 
achieved.” 


Afflicting the comfortable 

“You can say we're the holy vengeance 
of the new working class.”

er things, the lead issue includes a piece on union activism 
at the A.E. Staley Company, in Decatur, Illinois; an article 
warning of a conspiracy to cover up an environmental dis- 
aster on the campus of the State University of New York at 
New Paltz; and a long piece by Pramus alleging that corpo- 
rate America is trying to ignite a generational war between 
twentysomethings and senior citizens as part of a larger 
agenda to gut social spending and line the pockets of big 
business. 

The message is unabashed, unadulterated “We Shall 
Overcome.” And it’s refreshing. 

“Young Americans [can] . . . buy into the divide and 
conquer strategies that have been used by the rich and 
powerful since time immemorial to keep average people 
down,” writes Pramus, the 27-year-old director of the Bos- 
ton local of the National Writers Union. Or, they “can 
work together with other people, young and old, black, 
white and brown, male and female — to make life more 
worth living for all of us.” 

“Progressive? Certainly. Left? Yeah, sure,” says Pramus 
when asked to characterize the magazine’s ideology. “But 
the left has forsaken the heart of America. I’m really sick of 
the left being rooted in academia — the Ivy League.” He’s 
also sick of terms like “Generation X” and “slackers,” 
claiming such grotesquely broad labels are simply market- 
ing tools designed to “build careers for hungry, young me- 
dia people.” 

But even as earnest and focused an activist as Pramus 
has his moments of youthful reverie. 

Asked why linguist, philosopher, and media critic Noam 
Chomsky is thanked on the masthead page, Pramus ex- 
plains that he coughed up $500 of the original $1500 in 


seed money. 
“He’s cool,” the publisher bubbles. 


Raking the muck 

Pramus and company will no doubt feel a sense of kin- 
ship with Russell Mokhiber, editor of the fledgling Daily 
Citizen. 

“We’re trained to look for corporate and government 
wrongdoing,” says Mokhiber. The mainstream media, he 
adds, are “trained to do other things, like Tonya and Nan- 
cy and the Menendez brothers and Michael Jackson.” 

The Washington-based Daily Citizen, which debuted on 
February 1, plans to publish Monday through Friday for 
48 weeks of the year, holding forth with a populist/lefty 
brand of muckraking. Stories in an early test issue ranged 
from a piece on Chinese workers dying in unsafe foreign- 
owned factories to an interview with a Virginia activist who 
is battling Walt Disney’s plans to build a giant theme park 
in Haymarket, Virginia. 

Currently operating with a staff of three — plus some 
proofreaders and freelancers — the ad-free Citizen is 
mailed to subscribers (the cost is $240 per year) and dis- 
tributed on a few newsstands in downtown Washington. 

“We can pay our bills at a very low circulation,” says 
Mokhiber, who has worked with Ralph Nader and current- 
ly edits the Corporate Crime Reporter, a \egal-affairs week- 
ly. “It’s all a dream, especially since we’re getting two 
hours of sleep a day.” 

When asked if his new publication is generating any ini- 
tial interest, Mokhiber is circumspect. “There’s a low buzz 
out there,” he says.

vows to go down fighting

n 1987, Enrico Corsetti was fresh 
out of college, back living with his 
mother, and thinking about dab- 
bling in real estate. Trouble was, he 
had no money. 

Not a problem. 

A friend of the family brought the 22- 
year-old to see William Walsh, the Cam- 
bridge city councilor and ’80s condo king 
now being tried on bank-fraud charges in 
US District Court. Walsh, Corsetti recalls, 
talked to him about investing in some con- 
dos out in Shrewsbury. 

“Mr. Walsh began pitching the Brandy- 
wine deal, saying it was a good start-up for 
someone looking to get into real estate,” 
Corsetti testified at Walsh’s trial. “They 
pitched it as a no-money-down deal where 
you only had to come up with five percent.” 

With $5000 he got from Mom, another 
$13,000 loan from Walsh, and a $69,000 
mortgage from Dime Savings Bank, of 
New York, he bought a condominium in 
the Brandywine complex, complete with 
paying tenant. 

He had never even seen the place. 

Corsetti, who majored in sociology at 
Bates College, knew enough about real es- 
tate to doubt that he would qualify for a 
mortgage. But he’d never heard of Dime 
Bank, the New York thrift that exploded on 
the New England real-estate scene in 1986 


the study concluded was a “clear indica- 
tion of a possible fraud.” Dime, which in 
three years pumped $1 billion into New 
England’s overheated real-estate market, 
eventually suffered hundreds of millions in 
losses and came “very close” to going un- 
der, according to bank analyst Warren 
Heller, of Veribanc, a bank-analysis firm 
based in Wakefield. Belatedly, the bank 
and federal officials began inspecting 
Dime’s loans, and discovered that loan 
salesmen, developers, and lawyers had 
faked the numbers. 

When the market turned sour, Corsetti 
lost his condo to the bank and, he told the 
court, faced a judgment against him for 
$130,000, three years after Walsh alleged- 
ly promised to buy the apartment back if 
Corsetti wasn’t happy. 

Corsetti’s $13,000 loan from Walsh’s 
investment group, along with 28 other sec- 
ond mortgages Walsh allegedly concealed 
because they were officially prohibited by 
Dime bank, are the basis for the charges 
against Walsh. Assistant US Attorney Peter 
Mullin has introduced boxes of files from 
Walsh’s condo projects. Original copies of 
the purchase-and-sales agreements list 
second mortgages, while the Dime’s copies 
of the same documents have the second 
mortgages whited out. Also in evidence are 
affidavits signed by Walsh that do not dis- 
close that the down payment came from 
money loaned by Walsh and his associates. 

The trial has been under way for a

with a novel loan program: a low-docu- 
mentation mortgage that required no verifi- 
cation of a borrower’s income, assets, or 
the source of the,down payment. 

With its 48-hour turnaround in loan ap- 
plications, the Dime, through its subsidiary 
Dime Real Estate, fast became one of the 
area’s top mortgage lenders, thanks in part 
to loan salesmen, or “originators,” who 
knew how to make the numbers work. 
One of those salesmen, Arthur Eric Peach, 
who last year pleaded guilty to bank fraud, 
filled out Corsetti’s application, Corsetti 
testified, by inflating his: income “a little 
bit” and lying about how much cash he 
had in the bank and the source of his down 
payment. 

By 1989, more than 40 pércent of 
Dime’s condo loans in New England had 
gone bad, a study that year by the bank 
showed, and 13 percent of the borrowers 
never made a single payment, something

month. The case could go to the jury as 
early as next week. 

Walsh, a long-time city councilor who 
was re-elected last year despite being un- 
der federal indictment, was a controversial 
figure in Cambridge even before his legal 
problems. In his heyday, his law firm, Fer- 
raro & Walsh, prospered by playing the 
condo market and by helping landlords get 
around the city’s tough rent-control laws. 
But when the real-estate market collapsed, 
so did Walsh’s business, and he was over- 
whelmed by lawsuits, accusations, and 
criminal charges (“Trials and Tribulations 
of Bill Walsh,” News, March 15, 1991). 
Dime, meanwhile, was soon doing any- 
thing it could to recoup its losses — in- 
cluding evicting rent-paying tenants from 
condos it had foreclosed on, a violation of 
Boston’s rent-control ordinance (“City- 
scape,” News, February 21, 1992). 

Despite the wealth of evidence against 
him, Walsh says he remains optimistic. 

“Wait till my turn at bat,” he cautioned

during a recess in the proceedings. 
The man who sold an estimated 2500 
condominiums during the ’80s, who 
borrowed tens of millions from banks 
whose names read like a litany of the 
institutions felled by the 1990 real-es- 
tate crash, may be going down, but 
he’ll go down swinging. His number- 
one target is Dime, the country’s 
fourth-largest savings-and-loan, 
whose political connections, Walsh 
alleges, have saved its executives from 
being targeted for prosecution. 

“If the US government wasn’t try- 
ing to protect Dime, I wouldn’t be 
here,” Walsh says. “The whole thing 
was just one big fraud to get money 
out the door. There ain’t no question:

ficials}] knew what was going on.” 
The strategy seems unlikely 
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bank and still get approval, Mone tes- 
tified.

“If they could put a mirror under 
your nose and see your breath, you 
got financed,” says one Dime bor- 
rower, Dick Kelleher, of Bourne. 

“The unhappy marriage here,” says 
Conley, “was loan originators working 
on commission and the no-doc loan. 
The result was unchecked, unbridled 
fraud. They falsified however many 
{loan applications] were necessary to 
get the loans out on the street.” 

Eric Peach, the Dime loan sales- 
man with whom Enrico Corsetti did 
business, testified at Walsh’s trial that 
he earned $90,000 in 1987 on com- 
mission, filling his quota of “a loan a 
day.” Ninety percent of those loans, 
he said, had undisclosed second 
mortgages. 

But the loan salesmen were not the 
only ones whose income was tied to 
loan volume. William Candee, a Dime 


or new rugs, and reselling them as 
condos, making, according to the tes- 
timony of Walsh’s employee and for- 
mer lover Ann Frances Schwartz, up 
to 10 times their original investment. 
Condominiums were purely specula- 
tive investments. Rents rarely met 
payments on the first, let-alone the 
second mortgage, so, for a premium, 
the sellers would provide subsidies to 
investors until they could hike the 
rent or sell the property. 

“The whole thing was based on 
some shell game to get some sucker 
to come along and pay a little more,” 
Conley says. 

For those wanting in on the game, 
Walsh held court each morning in 
Harvard Square, at the Sheraton 
Commander’s Brandywine room (for 
which the Shrewsbury development 
was named) or the Wursthaus restau- 
rant. The word from Walsh could 
make the deal happen, whether it was 
a second or third mortgage for those

to work for Walsh. Judge 
Mark Wolf, presiding at 
Walsh’s trial, has ruled that 
the question of whether Dime 
“showed reasonable pru- 
dence” is irrelevant to the 
charge that Walsh lied to de- 
ceive the bank. But testimony 
at Walsh’s trial and at the trial 
of Alan Segal, a Braintree at- 
torney hired by Dime, paints a 
picture of a bank more inter- 
ested in cashing in on the real- 
estate boom than in making 
prudent loans. It also raises 
questions about the bank’s 
self-portrait as a victim of 
fraud. 


‘Subversion of the law’ 
For Segal, the strategy of 
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putting Dime on trial worked 
well enough to prompt US 
District Court Judge Edward 
Harrington, in dismissing 
charges against Segal a day 


after his wife’s sudden death, 
to ask the US attorney why 
Dime’s top executives were 
not being prosecuted though minor 
players stood trial on “technical” 
violations.” 

“[T]he evidence is overwhelming,” 
Harrington said, “that it was the bank 
itself who created and carried out this 
scheme with full knowledge of its im- 
plications; and as a result, the bank 
who created this monster is immune, 
and people who only did that which 
the bank wanted done are prosecut- 
ed. It’s a subversion of the law.” 

Says Michael Conley, a Wakefield 
lawyer who has taken on the Dime on 
behalf of some of the borrowers: 
“There’s a devil’s deal that’s been 
struck, in my opinion, by identifying 
the bank as the victim.” The US at- 
torney’s office, Conley says, is able to 
“look good” prosecuting a number of 
high-profile bank-fraud cases, and, in 
exchange for cooperation from the 
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bank, the investigation of fraud is cut 
off at the lower levels. 

Assistant US Attorney Richard 
Welch told Harrington that going af- 
ter Dime’s executives is part of the 
government’s effort, but to date only 
loan salesmen, developers, and clos- 
ing attorneys have faced charges. 


investigation, conducted by Boston’s 
powerful law firm Ropes & Gray, 
which has shared its findings with the 
US attorney’s office. 

“We’ve not found anybody at a 
more senior level” implicated in 
fraud, Ropes & Gray attorney Bill 
Eggeling says. Eggeling declined 
comment on Harrington’s ruling 
while Walsh’s trial is still under way. 

One higher-up at Dime Real Estate 
in Massachusetts, John Richards, in- 
voked his Fifth Amendment protec- 
tion against self-incrimination when 
asked at Segel’s trial whether it was 
common knowledge that there were 
hidden second mortgages on the 
properties Dime mortgaged. A bor- 
rower could submit an application 
with a second mortgage listed one 
day, get rejected, then turn around 
and resubmit without the second 
mortgage and with inflated cash as- 
sets and win approval, according to 
testimony from Sheryl Mone, a Dime 
underwriter. A borrower who claimed 


account could bounce a check to the 


That pattern mimics Dime’s internal — 


vice-president based in New York, 
said at Segal’s trial that senior execu- 
tives received bonuses tied to the 
amount of loans generated. 

Introduced at Segal’s trial was a 
federal examination of Dime’s lend- 
ing practices issued in 1987, two 
years before the bank closed up shop 
in Massachusetts. Although that re- 
port remains a secret because of a 
confidentiality agreement issued by 
the US Office of Thrift Supervision, a 
hint at its contents is provided by this 
exchange between Harrington and 
Welch. 

Harrington: “They were told by a 
federal agency that it was not right 
and they knew it.” 

Welch: “And they did hardly any- 
thing to correct it at the time, abso- 
lutely, Your Honor.” 

Harrington: “They didn’t want to. 
They were making too much money. 
They thought the real estate was go- 
ing to go up.” 

Welch: “That’s right. That’s abso- 
lutely right, Your Honor. Greedy as 
the day is long. No doubt about that.” 

That report may be the only piece 
of paper that indicates what Dime ex- 
ecutives knew and when they knew it. 
The other documents, the loan forms 
and purchase-and-sale agreements 
falsified by Peach and allegedly falsi- 
fied by Walsh, all conformed with 
Dime and federal guidelines by the 
time they got back to New York. 
Dime’s policy not to verify the truth 
of those documents, a policy called 
“corrupt” by Harrington, provided an 
impenetrable cover for the bank. 


A messy divorce 

In a sense, Walsh’s trial is like a 
messy divorce. The condo developer 
and the bank whose partnership blos- 
somed during the real-estate boom 
are now blaming each other for the 
fall they took after the market 
crashed. While Walsh earned millions 
in real-estate fees, Dime reaped a 
cash bonanza on the “points” 
charged at each closing. They shared 
the same philosophy of business, tak- 
en from the manual of a car sales- 
man: volume, volume, volume. 

Walsh and his associates spent the 


sprucing them up with a coat of paint

Strapped for cash, or a letter to con- 
nections in’ide a bank to ensure that 
the loan would go through. 

At Walsh’s law’offices, at 954 
Cambridge Street, or in a temporary 
trailer behind them, some*20 lawyers 
worked to close the deals, with Walsh 
taking a 70 percent cut of the fees. 
Schwartz worked until four or five in 
the morning on the paperwork, at 
one point handling 1300 closings in 
six months, occasionally sniffing a lit- 
tle cocaine “only to be able to stay 
awake to do the work,” according to 
her testimony. 

In November of 1986, with a $4.6 
million loan due by year’s end on a 
condo project in Taunton, Walsh and 
his investors needed 30 closings to 
save the project from bankruptcy. 
That’s when Dime, in the person of 
Eric Peach, came to the rescue. 

Thereafter, Peach paid regular visits 
to Walsh’s bustling office to take loan 
applications. He met the councilor 
“five or six” times, Peach testified. 

They met again at their arraign- 
ment, in 1992. Peach said he greeted 
Walsh with an affable “Hi, Bill.” The 
councilor allegedly responded, “Who 
are you?” 

Schwartz has also testified that she 
thought her ex-boss was planning to 
ditch her. Under investigation by the 
FBI, she lifted a file from the Walsh’s 
offices because “I was afraid that the 
file would be destroyed and to pro- 
tect myself.” 

“Mr. Walsh called and said, “Who is 
Peach? What’s this Dime bank?’ ” 
Schwartz testified. “He just constantly 
played Mickey the Dunce with me.” 

In her last conversation, before en- 
tering a plea agreement, Schwartz 
testified she told Walsh, “I don’t care 
if Dime is an unindicted co-conspira- 
tor. The issue here is that there were 
lies. That people signed documents 
that were lies.” 

Walsh’s fate hinges on whether the 
jury and the judge define the issue in 
those terms, or whether, like Judge 
Harrington, they bring to the fore the 
role the bank’s policies played in the 
fraud. Dennis Liakos, attorney for 
Dennis Cargill, a Walsh associate 
who had similar charges against him

Protected hate 


The St. Patrick’s Day parade and 
the sad case of Jimmy Flaherty 


by Harvey Silverglate 


recent tragedy — the 
February 14 beating 
death of South Bos- 
ton politico James 
Flaherty, allegedly at 
the hands of a gay hustler — gives 
particular poignancy to the three-year 
struggle over whether a gay-and-les- 
bian group should be allowed to 
march in Southie’s St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade. 

The latest developments in this 
struggle were scheduled to unfold on 
March 10, when lawyers for the gay 
group and for the South Boston Al- 
lied War Veterans Council were to 
present their arguments before the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court. 

The question before the SJC is 
whether the veterans must allow a 
group of gay and lesbian Irish resi- 


dents of Southie to march: That Fla- 
herty was killed in Bal Harbour, 
Florida — apparently while seeking 
sex far from his neighborhood, with 
its rigid, intolerant mores — adds a 
twist to the much-litigated case. 

Thus far, the veterans have lost in 
every forum. But the veterans’ free- 
speech arguments, grounded in the 
First Amendment, should receive 
more consideration from the SJC 
than they have so far. 

At the same time, the death of Fla- 
herty, treasurer of the Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority, and a beloved if 
not entirely understood figure in his 
hometown, adds some emotional 
weight to the argument of the Irish- 
American Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual 
Group of Boston that they should be 
allowed to march as an identifiable 
gay organization. 

Flaherty’s death will perhaps make 
it harder for the SJC to vindicate the 
clear free-speech interests of the vet- 
erans. Court-watchers are waiting to 
see whether the SJC will decide the 
case according to its emotions, the 
dictates of political correctness, or the 
requirements of the law.

Because St. Patrick’s Day is almost 
upon us, it is likely that the court will 
rule almost immediately after the 
March 10 oral arguments are con- 
cluded; the parade is scheduled for 
March 20. 

First, a little history. 


The veterans and the law 

This saga is now in its third year. 
The case has been through Suffolk 
Superior Court twice, before two 
judges, each of whom decided that 
the gay group had a right to march. 

In the first round, Judge Hiller 
Zobel ruled against the veterans 
council on the grounds that the city 
of Boston provided financial and lo- 
gistical support for the parade. 
Thus, Zobel wrote, any ban of gay 
marchers amounted to discrimina- 


tory “state action,” which is barred 
by both the state and the federal 
constitutions. 

Because the parade was imminent, 
the case never made it through the 
full appeals process. A single member 
of the Massachusetts Appeals Court, 
Judge Frederick Brown, refused to lift 
Zobel’s order and wrote a short but 
stinging opinion castigating the coun- 
cil for what the court viewed as an 
exercise in prejudice. 

A single justice of the SJC, Herbert 
Wilkins, likewise refused to lift the 
order in an emergency hearing that 
he held just before last year’s parade. 
As a result, last year — as in 1992 — 
a small gay contingent marched with 
banners identifying it as such. 

This year, the city has distanced it- 
self from the parade, offering neither 
funds nor sponsorship, making it a 
purely private event. But that change 
in status has not changed the legal re- 
sult thus far. 

Superior Court Judge J. Harold 
Flannery, in a long opinion issued on 
December 15, 1993, concluded that 
even though official city support was 
lacking, the parade had over the years

become a civic event that could not 
suddenly be turned into a purely pri- 
vate party. Flannery noted that a large 
number of identifiable groups have 
been allowed by the vets to march in 
the parade each year, that there was 
no single theme for the parade, and 
that it has come to celebrate both St. 
Patrick’s Day and Evacuation Day 


* (the latter being a purely civic holi- 


day). Hence, he wrote, the vets could 
not suddenly become sufficiently se- 
lective to exclude the gay Irish group. 

To the extent that the vets might 
be entitled to the protection of the 
First Amendment, that was overpow- 
ered, Flannery wrote, by the state’s 
interest in stamping out bias and 
discrimination. 

Flannery’s opinion was in the pro- 
cess of being appealed to the Massa- 
chusetts Appeals Court when the 
veterans council’s attorney, long- 
time Boston civil-liberties activist 


KATHY CHAPMAN 


Chester Darling, persuaded the SJC 
to bypass this intermediate court and 
place the case immediately on its 
own docket for so-called direct ap- 
pellate review. An expedited sched- 
ule for briefings and oral arguments 
was ordered so that the court might 
decide the controversy before this 
year’s parade. 

Even before the SJC agreed to 
hear the case, Darling and the vets 
saw the first ray of light. Darling had 
asked the federal courts to intervene 
before the state appeals process had 
been completed; that effort resulted 
in the first intellectually and legally 
honest opinion in the case. 

US District Judge Mark Wolf, 
though refusing on procedural 
grounds to get involved in the case 
prematurely, recognized that there 
were constitutional problems with 
the state courts’ characterization of 
a parade as a “place of public ac- 
commodation,” like hotels or restau- 
rants, which are forbidden to dis- 
criminate against customers. Wolf 
noted that a parade might very well 
be seen as carrying a “message,” and

hence might “constitute a method of expression entitled 
to First Amendment protection.” 

Wolf cited a case decided by a fellow federal judge in 
which the New York City Human Rights Commission 
was prohibited from interfering with the decision of the 
New York Ancient Order of Hibernians, sponsor of the 
New York St. Patrick’s Day Parade, to exclude gay 
groups. Wolf added that once the South Boston case fi- 
nally reaches Massachusetts’s highest court, that court 
might “have an opportunity to reflect more deliberately 
on the issues presented” by the veterans. 

That day of reckoning has now arrived. 

What nobody counted on, though, was the coincidence 
of Jimmy Flaherty’s brutal murder in his Florida condo 
with the SJC’s preparing to hear the parade case. It was 
soon revealed that Flaherty had long conducted a secret 
second life far from the scrutiny of his Southie friends and 
neighbors. 

Several days after Flaherty’s death, Boston Globe colum- 
nist David Nyhan offered a challenge. Referring to the vet- 
erans’ threat to cancel the parade this year rather than al- 
low the gays to march, Nyhan wrote: 


Let me put forward a modest proposal: Would it not 
be a good thing for the city, a good thing for Southie, 
a good thing for the gays, and a good thing for the 
friends of Jimmy Flaherty to have the parade go for- 
ward next month? And have the friends of Jimmy Fla- 
herty, and a reasonably sized, respectable gay contin- 
gent, march behind a picture of Jimmy Flaherty, with 
a banner? 


I’m not aware of anyone’s signing on to Nyhan’s “mod- 
est proposal.” Even though some of Flaherty’s friends said 
publicly after his death that they did not hold his sexual 
orientation against him, such toleration was premised on 
Flaherty’s willingness to remain securely in the closet. 
Such double-think was well put by one of Flaherty’s close 
friends, city-council president James Kelly, who was quot- 
ed as saying: “It doesn’t change a damn thing. This is a 
man whose life was dedicated to helping people. Whatever 
private side of Jimmy there was, he was discreet about it. It 
didn’t concern anyone. He was my friend. I respected his 
privacy, and I still do.” 


Rights and wrongs 

The veterans make the point — and they are certainly 
correct — that over the years a number of gays have 
marched in the parade without interference, but they have 
done so while closeted, not as an identifiable group. 

It is precisely because the gay group wants to march un- 
der a banner, and hence send a message viewed by the vets 
as incompatible with their: chosen parade theme, that the 
First Amendment gives the vets the right to exclude the 
gays. (To have the right to exclude does not, of course, 
compel one to exclude.) 

The question Kelly and the veterans council must an- 
swer is whether gays and lesbians, simply by being out of 
the closet, deserve the abuse that thus*far has character- 
ized Southie’s attitude 
toward gays in general 
and toward the efforts 
of the gay group to 
march under its own 
identifiable banner in 
particular. Are gays ac- 
ceptable only if they 
are, in Kelly’s word, 
“discreet”? If the an- 
swer is yes, then the 
next question is 
whether forcing gay 
residents of Southie to 
remain in the closet 
contributes to tragedies 
such as Jimmy Flaher- 
ty’s death. 

From a legal point of 
view, there can be little [™ _

tions, are meant to 

convey a message shared by all those marching. To lump 
parades in with public accommodations such as hotels and 
restaurants is an obvious subversion of the First Amend- 
ment’s guarantees of free speech and free association. 

The right of people to associate with one another and 
hold a public event to promote a shared point of view is at 
the heart of the First Amendment. The right to exclude 
unwanted guests is an integral part of the right to associ- 
ate with like-minded people. The South Boston Allied 
War Veterans Council has an absolute constitutional right 
to hold its parade and exclude any group it considers in- 
compatible with the culturally conservative “family val- 
ues” theme of the parade. 

The two big questions yet to be answered are: 

1) Will the SJC follow Judge Wolf's honest recognition 
of the free-speech interests in this case, or will it adopt the 
evasions of the lower state courts, forcing the vets to allow 
an unwanted group to crash its annual celebration of con- 
servative values? 

2) Even if the vets win their case, will the tragedy of Jim- 
my Flaherty’s death cause them to reconsider their own in- 
tolerance — constitutionally protected though it may be — 
and allow their gay Irish brothers and sisters to march, 
perhaps as a tribute to their friend? Q 
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irvana lead singer Kurt 
Cobain’s near-lethal 
mixture of champagne 
and tranquilizers last 
week nearly put him in 
the dubious pantheon 
of rock-and-roll 
fatalities. Fortunately, Cobain emerged from a coma 
and is, reportedly, expected to recover fully. Fan 
reaction was immediate, especially at college and 
“alternative” radio stations, where Nirvana’s music 
had first been championed. WFNX program director 
Kurt St. Thomas reports that after airing the news 
from its AP wire, "FNX was flooded with concerned, 
often fearful phone calls. 

The reaction underlined the fact that from the 
beginning, Nirvana’s connection with their audience 
has had an emotional depth that goes beyond catchy 
hooks and noisy guitars. That connection has been 
personified in the sound of singer/songwriter Cobain’s 
voice — capable of frayed, melodic murmurs and 
bloodcurdling screams. Like the band’s music, 
Cobain’s voice is at once vulnerable and invincible, 
infinitely tender and pitilessly corrosive.

St. Thomas catches some of the band’s 
ineffable appeal when he recalls first seeing 
them, at Man Ray, in 1988. “I had been 
enjoying their Sub Pop album, Bleach, and 
then the Man Ray show blew me away. It 
was really loud, and in-your-face, and with 
all that guitar-smashing it was like punk 
rock again. For some reason, it was what I 
needed in my life at that time.” 

From that.moment on, St. Thomas has 
been a true fan, and he recalls meeting the 
band backstage for the first time at that 
Man Ray show: “Krist [then Chris] 
Novoselic, the bassist, was nice to me, and 
Kurt was arrogant and not friendly at all. 
Basically, the feeling seemed to be that I 
worked at a commercial radio station and 
therefore he didn’t want anything to do 
with me.” 

That didn’t deter St. Thomas from 
playing Bleach obsessively. “I had the cas- 
sette, and it stayed in my car cassette deck 
forever. I couldn’t get it out. And then 
there was that long waiting period for the 
next album.” 

The “next album” proved to be 1991’s 
Nevermind, the first “platinum punk” disc. 
WFNX world-premiered the album’s lead 
single, “Smells Like Teen Spirit,” in Au- 
gust. By the time the band played the sta- 
tion’s eighth-birthday-party concert at 
Axis, in September, it was the top-request- 
ed song. The album hit the stores the day 
of the ’FNX party. In January, the band 
played Saturday Night Live. 

At the ’FNX gig, St. Thomas forged a 
relationship with the band (“ever since 
then, Kurt has always been very gracious to 
me”). By the time of the SNL show, he was 
“begging” the band’s record company, 
Geffen, to allow him to make a promotion- 
al interview CD with the band. Over the 
course of two days in January, in which the 
band taped performances for MTV as well 
as SNL, St. Thomas interviewed all three 
band members — Cobain, Dave Grohl, 
and Krist Novoselic. It was eventually re- 
leased to radio by DGC as Nevermind It’s 
an Interview. 


What follows are never-before-pub- 
lished outtakes from those interviews. It 
comes from a time when the extent of 
Nirvana’s influence on rock and roll and 
the music industry was just beginning to 
be realized. Today, Cobain’s reflections 
on drinking, gun violence, and punk rock 
seem almost quaint, given the band’s en- 
suing superstardom and Cobain and wife 
Courtney Love’s play in the international 
press as the First Couple of Rock (second 
only to John and Yoko). 

From the interview, one also senses a 
harmony among the three, rather than 
merely the voice of Kurt Cobain. St. 
Thomas points out, “When I looked at the 
transcript later, what amazed me was how 
consistent their answers were. I would ask 
each of them the same question, and they 
would all answer the same way. I couldn’t 
believe how much on the same wavelength 
they were.” 


St. Thomas: So, obviously, you guys are 
going to make some real money now. But it 
doesn’t seem like you’ve changed since the 
last time I saw you. 

Kurt Cobain: Yeah, we haven’t even 
changed our clothes. 

St. Thomas: Isn’t it expensive to keep 
smashing your guitars? 

Cobain: Normally only the neck will 
break, so I’m able to keep the body for a 
few more times. We just put necks on the 
bodies. 

St. Thomas: But you never smash any 
Fender Mustangs, do you? 

Cobain: Yes I do. Not on purpose 
though. I’ve smashed three Mustangs. 
They’re my favorite guitars, I love them, 
and they’re kind of hard to find, especially 
in the left-handed version. The last one I 
broke was in Dallas, and I’m not even go- 
ing to elaborate on what happened that 
night. It’s too embarrassing. Let’s just say 
alcohol and I don’t agree with each other. 
But I definitely regret breaking that guitar. 
I tried to baby it as long as I could, but it 
didn’t work.

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St. Thomas: So what happens? Some- 
thing inside makes you feel like this is the 
moment, and you’ve got to smash it? 

Cobain: Yeah. For the first couple of 
years that we started smashing our equip- 
ment it was out of frustration, because I 
felt that we weren’t playing very good. So 
I’d get mad and throw a rock-star temper 
tantrum. Just break things to cool myself 
off. It’s really not a very wise form of reha- 
bilitation, but it worked. Now it’s just kind 
of an excuse to not do an encore. I don’t 
know. It’s just kind of a climax. People ex- 
pect it. Give the kids what they want — 
plus I have an endorsement now. 

St. Thomas: You do? With Fender? 

Cobain: Yeah, with Fender. So I can 
buy guitars at half-price. I can buy $300 
guitars now, and that’s really nice. 

St. Thomas: So that means you can 
smash even more. 

Cobain: Yeah, but it’s getting kind of 
old. So I probably won’t do it as much. 

St. Thomas: How do you feel after - 
ing Saturday Night Live? 

Cobain: I kind of feel like we accom- 
plished something. It was really neat to see 
how the show is actually put together. We 
played pretty abrasively tonight. Wrecked 
our equipment as usual, and I have goofy- 
colored hair. It was just something that 
isn’t normally on television, so I guess it 
was kind of an accomplishment. 

St. Thomas: Did it feel good to smash 
your guitar on the SNL stage? 

Cobain: Actually it did. It wasn’t as ster- 
ile as it has been within the last year or 
two. 

St. Thomas: When did you first know 
you wanted to play this music? 

Chris Novoselic: Buzz Osbourne — 
guitar player for the Melvins — was turn- 
ing people on to it. I heard it, and it sound- 
ed live to me, and then 1 borrowed the 
record Generic Flipper. It was like a revela- 
tion. It was heavy, it was art. I was affect- 
ed, and I’ve never been the same since. 

Cobain: I was 15 when I got my first 
guitar. My mother had just gotten married. 
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This was in the first year of her marriage. 
My stepfather ran out on her, and she got 
so irate she took all of my stepfather’s 
guns, various pistols and rifles and stuff, 
walked down to the river, and threw them 
in. And then I hired this kid to fish a cou- 
ple of them out, and I sold them. I got my 
first guitar with the money. 

I took lessons for a week, I learned how 
to play “Back in Black” by AC/DC. It’s 
pretty much the “Louie, Louie” chords, so 
that’s all I needed to know. I never did pay 
the guitar teacher for that week, either. I 
still owe him money. But that’s it, I just 
started writing songs on my own. Once 
you know the power chord, you don’t need 
to know anything else. 

St. Thomas: Tell me about Aberdeen 
and how you started the band. 

Novoselic: Aberdeen’s basically just 
small-town America, it’s about a hundred 
miles southwest of Seattle. It’s on the Pa- 
cific Ocean. Everything revolves around 
the logging industry there. If the logging 
stopped, it would be a ghost town. 

A little social group came together, and 
we just kinda hung out and talked about 
things, and one thing led to another. Kurt 
did a tape with Dale Crover, from the 
Melvins, and one of the songs on it was 
“Spank Through.” He turned me on to it, 
so we scrounged up a drummer and start- 
ed practicing. We took it very seriously, 
too. He [Dale Crover] played on our first 
demo, and a couple of those songs made it 
over to the Bleach LP: “Floyd the Barber” 
and “Paper Cuts.” We jammed for about a 
week, put some songs together, and made 
this tape. 

St. Thomas: Why did Chad leave? 

Novoselic: Chad Channing wanted to ex- 
press himself in a way that really didn’t gel 
with the band. Chad really compromised his 
style to suit the band. I don’t think he was 
happy doing that. It was a good departure. 
It worked well for everybody. 

St. Thomas: Bleach was recorded quick- 
ly, wasn’t it? 

Cobain: We had a few hours every 
night for about six days. There were a few 
guitar overdubs, but that’s about it. 
Bleach just seemed to be really one-di- 
mensional. All the songs are slow and 
grungy, and they’re tuned down to really 
low notes. And I screamed a lot. But at 
the same time that we were recording 
Bleach, we had a lot more songs, like 
“About a Girl.” In fact, “Polly” was writ- 
ten at that same time too — it’s just that 
we chose to put the more abrasive songs 
on the Bleach album. So it really wasn’t a 
matter of evolving within just a year. 
We’ve always liked pop music, and always 
had a few songs like that. 

St. Thomas: Why such a delay before 
Nevermind? 

Novoselic: We went to Madison, Wis- 
consin, to make a record with Butch Vig in 
the spring of 1990. We laid down about 
six, seven songs — “Lithium,” “In 
Bloom,” “Polly,” “Dive,” “Stay Away.” 
Right after we finished recording, we went 
on this eight-week tour of the US starting 
in Madison. We got as far as New York, 
and everything was geared up to put out 
this second Nirvana record. Well, once we 
got off of that tour, that’s when we lost 
Chad, so there was uncertainty with that. 
We didn’t want to release it. If we wanted 
to do anything, we wanted to do it with a 
new drummer. Sub Pop was doing some 
wheeling and dealing. They were going to 
sign a licensing deal with a big label, and 
there were so many variables to consider 
that it wasn’t wise to put out a record at 
all. We toured the UK, we toured western 
Canada, and next thing you know, we were 
talking to labels ourselves. 

St. Thomas: What about Dave? 

Cobain: Dave Grohl is the most well- 
adjusted boy I’ve ever met. Totally easy to 
get along with. Everyone loves him. He 
plays drums better than any drummer I’ve 
ever heard. He’s great. 

Novoselic: Yeah, he’s great. He’s the 
backbone of the band. 

St. Thomas: When did Dave join the 
band? 

Grohl: In 1990 we [Scream] were on 
tour, doing a tour of America, and we were 
halfway through the tour in Los 
Angeles — 

Novoselic: Their tour made it as far as 
Los Angeles and their bass player flew the 
coop. 

Grohl: We got stranded there, and there 
wasn’t really much to do. So I called up 
my friend Buzz Osbourne — we’ve known 
each other for a while. He’s actually the 
one that introduced [Kurt and Chris] to 
each other, and he ended up introducing 
me to the band. And he just said that they 
were looking for a drummer and that they 
had seen Scream play in San Francisco 


and thought that I was really good. 

Novoselic: We were just blown away by 
the whole band, especially the drummer. 
The drummer was really good. 

Grohl: The strangest thing about it was 
moving up to the Northwest with no 
money — nothing. I mean | still only 
have a bag of clothes and my drums. I 
bought a bed a couple months ago, so I 
have a room with this futon on the floor. 
But I don’t have anything, so I didn’t re- 
ally have to move. Just moving up, leaving 
your best friends in the entire world. I 
mean, I didn’t know Chris or Kurt, and I 
ended up living on Kurt’s couch for eight 
months. I had every misconception that 
everyone else had. I thought Seattle was 
just flannel shirts and blurry Charles Pe- 
terson photos. 

Cobain: I lived in his little crackerbox 
hell-hole of an apartment — and I’m quite 
a slob, as you can see. It was kind of hard 
for two people to live in this really small 
apartment with one bedroom and garbage 
all over the floor, a lot of corn-dog sticks 
laying around. 

Grohl: In a month or two, we were out 
in the backyard shooting stuff with BB 
guns and breaking windows at the Lottery 


’ building across the street. It was fun. That 


apartment was really great. 
Cobain: It was nice, because Dave 
turns out to be just as much of a slob as 


me. 

Grohl: We had been practicing in this 
really weird practice space. This man 
built a studio in his barn in his backyard. 
He was in this really bad, like, Howard 
Johnson’s lounge band. Everything was 
carpeted with this brown shag carpet — 
he even had stage lights in there — and 
he had this massive PA that he just did 
not know how to use. You’d turn it on, 
and there’d be this huge hiss. We were 
practicing a lot; we were writing a lot of 
material. We'd write songs, they were 
great for two weeks — “Oh my God, 
this is the best song ever” — and we’d 
forget them. So then we said, “Okay, 
we'll put them on cassette.” So we start- 
ed recording them on this boom-box 
thing, and we’d lose the cassettes. I 
mean we wrote so much material that we 
just forgot about it, and once in a while 
we'd pull one out and turn it around. 

Novoselic: There were some labels we 
were impressed by, but we thought DGC 
would be the best for us. 

St. Thomas: Was one of the main rea- 
sons because of Sonic Youth? 

Novoselic: Yeah, we knew Sonic Youth 
were happy on there, and we always loved 
and respected Sonic Youth, And there 
were all these rumors. Even in Spin maga- 
zine, it was printed that we got $750,000, 
and we didn’t even get a quarter of that. 
Instead of going for the big dough, we 
went for the strong contract. More free- 
dom, more percentage points on the 
record. There’re a lot of clauses that are on 
there that are in our favor. Now if our 
record had bombed, we would have kicked 
ourselves in the butt and said, “Man, we 
should have took the cash.” But we were 
not in it for the money. 

St. Thomas: How did the Nevermind 
cover come about? 

Cobain: One day Dave and I were sit- 
ting around watching a documentary 
about babies being born underwater, and 
we thought that was a really neat image. 
Then when we got a picture of a baby un- 


derwater, I thought it would look nice with . 


a fish hook and a dollar bill on it. So the 
image was born. 

St. Thomas: What about the back? 

It’s just a rubber monkey I’ve had for 
years, and I took that picture. 

It’s a collage I made many years ago. I 
got these pictures of beef from a super- 
market poster and cut them out and made 
a mountain of beef. And then put Dante’s 
people being thrown into Hell climbing all 
over it. That’s pretty much it. If you look 
real close, there’s a picture of Kiss in the 
back, standing on a slab of beef. 

If Courtney and I have a child, we’re 
thinking of naming it Dante. Dante Con- 
junctivitis Cobain. 

St. Thomas: Why did you pick Butch to 
produce? 

Novoselic: We worked with Butch Vig 
in the springtime of 1990 when we did that 
demo I mentioned earlier. He was just easy 
to work with, laid back, really attentive to 
what’s going on. He works hard, but he 
doesn’t work the band hard. 

Grohl: It was about time that the band 
recorded something. 

Cobain: The studio was called Sound 
City, the board and the room were really 
old. The board was from the early ’70s. 

Novoselic: All the dinosaurs have

thought Id just walk up and say hi. And 
if I didn’t have anything interesting to 
say, | wouldn’t say anything to them. 
But I’ve just never had any desire to 
have an autograph by anybody. 

* On Evel Knievel: 

Like when I was a kid, Evel Knievel 
was a real big thing for me, but I never 
really wanted his autograph. So | just 
don’t understand it. That was the first 
thing that I wanted to be when I was a 
kid — a stunt man. I took all the be 


- ding out of our house and put it on 


deck. I'd get up on top of the roof a 
would jump off. I took a thin piece of 
metal one time and duct-taped it to my 
chest. Then I put a bunch of firecrack- 
ers on it and lit them on fire. 

* On his favorite bands: 

The Pixies, the Breeders, the Melvins, 
Teenage Fan Club, Sonic Youth, Mud- 
honey, Dinosaur fr., Bikini Kill, 
Witchiepoo — | know I’m forgetting 
some. Captain America, Shonen Knife, 
Jad Fair, lots of stuff. I mean, there’s 


still a good handful of bands that are 


great. | hope we can help out in some 
way, exploiting them. [Laughs.] Expos- 
ing them. That's the problem with inde- 


_ pendent music. You can’t find it half the 


time. That's why we decided to go to a 
major. We got tired of kids coming up 
to us at concerts saying, “We can’t find 
your record anywhere.” 

* On Hollywood: 

I'd like to get into movies. That would 
be fun. It’s not too easy for a musician 
to become an actor. I don’t want to be 
like Rick Springfield. I like movies. 
Paris, Texas, Rear Window, the Hitch- 
cock movie. I used to like them a lot 
better when | was young. I can’t think 
of any more movies that I like. I’m usu- 
ally disappointed by them. I can’t wait to 
see Naked Lunch. Yeah there’s a lot of 
TV I like, too. Not now, not new TV, 
except for the A&E channel and docu- 


- mentaries and stuff. Oh, The Simpsons 


are good. | didn’t really get into Twin 
Peaks. | can’t think of anything new, but 
old, dorky sitcoms like The Brady Bunch 
and The Partridge Family. | like Andy 
Griffith, Leave It to Beaver. Leave It to 
Beaver is probably the most classic TV 
show ever. There's just something so 
wholesome about it. 

* On kids today: 

I think that teenagers have evolved a 


bit. I think the average 15-year-old is 


more intelligent than a 15-year-old 10 
years ago. It just seems like it. I don’t 
have any proof, and I don’t really have 
any reason for that. I just sense it, I 
guess if I could say something really 


clichéd and punk-rock to kids, I'd say 
Start a band. Especially girls — they 


should start bands. There aren’t ee 
girl musicians. 
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recorded there. Fleetwood Mac, Cheap 
Trick. ... 

Cobain: There’s nothing more disgust- 
ing than the late ’80s/early ’90s slick 
sound. You just can’t escape it, no matter 
how retro and old you try to be, no matter 
what kind of equipment you use, you still 
can’t help but sound new. 

Novoselic: We got a warm sound out of 
that place. It had been two years since 
Bleach. It had been a while since the band 
had gone in and recorded a full LP, so it 
was more like “Wow, okay, 
we’re in the studio. Let’s 
just get this done, let’s 
just do it.” 

We made the record we 
wanted to make. We didn’t 
want to make the number- 
one record. We didn’t want 
to make a hit record. It \ 
would have been the same 
record if it was on Sub Pop. 

It probably wouldn’t have 
sounded as slick. But I hear ira 
the song on the radio, next to \ Ex 
some other total mainstream 
music, and it sounds a lot raw- 
er. That’s what we wanted to 
do. It was like a fine line. It’s a 
major-label release, but make it 
raw enough to where we didn’t 
totally compromise. 

Grohl: There wasn’t really any 
massive analyzing. It was like, let’s 
put down the drums and bass, and 
then put down the guitar, and then 
eventually get to the vocals. Just that 
kind of approach. Like, okay, let’s 
just get it done. We didn’t spend six 
months and five million dollars on it. 
We tried to hash it out as quickly as 
possible. 

St. Thomas: There are a lot of gun 
references on Nevermind. I’m thinking 


of “Come as You Are,” “Smells Like ¢ 


Teen Spirit,” and “In Bloom.” 

Cobain: I went shooting with my 
friend Dylan a few months ago. God, it 
was weird because I’d never shot a gun 
before, and it reminded me of how totally 
violent those things are. They could rip 
right through you. I guess I’m opposed to 
guns, just because they’re a violent tool. 
But then, so are butter knives. I’m not one 
of those anti-NRA people. Obviously, I 
don’t like rednecks. I don’t like macho 
men. I don’t like abusive people. I guess 
that’s what that song [“In Bloom”] is 
about. It’s an attack on them. 

St. Thomas: What about “Smells Like 
Teen Spirit”? 

Cobain: This friend of mine and I were 
goofing around in my house one night. We 
were kinda drunk, and we were writing 
graffiti all over the walls of my house. She 
wrote, “Kurt smells like Teen Spirit.” And 
earlier on we were kinda having this dis- 
cussion on teen revolution and stuff like 
that. So I took that as a compliment. I 
thought she was saying I was a person who 
could inspire. I thought it was a nice little 
title. And it turns out she just meant that I 
smelled like the deodorant. I didn’t even 
know that deodorant existed until after the 
song was written. 

Grohl: My father says this to me: “I 
know why you guys have sold so many 
records. The video shows a bunch of kids 
trashing a gymnasium.” And I mean, that 
sort of works. “Nirvana: spokesmen of the 
Lost Generation. They’re telling you to go 
out and destroy your local gymnasium.” I 
don’t see it that way. I don’t want the re- 
sponsibility of being a spokesman for any- 
thing. I can barely hold my own. I guess 
it’s flattering. And I guess it’s great that it 
actually gives people a feeling of breaking 
out and telling anyone and anything just to 
fuck off. 

St. Thomas: What about “Come as You 
Are”? 

Cobain: The lines in the song are really 
contradictory. One after another, they’re 
kind of a rebuttal of each line. It’s kind of 
confusing, I guess. It’s just about people 
and what they’re expected to act like. 

St. Thomas: And “Something in the 
Way”? 

Cobain: That song wasn’t even written 
until a week before we went into the stu- 
dio. And I knew I wanted cello on it, but 
after all the music was recorded for it we 
had kind of forgotten about putting cello 
on it. We had one more day in the studio 
and we decided, “Oh geez, we should try 
to hire a cellist, and put something in.” We 
were at a party, and we were asking some 
of our friends if they had any friends who 


played cello. And it just so happened one 
of our best friends in LA plays cello. He 
came up with something right away. It just 
fell like dominoes. He couldn’t play the 
notes perfectly, so we had to run it through 
the computer and bend the notes, the pitch 
of it, to make it sound okay. 

St. Thomas: Where did the so-called 
hidden track “Endless, Nameless” come 
from? 

Grohl: There were songs on the record, 
and then we had this eight-minute-long 
noise thing. 

St. Thomas: But it wasn’t on the firs 
pressing. 

Grohl: No, 


ally no story behind it, I just kinda thought 
it had a nice ring to it. Just like the name of 
the band, too, there’s no amazing story be- 
hind that either. It just sort of sounded 
nice. 

Novoselic: There’s various definitions, 
there’s the textbook, Buddhist definition: 
freedom from pain and suffering and the 
external world. The way I see it, Nirvana is 
just a name, a name for our band. 

St. Thomas: A lot of people say you've 
sold out by going to a major label. How do 
you feel about that? 

Cobain: I really don’t know what the 
definition of selling out is anymore. I guess 
I really don’t care. We haven’t compro- 
mised — our record label lets us do any- 
thing we want. We think on the same level. 
There’s nothing we’ve done that could be 
considered a sellout at all. At least not in 

my eyes. A lot of people who are calling 


- us sellouts are forgetting that the Ra-

ZZ mones and the Sex Pistols were on major 


because it kin- 
da got screwed up, but we 
made sure it was on the rest of the press- 
ings. 

St. Thomas: Did you do it on purpose? 

Grohl: No! Everyone gets into this anal 
collector trip. When we got our first CD 
and popped it in, we listened to it, and the 
track wasn’t there. The reason for it, the 
original reason, was because “Something 
in the Way” is sort of the slower song, the 
last song on the record, most likely to be 
listened to by someone who would have a 
carousel CD player. So, why not screw up 
their little carousel deal? I was talking to 
a friend who works in a record store, and 
he said someone came in with the CD 
and said, “This CD is screwed up. After 
the last song, there’s like 10 minutes of 
dead space, and then this total noise 
song.” And he wanted his money back. 
And the person at the store said, “I think 
maybe it was the joke of the band.” And 
the guy said, “Well I don’t think it’s very 
funny!” And he wanted his money back! 
[Laughs.] “This CD’s busted!” It’s a 
bonus track, dude! 

Novoselic: Our next record’s gonna be 
different, it’s gonna be way different. 

Grohl: Well, | wouldn’t want to put out 
two of the same record. 

Cobain: We'd like to record every song 
differently. 

Novoselic: These are just ideas that we 
have. I know it’s gonna be a record of ex- 
tremities. 

Grohl: I think we had our shot at doing 
the big-studio, high-tech, Hollywood 
thing. That studio, to us, was pretty tech- 
no. Maybe we'll do the next record on 
eight-track. You can get more low-end fre- 
quencies out of an eight-track. 

Cobain: We could go back to the Bleach 
sound. I really liked the production of 
‘Bleach, and I felt weird straying so far 
away from it. There’s definitely gonna be 
some more-abrasive songs on the next 
record. 

Grohl: We’re gonna do something just 
to totally test the limits. For all the radio 
listeners or the MTV watchers, just like re- 
ally test them and shove something totally 
aggro in their faces and see if they can 
handle that. 

St. Thomas: How about the album title, 
Nevermind? 

Cobain: I really don’t know. There’s re-

labels. So were the Clash. And all those 
' bands were trying to become big stars. 
They didn’t even deny it. Crap, the Ra- 
mones had a movie out after them, to 
help support them. 
Novoselic: I think if you make mon-

St. Thomas: Let’s talk about the 
war, because I know that’s an im- 
portant topic with you. 
Cobain: We don’t like to think of 
ourselves as a political band, be- 
cause you tend to become too 
N\\ anal and it becomes ridiculous if 
: you shove it down people’s 
s\ , throats. We just ask people to 

ay @ be aware a little bit, and I think 

the songs kind of reflect that. 

Novoselic: It’s just another 
issue, another topic. I mean, 
| we could talk about racism, 
\ we could talk about femi- 

nism. 


Cobain: There’s just so 
much corruption going on 
with the government. And 

the Reagan years have 

definitely set us back to 
where the average teenag- 
er feels kind of lost. There isn’t 

much hope. 

Grohl: The way American’s money is 
budgeted by our government, it leaves 
nothing to the education system. Teachers 
are dealing with the future, teachers are 
dealing with kids growing up who are 
gonna take care of me, or you, someday. 
Just the education system in general in a 
lot of places is really screwed. 

Novoselic: The ’60s 
had, like, Abby Hoffman 
or John Sinclair, Timothy 
Leary to a certain extent. 
And they were spokes- 
people, they were shak- 
ing things up. Nowa- 
days there’s not really 
anybody. 

St. Thomas: Did 
you ever think the 
record would be this 
big? 

Grohl: Nobody 
did, man. Nobody 
did. Like nobody. 

Cobain: Abso- 
lutely not. No. Of 
course not. 
never get over 
the shock. And 


that’s’ kinda 
good. 
Grohl: It 


was sort of a 
really organic 
thing. There 
wasn’t any 
massive 
hype. 

Cobain: 
There was 
definitely no big million- 
dollar investment in promotion behind 
this record at all. It’s totally organic. It just 
happened. 

Novoselic: Whatever happened was 
surely out of our control. And I’m glad it’s 
happened. It’s nice to sell that many 
records. 

Cobain: It’s not my fault. I never want- 
ed the fame involved. That’s a totally dif- 
ferent story. I think Paul Stanley said 
something like, “The only thing money 
gives you is relief from not having to worry 
about money.” The only thing I'd really 
like to do with it is invest in some bands 
that I like. I don’t want to start my own 
record label, ’cause God, I know I couldn’t

do that. But I'd like to give some money to 
some labels that are putting out great mu- 
sic, help in that way. Probably gonna buy a 
house. Hopefully we can have a recording 
studio, too, a little eight-track recording 
studio, so we can make good demos. 
Those are pretty much the plans. I’m 
gonna get some new shoes. 

St. Thomas: You combine punk and pop 
elements in your songwriting. 

Cobain: Almost anything that’s musical 
is pop music, as far as I’m concerned. As 
long as it’s good and it’s catchy, it’s pop. A 
lot of punk rock is pop. I think the only 
time punk rock strayed from pop was 
when hardcore came around, and there 
was some dirge-y stuff also, like the 
crossover metal thing. 

Grohl: Maybe one percent of the people 
who listened to Nevermind, or who bought 
Nevermind, a small minority of the people 
who are listening to our record now, know 
about punk rock. A lot of people don’t 
know about punk rock. They think of punk 
rock and they think of that Quincy episode 
where the guy threw that brick off the 
building. 

Cobain: | don’t really agree with the 
punk-rock ethos of, like, you have to starve 
to be a real artist. It’s bullshit. I really don’t 
have much sympathy for people who 
would buy the record — buy anyone’s 
record — just because it’s popular and 
they think that they should be hip and cool. 
Those kind of people I could do without. 

St. Thomas: How do you write songs? 

Cobain: It’s usually done on an acoustic 
guitar sitting around in my underwear 
picking out riffs, pieces of songs. 

Grohl: Maybe Kurt will come in with a 
melody, a guitar riff, and show it to us. 

Cobain: We go to practice, and then we 
play the song over and over and over 
again. 

Grohl: We just jam, there’s no real 
formula. 

Cobain: Chris and Dave have a big part 
in deciding how long a song should be and 
how many parts it should have. I don’t like 
to be thought of as the whole songwriter, 
but I do come up with the basis of it. I 
come up with the singing style during 
practice, and then I write the lyrics usually 
minutes before we record.

nius]. We heard 
the tape, and 
we were totally 
blown away. 
Cobain: That’s 
his new band, 
Captain America.

Novoselic: Eugene 
is a great songwriter.

ere at Babe Central, we have been giv- 
ing a lot of thought to the concept of 
orgasmic soup.

blood on a white tampon? Who came up with this? On 
TV, babies also appear to pee in blue, or at least that’s 
the color you always see used on diapers. Pourquoi? We 
would like to know. 

¢ Yeast infections. If an anthropologist from a distant 
planet came to earth and watched TV for 24 hours, he or 
she would be convinced that every woman in America 
suffered from horrible, debilitating yeast infections. 
There are currently more yeast-infection commercials 
per day on TV than there are soup, beer, soda, and 
breakfast-cereal commercials combined. Why? We find 
this troubling, but not quite as troubling as this: the 
anthropologist would also be convinced that every 
woman in America wanders around worrying about 
whether or not she feels “fresh.” We find this rather 
insulting. 

¢ What ever happened to the Sheer Energy babes? 
Remember them? They’d put on their Sheer Energy 
pantyhose and then they’d race around as though they 
had been consuming large amounts of very high-quality 
cocaine. We miss the Sheer Energy babes. We found 
them rather inspiring. 

* That little poppin’ fresh Pillsbury doughboy figure? If 
he ever popped onto our kitchen counter while we were 
standing there making crescent rolls, we would knock 
him to the floor and squish him. Same with that Chuck 
Wagon dog-food-commercial wagon train, the one that 
zips across the kitchen floor and then disappears into the 
cupboard where the dog food is kept. If we ever caught 


that thing zipping across our kitchen floor making that 
racket, we'd call the exterminator, and pronto. 

¢ Another finding for our anthropologist: he or she 
would determine that the most wealthy and elegant 
women in America — the really beautiful ones, with long, 
flowing evening gowns and diamond earrings — are rou- 
tinely forced to stand outside mansions or fancy hotels 
and drape themselves sensuously over cars. They never 
look particularly happy, standing there draped sensuously 
over the cars, but they are always there.

Simply too 
perplexing, even for our distant anthropologist. 

* A trivial but puzzling thing: why is it that whenever 
someone in a commercial brings a bag of groceries home 
and sets it on the counter, it is always a bag (paper, not 
plastic) and it always has leafy celery stalks sticking out 
of the top? Where can we get such a bag of groceries? 
Ours are never so attractive. 

* Not a TV-commercial phenomenon per se, except as 
it applies to her appearances on Campbell’s soup com- 
mercials: what is it with Nancy Kerrigan’s nostrils? We 
find them excessively flared. 

* When people on TV commercials eat, the food never 
crumbles or falls apart, even if it’s a cracker piled high 
with stuff and the people are pictured eating it way up 
close. Neat trick. How do they do it? 

¢ Another thing our interplanetary anthropologist would 
discern if he or she were watching TV is that hair stroking 
is a major, big-time female activity. Women on TV com- 
mercials are always seen running their hands through their 
hair, enjoying its luxuriant texture. They rumple their hair, 
and swing it, and caress it, and they look extremely happy 
doing this, almost as happy as . . . well, almost as happy as 
when they’re eating orgasmic soup. Q

We can chalk this up to two things, Dave: your natu- 
ral body rhythms plus some classic Pavlovian condi- 
tioning. Scientists have long been interested in what 
are called “circadian rhythms” — i.e., cyclic fluctua- 
tions in various bodily functions, such as memory and 
manual dexterity, over the 24 hours of the day. Many 
of these rhythms are endogenous — i.e., controlled 
internally rather than by external factors like the sun. 
(It’s interesting to note that if you’re isolated from the 
outside world and don’t know what time it is, your 
body will often adjust to a 25-hour cycle.) For our pur- 
poses, the most important function to be concerned 
with is body temperature, which is highest midday and 
lowest in the early hours. (That’s why if you pull an all- 
nighter you'll feel chilly around 4 a.m., even if room 
temp stays constant.) Studies by Harvard researcher 
Charles Czeisler indicate that waking is strongly linked 
with a rise in body temperature, and that body temper- 
ature rises at about the same time each morning 
regardless of what time you got to bed. In other words, 
your internal alarm clock will wake you up even if you 
aren’t fully rested — which may account for the fact 
that people on irregular schedules sometimes complain 
they wake up tired. 

But your biological alarm clock doesn’t instantly 
jolt you to a state of full alertness when morning 
comes around. Rather, your sleep becomes progres- 
sively lighter and alternated with brief periods of 
wakefulness. Here’s where the Pavlovian conditioning 
comes in. You may not be consciously aware of this, 
but in virtually all mechanical and many electric 
clocks there’s a faint click or some other change in 
rhythm a short time before the alarm goes off. If you 
were to buy a clickless electronic clock or clock radio, 
you’d be more likely to sleep straight through till the 
alarm sounded.

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Audio books are turning 
drive time into story time

y wife and I were 

driving home from a 

vacation on the Cape 
a few years ago when she of- 
fered to read me a story. Ann 
and I had given up on finding a 
decent radio station, and, after a 
week of lying on the beach and linger- 
ing over long dinners, we were talked 
out. With a few hours of stop-and-go 
travel ahead of us on Route 3, it sounded 
like a wonderful idea. So Ann read aloud a 
short story from the New Yorker, creating a fic- 


tional world inside our rented Ford Escort. 


Fast-forward to two weeks ago. I was sitting on the 
subway, listening to actor Anthony Heald read John 
Grisham's The Pelican Brief. I’ve never met Heald, and he 
certainly wasn’t perched on the seat next to me. He was 
only a voice inside my head, narrating a tale spun by the 
tape spools in my Walkman. 

Nothing beats having your spouse read aloud to keep 
your mind off the dreariness of a long trip, trust me. 
But I can also attest that the storyteller in a box is an in- 
triguing, if flawed, substitute. Like millions of Ameri- 
cans, I’ve discovered the pleasures and pitfalls of audio 
books. 

For more and more people, drive time is story time, 
and selling books on tape has become big business. Last 
year the 14 member-companies of the Audio Publishers 
Association reported retail sales in excess of $130 mil- 
lion, representing an astonishing 45 percent increase 
over 1992 in the number of tapes sold. Even more re- 
markable: according to APA president Jim Brannigan, 
there are more than 1100 audio publishers in the United 
States, and the total market for what he calls “spoken- 
audio” products is “over a billion dollars, easily.” 

A survey conducted for the APA found that about one in 
six American households listened to books on tape in the 
past year, which makes the audio book about as popular 
as the camcorder. The same survey found that more wom- 


en than men listen to books on tape (by about a 6-to-4 ra- 
tio), that the majority of listeners are married, usually with 
kids (one-fifth are single), and that audio-book buffs tend 
to be well educated (the majority of listeners have attend- 
ed college). 

One audio publisher offers a less-tangible demographic. 
“They tend to be people who like to read and who also 
spend a lot of time in the car or doing other mindless 
things — but who can’t stand mental inactivity,” says 
Henry Trentman, of Maryland-based Recorded Books. 

Bookstores are moving audio books off the novelty 
“spinner” racks and assigning them permanent shelf- 
space, where they can be alphabetized and separated by 
genre — a sure sign that retailers are taking the medium 
seriously. “Audio-only” stores are springing up across the 
nation at a rate of about one per week, particularly in re- 
gions where long commutes are common, says one indus- 
try official. Audio books are a hit at truck stops, too. 

The Boston Public Library boasts a catalogue of 300 to 
400 titles on tape. Steve Olson, head of the BPL’s audio- 
visual department, says that the audio-book desk has 
many regular patrons; one recently took out 15 tapes to 
keep himself occupied during a cross-country trip. And 
like any other popular library item, Olson adds, the best 
audio books get ripped off the fastest. 

Audio books need someone to read them aloud, and the 
new industry is providing work for some actors who've 
fallen-out of demand by film and TV producers.(Ever 
wonder what became of Paula Prentiss? Michael Nouri? 
Robby Benson? Check out the audio-book section of any 
bookstore.) But storytelling-for-hire has also attracted 
top-name, presumably busy actors, too. Whoopi Goldberg, 
John Lithgow, and Joe Mantegna have all recorded spo- 
ken-audio tapes (of works by Stephen King, Michael 
Crichton, and Elmore Leonard, respectively), and it 
couldn’t have been for the money. A paycheck for a day’s 
work ranges from $3000 to $6000 — not bad for a strug- 
gling thespian, but piddling by Hollywood standards. Au- 
dio publishers insist that the stars are as intrigued by au- 
dio books as is the listening public. 

And the names keep getting bigger. Dove Audio, the 
largest independent audio-book publisher in the US, has 
convinced Meryl Streep to tape a reading of Emily Dickin- 
son’s poetry. 

The audio book is a child of advanced technology and 
social reality. Most new cars these days come equipped 
with cassette players. The Sony Walkman is one of the 
most popular electronic products ever introduced. In a 
broader sense, there are more media available to Ameri- 
cans, yet we have less free time today than during any era 
in history. Americans have responded by becoming super- 
consumers; we’re ready and eager to fill our every waking 
moment with information and entertainment. 

Consider Sandy Bauers, a Philadelphia Inquirer re- 
porter who also writes one of the few regularly appearing 
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audio-book critique columns in the country. She’s been a 
fan of audio books for five years; she listens to them while 
she cooks and cleans her house, but her prime listening- 
post is the driver’s seat of her car. Bauers and her hus- 
band recently moved to a new home, closer to the bureau 
office where she works. The transition has left her with 
mixed feelings. “My commute is shorter,” Bauers says, ~ 
“but it’s really cut into my listening time.” 


Spoken-word recordings aren’t a new idea. For years, 
recorded books have been available to the blind, and most 
school libraries have long been stocked with LPs featuring 
famous speeches or theatrical productions (my grammar- 
school library had a very popular “Alfred Hithcock Pre- 
sents .. .” record of eerie, ironic short stories by Saki and 
other authors). 

In the late 1970s, a number of US companies started 
marketing unabridged audio-cassette versions of popular 
books. Their customers tended to be traveling business- 
men and -women — and anyone else who drove a lot. 

The market for spoken-audio tapes remained small 
and narrow until the mid 1980s, when the big book- 
publishing houses got into the act. Initially, Simon & 
Schuster, Bantam, Random House, and others dipped 
into their own book catalogues and primarily chose 
business and self-help titles to reproduce on cassette. 
The tapes sold fairly well — but the introduction of fic- 
tion to the audio market in the late 1980s helped the 
market take off. 

“Most publishers would agree that the thrust of what 
people are consuming today is entertainment, major best- 
sellers,” says Jenny Frost, vice president and publisher, 
Bantam Doubleday Dell Audio Publishing. 

But though books provide most of the material for audio 
publishing, Jim Brannigan of the APA corrects anyone who 
uses the catchall phrase “books on tape,” pointing out that 
the cassettes might also feature recordings based on other 
media, such as original TV and radio broadcasts. Still, 
popular fiction seems to be audio-publishing’s top drawing 
card. Proportionally speaking, John Grisham sells just as 
well on audio as he does in book format, Frost says. 

Because an unabridged 300-page book can take more 
than a dozen hours to read aloud, unabridged books on 
tape are expensive. The Recorded Books version of The 
Pelican Brief, for instance, fills up nine cassettes and 13 
hours of tape, and costs $68. Because of the expense, 
Recorded Books and many other small audio publishers 
do most of their business by renting the cassettes by mail. 
For $17.50 — less than the cost of the average hardcover 
— you can rent Pelican from Recorded Books for 30 
days. The price even includes a stamped mailer box in 
which to return the cassettes. 

For major book publishers to make buying audio books 
affordable for the average consumer, though, original 
manuscripts must be abridged. Bantam Audio’s produc- 
tion of Pelican — the version I listened to — is just six 
hours long and retails for $22.50. Abridging a book can 
mean paring away 60 or 70 percent of the manuscript, 
sometimes even more. “Someone got Moby Dick on one 
cassette,” muses Recorded Books’s Trentman. 

If you listen to a taped book and follow along with a 
printed text, you see the abridger’s logic: keep things mov- 
ing, tell a story, and cut virtually everything else. The nar- 
rator dances past paragraphs of character exposition and 
plot digressions, leaping from one chapter to the next 
without regard for the author’s original sense for where 
the reader should pause. Consequently, you can blaze 
through the equivalent of 50 pages of text in the time it 
takes to drive from Boston to Worcester. 

It’s all a necessary, even natural part of adapting text 
to tape, says Brannigan. “Why do I have to have two 
pages of an author going on about how someone is 
speaking,” he asks, “when they can just speak to me in- 
stead?” 

But book purists feel too much is lost in the translation. 
“Listening to Wuthering Heights is not the same as sitting 
in an armchair and reading it,” says Gail Caldwell, book 
editor for the Boston Globe. “I’ve noticed this: people who 
talk about books they hear on tape talk as though they’re 
rehashing the plot. It’s, “Who did what to whom?’ It’s very 
literal. It’s not about style or the beauty of the writing. It’s, 
‘Who got Heathcliff?’ ” 


I’ve got Heathcliff — on my car stereo, and he’s fretting 
over Catherine as I change lanes on Memorial Drive. F. 
Murray Abraham is narrating, and he seems to be doing 
justice to the spirit of Emily Bronté’s novel. I say “seems” 
because Wuthering Heights is one of those books that 
slipped past me in college. For years, I’ve smiled dumbly 
as references to the novel soared past me while I talked 
with well-read friends or listened to Kate Bush songs. 

Most editions of the classic run between 300 and 400 
pages. I’ll get to one when I retire. Right now, I'll settle for 
the audio-book version. Over the last few weeks, I’ve 
steeped myself in audio literature and I’ve become some- 
thing of an audiophile. When I drive home at night, I 
switch off NPR and listen to books. I wear a Walkman, 
loaded with a chattering tape, wherever I walk. If I take 
public transit home from the office, I look forward to giv- 
ing my computer-weary eyes a rest and slipping on the 
headphones. 

The audio immersion has had a profound effect on my 
behavior. If you’ve ever listened to a radio drama, you may 
be familiar with the human capacity to have your eyes 
open but your eyesight turned off. As you become more 
engrossed in the story, you stare unblinkingly into space, 
but see nothing. 

Which is fine if you’re on the sofa. Unfortunately, the 
APA says that about half of all audio-book lovers prefer to 
listen while driving. As Darby, the clever heroine in Peli- 
can, watches her boyfriend get blown to shreds in a car- 
bombing, I was crossing the BU Bridge at rush hour. 


When a stop light flashed. red in me,.I realized that 
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I'd slipped into that audio-inspired stupor. I didn’t remem- 
ber dodging potholes, avoiding swerving delivery vans, even 
crossing Comm Ave. The narrator’s voice had stolen my at- 
tention. 

Eventually, I began to experience another odd phe- 

nomenon: the voice stayed with me, even when I wasn’t lis- 
tening to a tape. In fact, the voice began narrating my life. It 
was a male voice, with a light British accent and exquisite 
diction (Michael York?). “Then Tim ambled down the steps 
to the subway platform, where he paced and glanced at his 
watch. Soon, a D-train rumbled into the station. He board- 
ed, found an empty seat, and unfolded a crisp newspa- 
per....” 
I also began to notice some strange things about audio 
books. When I read a book, | naturally assign different 
voices to the various characters, based on the details the 
author has given. With an audio book, that’s all done for 
you — by the narrator. When I listened to The Pelican 
Brief, 1 thought Anthony Heald’s versatile delivery man- 
aged to distinguish the different characters in Grisham’s 
twisted plot. But Heald’s voice for the president of the 
United States sounded exactly like Ted Baxter, the 
pompous-ass newscaster on the Mary Tyler Moore Show. 
In a way, it worked, since the president in the book is por- 
trayed as a vacuous figurehead who takes orders from his 
chief aide. Still, every time Heald slipped into that hollow 
baritone, I kept expecting him to say, “Right away, Lou!” 

It also became clear that one of the toughest challenges in 
producing an audio tape is finding the right reader for the 
material. Some pairings are inspired. Critic Sandy Bauer 
says she loved hearing Woody Guthrie’s book, Bound for 
Glory, read by his son, Arlo. But the boyish Robby Benson 
reading Randy Shilts’s Conduct Unbecoming? “The book is 
authoritative, gutsy stuff,” Bauer says. “Then they’ve got a 
guy reading it who sounds like a 12-year-old.” 

I listened to a collection of Stephen King’s short stories 
read by a variety of actors. After hearing Tim Curry’s mas- 
terful narration of a tale set in London, I flipped over the 
tape without looking at who the next reader would be. I hit 
the “play” button and heard a childish, squeaky voice. I 
thought my Walkman had shifted into overdrive and that 
the spools were spinning too fast. Then I realized that the 
publisher had hired Yeardley Smith — the young woman 
who does the voice for Lisa on The Simpsons — to read the 
scary story. The effect was bizarre, but something less than 
spooky. 

I also discovered the audio-book version of typos and 
editing gaffes. If Nicholson Baker has listened to Random 
House’s recording of his new novel, The Fermata, he can’t 
have been too thrilled to hear the work introduced as the 
work of Nicholas Baker. And he, like most listeners in the 
Northeast, undoubtedly noticed that the narrator, actor Will 
Patton, keeps referring to Fi-lene’s every time he mentions 
the famous department store, instead of properly ac- 
centing the second syllable. 

Other problems arise — problems that lis- 8 
teners unfamiliar with the origi- 
nal text would never notice 
but that nonetheless change 
the integrity of the work. 

My wife listened to an 
audio version of Mar- 
garet Atwood’s The 
Robber Bride and 
was disturbed to 
find that her fa- 


better suited to a children’s tale). 

Still, the editing isn’t always such a bad thing. For in- 
stance, whoever abridged Pelican had the good sense to 
excise the phrase “she was camouflaged to the max” from 
an otherwise carefully worded sentence. But when I read 
several chapters of Michael Crichton’s blockbuster Disclo- 
sure while listening to the accompanying tape, I found not 
only omissions but strange, if unintentional, changes to 
the story. For instance, Crichton describes a character 
named Philip Blackburn in great detail. Once a bearded 
and Birkenstocks-wearing civil-rights lawyer, Blackburn 
has become a corporate attorney who still clings to liberal 
ideals. 

As actor John Lithgow reads the character of Black- 
burn, though, he sounds like he’s auditioning for the part 
of Thurston Howell III in a Gilligan’s Island remake. The 
ex-hippie becomes a haughty, sniffing prig. Lithgow’s 
reinterpretation of the part raises a question: should an 
audio book be a faithful re-creation of the author’s idea, 
or does the audio publisher have the liberty to change an 
author’s intent, the way Hollywood does when it turns a 
book into a movie? 

Publishers say they go out of their way to make sure 
that authors are satisfied with the trimmed-down ver- 
sions of their work. Considering the number of writers 
who agree to read abridged versions of their novels for 
audio recordings — among them the lofty likes of John 
Updike and Toni Morrison — the literary community 
doesn’t appear to be up in arms about the bastardization 
of its art (those additional checks arriving in the mail 
probably don’t hurt, either). 

Whatever resistance to audio books there is seems fixed 
on the idea that abridging a book cheapens it. Independent 
bookstores, for instance, have been slower to jump on the 
audio-book bandwagon than the major chains. “There’s 
been a literary arrogance among some booksellers which I 
think is opening up. The snob element is decreasing,” says 
Dan Barrett, of Boston-based Shambhala Publications, 
which produced Thoreau’s Walden, read by actor Michael 
O'Keefe. 

Barrett wonders about those who remain skeptical of au- 
dio books. “I’ve never understood it,” he says. “They have 
the chicken before the egg. After all, you tell a story, then 
you write it down.” 

Chances are that John Grisham didn’t tell the story of 
the fictitious Pelican Brief to anyone before he typed it 
into his word processor. But Barrett’s argument does 
make sense. Before there were books — or pens, pads of 
paper, or spell-check software — men and women gath- 
ered around in circles and listened to someone tell a story 
for entertainment. The audio-publishing industry may 
have started in the late 1970s, but the tradition of story- 
telling is as old as humanity. 


a 
But purists will keep on ask- 
§ ing: isn’t it cheating to listen to 
an audio book and go 
around showing off your fa- 
miliarity with the work? If you 
pop a tape into your cassette 
deck and listen to a reading of 
Ulysses while you tool down 
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the Mass Pike — even if it’s the unabridged version 
Recorded Books plans to produce — have you really 
“read” James Joyce? 

Charles Rzepka, professor of English and director of 
Boston University’s undergraduate English program, 
doesn’t condemn audio books, and says he might even be 
willing to take one along on a vacation sometime. He 
wouldn’t even prohibit one of his students from listening to 
an audio version of a book he was teaching. But Rzepka 
might tell him that he’s wasting his time. 

“My own gut feeling is that reading is a series of very 
complex logical processes, part of which is the transforma- 
tion of visual images — text — into a kind of comprehen- 
sive, internal projection of a fictive world,” says Rzepka. 
“And that’s missing in the experience of listening to a book 
on tape.” 

That kind of logic annoys Sandy Bauers, the audio-book 
critic. “Some people baffle me,” she says. “They think listen- 
ing to a book is not really reading it. But if I were to sit at 
home and take turns reading aloud with my husband, when I 
got done we’d both say we read the book.” 

I suggested to Bauers what a number of book lovers had 
said to me — that listening is a more passive experience 
than reading. “It’s a different experience, but | wouldn’t 
agree that it’s more passive. I tend to really react to a book 
when it’s read to me. I can remember passages better.” She 
feels her critical faculties are stronger, too. “When someone 
reads a sentence aloud you can really hear where it fails.” 

Undoubtedly, there are authors whose words should be 
heard and not seen. Entertainment Weekly critic Lisa 
Schwarzbaum recently assigned Roseanne Arnold’s book 
My Lives a letter grade of C-plus — but gave the audio 
book, featuring the cantankerous comic reading her own 
autobiography, an A. “On paper, the book is a high-pitched 
screed; on tape, it’s a Great Performance,” wrote 
Schwarzbaum, “an extraordinary, angry aria, from her lips 
to God’s ears.” 

Audio-book publishers rush to tell anyone who asks that 
they are not trying to rob readers away from the book in- 
dustry. They say that surveys show that most audio-book 
lovers don’t buy the tape of a work in lieu of the book. 
They stress that audio-books are part of a distinct genre. 
“Instead of a presentation of a book, it’s a performance,” 
says Brannigan, who likens spoken-audio versions of pop- 
ular fiction to movies based on books. “I’ve had librarians 
tell me they won’t carry abridged tapes. I tell them to get 
rid of their video section.” 

It’s not surprising that the audio divisions of major 
book publishers go to such lengths to distinguish books 
on tape as a distinct genre from books on paper. It 
wouldn’t make sense to have one arm of a corporation 
cut off the other. Then again, the book makers don’t 
have much to worry about — for now, at least. In 1992, 
Americans bought 822 million adult-category books, 
whereas sales of audio books by members of the APA 
have yet to break the 10 million mark in any given year. 

Some audio-industry officials sound the slightest bit 
weary when they talk about their products, as though 
they’re tired of defending the audio book as a legitimate 
genre. But the skepticism will likely pass. As Charles 
Rzepka, the BU English professor, reminds us, in the 
18th century another genre withstood withering blows 
from critics when it first became 
popular. Today we know it as 
the novel.

My daily mantra used to be, “Let today be a good 
day.” Now it’s “Aisle seat, please, near the front of 
the plane.” 

During my travels, | have been continually sur- 
prised by the persistent and nearly universal igno- 
rance of “true” Native American life and culture. I in- 
nocently believed that the people in the rest of the 
country had to be more educated and informed about 
Native Americans than those living in my own region, 
who proved their ignorance daily. 

However, even during literary readings at presti- 
gious East Coast universities, | confronted staggering 
levels of ignorance. No. I met some really stupid peo- 
ple disguised as professors. 

During one such reading at a university, I read a 
poem titled “House Fires,” in which the father char- 
acter gets drunk and angry at a New Year’s Eve party, 
takes the living-room furniture out on the front lawn, 
and burns it. 

I guess a similar event occurs in some 18th- or 
19th-century Russian novel. I’m not an expert in 
Russian literature. I only know that a similar inci- 
dent occurs in some Russian novel because a profes- 
sor at the university informed me of this fact after 
my reading. 

“Please,” the professor said. “Tell me how you 
were influenced by this novel.” 

“I’ve never even heard of that novel,” I said. “I 
haven't even heard of the author.” 

“No,” the professor said. “You must have been in- 
fluenced by this novel. Tell 
me how.” 

“I don’t know that I’ve 
read any Russian novels,” 
I said. “Let alone read the 


novel you're talking 
about.” 
“But,” the professor 


said, “you had to be influ- 
enced by this novel.” 

“No,” I said. “Well,” the 
professor asked, “what 
were you influenced by?” 

“You see,” I said, “there 
was a New Year’s Eve par- 
ty at my house, my dad got 
drunk and angry, took the 
living-room furniture out 
on the lawn, and burned 
it.” 

The professor looked at 
me for a long time. He 
gave me that academic 
stare that made me feel 


efore the publication of my first book of 
poetry and short stories in February 
1992, I had never been east of Missoula, 
Montana. Aside from two trips to 
Disneyland and a few visits to Seattle, I 
had never even left the eastern 
Washington/central Idaho area. Since 
then, however, I’ve given more than 140 
readings all over the country and earned 
nearly 150,000 Frequent Flyer miles. 


like an anthropology study. 
“Oh,” he finally said. “Did your father read that 
novel?” “No,” I said. “He likes Louis L’Amour.” 


I figured that professor was just an anomaly, a ge- 
netic mistake. But as I continued to travel, I found that 
he was actually just another racist completely unaware 
of his own racism. He was the most dangerous kind of 
racist. 

Think about it. Skinheads don’t scare me much. I 
know where they’re coming from and where they’re 
going. But if you give a skinhead some hair, a few ad- 
vanced degrees, and tenure, then it’s a lot harder to 
pick him out of a line-up. 

Still, racist professors don’t completely terrify me. 
They’re all locked up in the universities and don’t have 
a lot to do with reality. 

However, if you give a racist some real power, like a 
radio microphone and airtime, then it can get very 
scary. 

During my extensive publicity tour for my latest 
book, The Lone Ranger and Tonto Fistfight in Heaven, 
I had to give numerous interviews on radio, television, 
and in print. 

During one radio show in Seattle, I was again 
amazed by the ignorance displayed by the host. 

“Sherman,” he said. “You know what really sur- 
prised me about your book?” 

“What?” I asked. 

“I didn’t know Indians were funny people,” he said. 


orn in October, 1966, Sherman Alexie is a Spokane/Coeur d’Alene Indian 
from Wellipinit, Washington, on the Spokane Indian reservation. He has pub- 
lished more than 300 poems, essays, reviews, and translations, and is the au- 

. thor of several books. His first book of poetry and short stories, The Business of Fancy- 
dancing, was published by Hanging Loose Press in January 1992 and selected as a 
“1992 Notable Book of the Year” by the New York Times 
Book Review. His second collection, ! Would Steal Horses, 
was the winner of Slipstream’s fifth-annual Chapbook Con- 
test, in March 1992. The Lone Ranger and Tonto Fistfight 
in Heaven, a collection of short stories and the first of a

Later in the interview, the host asked me to explain 
why most Native Americans don’t like their images 
used as mascots for sports teams. 

“Well,” I said, “it’s because a term like ‘Redskins’ is 
a racial slur. Calling a team the Washington Redskins 
is like calling a team the Washington Kikes or the 
Washington Spearchuckers.” 

“Well, then,” the host asked, “what don’t Indians 
like to be called?” 

I didn’t have much of an answer for him but one of 
my friends suggested later that I should have said “De- 
lores.” 

Near the end of the interview, the host asked a ques- 
tion that still haunts me. 

“Sherman,” he said. “You seem like a literate guy. 
Are you ever going to write about more than Native 
Americans?” 

That hurts. Nobody ever asks Toni Morrison why 
she writes about African-Americans. Nobody ever asks 
Amy Tan why she writes about Chinese-Americans. 
Nobody ever asked Raymond Carver why he wrote 
about European-Americans. 

Yet I am continually asked why I choose to write pri- 


- marily about Native Americans. 


Native Americans have been forced to listen ¢ to ques- 
tions like this for centuries. Native American writers 
have been forced to answer them. As a successful Na- 
tive American writer, I have been forced to answer 
thousands of them during the past couple of years. 

“So, Sherman,” a Tacoma radio-show host asked 
me. “Are your parents literate?” 

No, of course not. Why would they be literate? My 
father told me I should have said my parents sit outside 
the teepee and grunt all day. They project Hollywood 
movies on the side of a boulder all night long and won- 
der what those white people are talking about. 

Actually, my parents are world-champion Jeopardy 
contestants. Haven’t you seen them bantering with 
Alex Trebek? Wearing eagle feathers and penny 
loafers, they answer questions, question answers, in 
categories like “Uses for Fire” and “How Many Buffalo 
Are in This Picture?” 

“What is a salmon ladder?” my father, said during 
the “Final Jeopardy” round and won the grand prize, a 
train ticket for a special traveling back 600 years. 

Are my parents literate? Of course, are yours? “So, 
Sherman,” the Tacoma radio-show host was actually 
asking me. “You’re pretty smart for an Indian. How'd 
you get that way, since your parents must not be able 
to read, since they grew up on and still live on a reser- 
vation?” 

For the record, though, my father taught me how to 
read when I was three years old and my mother speaks 
and reads two languages fluently: Spokane and English. 
How many people in this country can do that? 

Millions, and a huge majority of those who are bilin- 
gual have dark skin. 

Let a sociology professor explain that 
for you. I have always answered these 
ignorant questions with patience. I have 
always treated these ignorant people 
with patience. Still, | am angry and frus- 
trated by all of this, too. 

My whole life has been changed by my 
literary success. I am the Indian du Jour 
and am regarded as something of a 
spokesman for all Native Americans. 

I refuse to accept that role. There are 
hundreds of distinct and sovereign Na- 
tive American tribes in this country. I 
am Spokane/Coeur d’Alene. I have the 
blood of two tribes in my veins. They 
fully make up who I am, but are only 
two of the many tribes that make up the 
whole so generically called “Native 
Americans.” 

I don’t even pretend to be a spokes- 
man for my two tribes, which are made 
up of many diverse and separate individ-

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uals. I certainly am a tribal writer, in the 
sense that my writing is shaped and influ- 
enced by my tribes, but I don’t speak for 
my tribes. 

All too often, though, I am asked to 
speak for all natives and all tribes. 

“Could you please tell me more about 
the burial practices of the Navajo Indi- 
ans?” a man asked me after a reading in a 
bookstore in Philadelphia. 

“I don’t know anything about the burial 
practices of the

“I was born Indi- 
an,” I said. “I didn’t 
study to be Indian.” 
That’s exactly what 
it comes down to. 
Where were you 
born? I was born in 
Spokane, Washing- 
ton, to my Spokane 
Indian mother and 
my Coeur d’Alene 
Indian father. I was 
raised on the Spo- 
kane Indian Reser- 
vation. 

Officially, I am 
'%, Indian; 
Spokane, and % 
Coeur d’Alene. That 
is, my mother is % 
Spokane and my fa- 
ther is full-blood 
Coeur d’Alene, and 
they passed their 
blood down to me. 
Do the math. Add 
the fractions. Find 
the lowest common 
denominator. 

Now, go ask Bar- 
bara Kingsolver and 
Tony Hillerman 
‘where they were 
born and who they 
were born to. Now, 
go ask all those writers using Native Ameri- 
can material where they were born and who 
they were born to. Find out at which age 
they first “discovered” they were Indian. 

I was Indian when I was conceived. 
Still, I do have a little bit of white blood 
in me. I am part white. My maternal 
grandfather was an English prince. No. 
My maternal grandfather was the son of 
an English missionary and a Spokane In- 
dian mother. And being a little bit white 
makes me an expert on white people, 
doesn’t it? 

“So,” I could've asked Raymond Carver. 
“You seem like a literate guy. When are you 
going to write about more than alcoholic 
white people in small Northwest towns?” 

“So,” I could’ve asked Elizabeth Bishop. 
“Are your parents literate?” 

“So,” I could’ve asked William Faulkner. 
“How are you influenced by the burial 
practices of the Navajo Indians?” 

“So,” I could’ve asked Joyce Carol Oates. 
“What do you see in the future for white 
people?” 

I’m not sure what I see for white peo-

I get up- 
set every time I walk into a bookstore and 
see all the books by white writers shoved 
in a tiny section in the back, under 
“White American Writing.” I worry that 
too many readers are buying books writ- 
ten by Indians to learn more about white 
people. We need to hear white stories 
from white people. 

“So,” I could’ve asked Ernest Heming- 
way. “How will your suicide affect your 
writing process now?” 

But all irony aside, 
I worry about my lit- 
erary future. As my 
writing grows more 
critically and com- 
mercially successful, 
I worry about where 
it will take me. No. I 
am fully in control of 
where my writing 
will take me. I worry 
about where my crit- 
ics and readers will 
take my writing. 

Still, I know what 
is most important to 
me.

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Milano’s 


Italian chainfood on Newbury 
Street with (surprise!) actual flair

n yet another case of potted culi- 

nary history, the Magic Pan is re- 

vived as Milano’s Italian Kitchen. 

French chainfood to Italian chain- 

food in one commercial genera- 
tion. Of course, nobody on site is named 
Milano, nor does even the kitchen belong 
to the Italian city. The owners claim a lo- 
cation in Milan, but six other Milano’s 
are in California, and one each in Chica- 
go and Philadelphia. I guess we all can 
agree that Anaheim’s Italian Kitchen 
wouldn’t be quite the same. Even Mi- 
lano’s Italian Kitchen isn’t quite the 
same, if you know what I mean. 

Then again, there was no magic in the 
pan of the old créperie, either. Whereas 
Milano’s actually has some good food. In 
fact, Milano’s is another piece of evidence 
that a few culinary empires 
are willing to experiment 
with quality and creativity in 
these uncertain times. 

The room has a fresh 
look, with a wood ceiling 
sculpture treatment of mul- 
ti-colored joists/dinosaur 
bones. It has the stacked 
cans of a trattoria, working 
well with industrial decor. 
There is also a lot of archi- 
tecture on the plate — this 
is a restaurant for the eyes 
as well as the mouth. 

And Milano’s has at least 
one dish, a lunch disguised as 
an appetizer, that is sure to 
become widely popular and 
widely imitated. That would 
be the polenta cup ($5.95), 
more a castle turret than a 
cup, lording over an oversize 
blue bowl (dusted with papri- 
ka) filled with a stew of un- 
derdone eggplant, broccoli, 
mushrooms, and such in 
tomato sauce. Flavor accents 
come from carvings off the polenta tower, 
bits of sun-dried tomato, a very credible 
winter pesto sauce, and black olives. 

The polenta cup not only looks fabu- 
lous, it’s rather tasty, it’s vegetarian, it’s 
filling, and yet, it looks like a big salad. 
Commercially, this dish can’t lose, and 
besides, it’s delicious. 

Even lunch at Milano’s is made festive 
with the now-clichéed at-table pour of 
virgin olive oil (the real stuff, not badly 
bothered by the rosemary tucked into the 
bottle) and some plain, fresh Italian 
bread. The salads proclaim this festivity 
visually, and sometimes in flavor as well. 
The Milano’s caesar ($4.95, $6.95) looks 
great, with romaine lettuce beautifully 
coated in a creamy sauce and topped with 
shaved cheese, but neither the shaved 
cheese nor the grated cheese offered by 
servers had much flavor. The dressing 
had no anchovy flavor and little garlic. 

Orientale lime chicken ($7.95) is one of 
the most elaborately composed salads 
around. It suggests a Mongol hat, with 
two vertical bread sticks making a kind of 
TV antenna, and toasted vermicelli stick- 
ing out all the way around, like a hat brim. 
Unfortunately, the vermicelli taste raw and 
crunchy, but almost everything else about 
the salad is delicious, from the assortment 
of greens to the well-charred slices of 
chicken breast and the accents of sesame 
and chopped peanuts. A topping of enoki 
mushrooms picks up the vinaigrette well. 

Zuppa di minestrone ($3.65) is also 
served in an enormous, shallow bowl. 
The trap here is that the soup can go cold 
if held. But ours wasn’t held, and was a 
solid winter minestrone with many veg-

etables and several kinds of beans, not 
too much pasta or tomato. 

Milano’s intended to build its menu on 
“wood fired pizza.” They mean pizza from 
wood-fired ovens, of course. And they had 
it for a few weeks, until the fire inspectors 
found out. I’ve noticed this problem at a 
number of new Italian restaurants — Il 
Nido, Sonsie — which have assumed that 
the building inspectors and the sanitary 
inspectors and the restaurant critics are 
gauntlet enough. Not so. 

Until the permit could be worked out, 
Milano’s decided not to serve any pizza at 
all, which I think shows integrity. I delayed 
this review for a while, but finally decided 
that Milano’s was worthy of notice even 
without the crucial item. (Well, you see so 
much gourmet pizza in this job, maybe I 
hurried the review a bit so I wouldn’t have 
to see a little more. Though the seeing is 
not usually the problem.) 

Another reason I feel 
confident reviewing Mi- 
lano’s without the pizza is 
that the pasta dishes are as 
beautiful and tasty as the 
salads. Especially the zebra 
panzottini ($8.95). No, it’s 
not made from wild zebra, 
or even from game-farm 
zebra. It’s a kind of 
dumpling made from sheet 
pasta with ribbons of black 
and white worked in, 
stuffed with cheese and 
spinach, and served with a 
creamy sauce with a hint 
of garlic. Great, rich stuff. 

A seafood special was 
served on three colors of ra- 
diatore, or some similar fan- 
cy shape, correctly cooked 
and made into a culinary 
oxymoron, a successful pas- 
ta salad. Vinaigrette and bits 
of radicchio and endive held 
together a medley of mus- 
sels, scallops, cubes of 
swordfish and slices of ade- 
quate winter plum tomato. 

Desserts, like the pizzas, have not all been 
always available. The menu lists six dolci, 
but my three visits turned up only three. 
Don’t multiply, kids — there weren’t nine 
dolci. This is a division problem. As in, how 
can you divide a tiramisu ($4.75) that looks 
too good to eat anyway? Chocolate rum 
cake ($4.85) had about the right combina- 
tion of size and power. And a hazelnut cake 
($4.85) with its hazelnut-mousse layers had 
only the flaw of being too much like the fine 
tiramisu. So, halfway through the dessert 
menu, we are already ahead of the vast ma- 
jority of Boston’s Italian restaurants. Say 
what you will about commercial Calltal, it’s 
good news for dessert lovers. Espresso ($2) 
and cappuccino ($2.95) were up to the job. 

The designers of Milano’s have 
shopped the other hip Italian restaurants, 
and provided canned Italian dialogue in 
the bathrooms, just like at Caffé Lam- 
para. That’s nice, but they could have 
trained one waiter about “crudo sauce.” 
Crudo means “raw” in Italian, generally 
applied to an uncooked tomato sauce, of- 
ten crude-o in winter-o, sometimes salsa 
crudo, but never “a crudo sauce.” 

Service, by a staff that seemed young 
as well as undertrained, was generally ac- 
ceptable. The wine list is commendably 
cheap, though efforts to plunk down bot- 
tles of house red in a self-service system 
— pour it yourself, pay for what you 
drink — reek of high-concept. I think 
the burden of proof is now on anyone 
opening a new Italian restaurant in Bos- 
ton, but this showy number from JMB 
Restaurants, Inc. is certainly competitive. 
And that’s without the pizza. 
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The New Yorker Diner 


Before you’ve had a chance to pick a booth at the New Vosiae Diner, a 
waitress behind the counter calls out to you: “Coffee?” This is a diner for 
the wee hours, though it’s also open every day for the breakfast/lunch 
crowd. Late nights at the New Yorker, you'll find college students taking 
a study break, dressy couples winding down after a party, and various 
other gentle adventurers eating toast and eggs at the stools that line the 


counter. The decor is diner-style charming, with Rowe AMI table-top 


jukeboxes at all the booths (Willie and Julio sing “To All the Girls I’ve 


Loved Before”). The food is 
frill-free, with few of the offer- 


ings topping five bucks. New 


Yorker omelets, like the mushroom-and-cheese, for $5.50, are served with 
crisp home fries and thin buttered toast. Sides of ham and eggs come out 
of the kitchen looking like illustrations from a 1950s cookbook. High- 
light: the moist-but-not-soggy French toast made with scali (an Italian 
bread delivered fresh each day to the New Yorker), topped with cinnamon 
and butter ($3.75). Try the large, cake-like blueberry muffins (75 cents), 
served split and toasted. 

The New Yorker Diner, located at 39 Mt. Auburn Street in Water- 
town, very near Watertown Square, is open daily from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m., 
and from 11 p.m. to 4 a.m. Thursdays through Saturdays. Call (617) 


924-9772.

Gay chorus summit 


Imost as difficult as performing a concert is 
the effort that goes into planning one. Goals 
like thematic unity and entertainment value 
sometimes jostle against an artistic mission or a per- 
sonal expression. 

According to music director Robert Barney, when 
the Boston Gay Men’s Chorus sings with its guests the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus at Symphony Hall 
on March 18, those questions will have found an invit- 
ing answer. “We’ve called our concert ‘Origins and 
Visions,’ in an effort to affirm our role in the commu- 
nity both as musicians and as gay men. The evening 
will celebrate who we are and where we are headed.” 

Part of that celebration includes a re-examination of 
works commissioned by the chorus. Founded in 1982, 
the 90-member BGMC belongs to the Gay and Lesbian

Association of Choruses, which actively 
pursues the creation of new works in an ef- 
fort to build up a repertoire for gay chorus- 
es. Friday’s concert is unusual in that it 
combats the tendency for such a work to 
vanish after its premiere. “Audiences and 
the singers need a chance to get familiar with a piece,” 
Barney says. “One time isn’t enough. Sometimes a 
work will get lost amid other pieces on a program, par- 
ticularly when we program pops selections.” 

“Origins and Visions” will feature Stuart Raleigh’s 
Words for the Future, which was composed as a gift for 
the SFGMC more than 10 years ago. Barney describes 
this four-movement a cappella piece as an exploration 
of the challenges of embracing life and love. The 
BGMC will also sing A Life of Joy with You, by Boston 
composer Bill Cutter. Written for piano, cello, and 
chorus in a more daring harmonic style, A Life was 
commissioned by the chorus in 1983 in memory of 
member Everett Brewer. Both of these pieces are 
scheduled to be recorded this summer as part of the 
BGMC’s first CD.

perform Brahms’s Four Serious Songs. Originally writ- 
ten for bass and piano, these songs were transcribed by 
composer Conrad Susa. SFMGC has also scheduled 
selections from Miss Saigon, as featured on its CD 
How Fair This Place. 

The concert will conclude when the choruses join 
forces in Everyone Sang, by SFGMC member Robert 
Seeley, and Invocation and Dance, by David Conte. 
Scored for chorus, harp, percussion, and four-hand pi- 
ano, the latter is described by Barney as being “mysti- 
cal and rambunctious.

John Duigan takes the 
Playboy Channel down under

irens is a movie for those 
who claim to read Playboy 
for the articles. Writer/direc- 
tor John Duigan’s film is a 
tapestry of allusive symbol- 
ism, philosophy, travelogue, and satire. Yet 
for all its erudite trappings, it’s really a sex 
farce, an Emmanuelle-like story of a woman’s 
sensual awakening in an exotic locale, filmed 
with the lush tastefulness of a Merchant/Ivory 
film. Call it Enchanted Miss April. 

Sirens is inspired by the career of Nor- 
man Lindsay, an Australian artist who 
scandalized bluenoses with paintings and 
sculptures of voluptuous, carnal nudes. 
Duigan has fabricated an incident and 
characters around a real Lindsay drawing, 
The Crucified Venus, that outraged the 
Australian clergy in the 1920s, not only for 
its eroticism but for its blasphemy. 

In the movie, the Church sends a young 
minister, Anthony Campion (whose name 
is an apparent homage to Duigan’s fellow 
Aussie director), and his wife, Estella, to 
Lindsay’s remote country estate to per- 
suade him to pull Venus from an exhibi- 
tion. At first, the film seems to be setting 
up a My Dinner with Anthony debate. 
Lindsay believes he lived a previous life in 
Atlantis, which to him is a lost Arcadia and 


which to Campion is a metaphor of soci- 
etal collapse. Lindsay is working on a 
painting of the sirens, the Atlantean wom- 
en whose sweet song lured sailors to their 
doom. There are repeated shots of Edenic 
serpents, including one that slithers 
around Campion’s copy of Spengler’s De- 
cline of the West. Yet it becomes clear that 
there’s a strange, transcendent magic 
working in this erotically charged land- 


scape that’s more complex than Campion’s 
easy pieties or what viewers might expect 
from Duigan’s blatant symbolism. 

How complex is actually the subject of 
Estella’s discovery, as most of the film is 
seen through her eyes. She is at first put 
off by the uninhibited sirens: leftist ideo- 


‘logue Prue, who sees even clothes as “os- 


tentatious figments of middle-class imagi- 
nation;” enigmatic Sheela (whose name is 
another Australian in-joke), who delights 
in shocking Estella; and teenage Giddy, 
whose own sexual awakening counter- 
points Estella’s. Soon she’s introduced to 
the pleasures of masturbation, female and 
male (courtesy of a local hunk straight out 
of D.H. Lawrence), and grows to identify 
more with the sirens than with the disap- 
proving townsfolk. (Such awakening is a 
theme Duigan has sensitively handled 
from a male perspective in The Year My 
Voice Broke and Flirting.) Poor Anthony is 
left stammering and watching his wife’s 
transformation from the sidelines. 

Duigan has stacked the deck against 
Campion. For one thing, Prue’s wrong- 
headed Stalinist dogmatism is shrilly an- 
noying, especially since the putatively icon- 
oclastic Lindsay, as played smirkingly by 
Sam Neill, is really a happily married bour- 
geois. Those Lindsay works shown here are 
sexual kitsch, about as subversive as LeRoy 
Neiman. Moreover, Campion’s argument 
that exposure to sexuality can inflame the 
viewer seems to be borne out by what hap- 


pens to him and Estella, though the ulti- 
mate results prove relatively harmless. 

They do so largely because Hugh Grant 
has made Campion wittier, cleverer, and 
more sympathetic than the script suggests. 
Grant’s Campion fancies himself an en- 
lightened champion of the avant-garde; 
the result is a performance of brilliant high 
and low comedy as he tries to keep his bal- 
ance. But the film belongs to Tara Fitzger- 
ald, who handles Estella’s transformation 
with aplomb and subtlety, even when 
Duigan has her imagining that she’s 
standing naked in a church congregation. 

Sirens has been touted as the film debut of 
Elle MacPherson, and anyone who comes to 
see the Australian supermodel in flagrante will 
not be disappointed. Yet she acquits herself 
coming off as something more than a bimbo 
or male fantasy figure. (She also managed the 
De Niro—esque task of gaining 20 pounds for 
the role, to look more Botticellian.) 

As in his last film, Wide Sargasso Sea, 
Duigan is not afraid to reveal male and 
female frontal nudity, yet he refrains from 
showing actual coupling here. Sirens is 
relentlessly entertaining for many rea- 
sons, including the prurient ones, and 
unfailingly good-natured, yet it could 
stand to follow its characters’ lead and let 
its hair down further. It could use more 
of the rude wit of the film’s town barfly, 
whose repeated shout of “Get fucked!” 
seems hostile at first but comes to sound 
like an injunction. Q

Putting Norman Lindsay on screen 


EW YORK — In Australia, artist Norman Lind- 
aE say, the subject of writer/director John Duigan’s 

Sirens, may be best known for a children’s book 
called The Magic Pudding. Yet his life was marked by con- 
troversies surrounding his racier paintings and sculptures. 

For example, says Duigan, “During World War II, 
Lindsay’s wife was convinced that Australia was going 
to be invaded. She brought 300 of his best works to 
America. They were being transported by train. The 
train crashed, the carriage caught fire, and all the works 
were pretty well destroyed. There were a few partially 
charred remains, and as the people from some redneck 
town were picking through them, they found these in- 
flammatory images and burnt the remainder.” 

Duigan’s plot was inspired by Lindsay’s drawing The 
Crucified Venus; that work’s attempted censorship by 
church groups has relevant parallels today. “A great deal 
of violence has its origin in the kinds of oblique guilts that 
are built up by the religious upbringing that even people 
who have a limited exposure to that sort of education 
nonetheless get. The film is saying that women and men 
alike have quite complex sexualities, and if we could only 
indulge them, recognize them, take a less judgmental atti- 
tude toward them, we would all be very much happier. 

“The conservative point of view that suggests that peo- 
ple are not sophisticated enough to be allowed to make 
up their own mind is daft, really, because the attempt to 
prevent people from encountering works on sensuality or 
pornography doesn’t actually work and in fact gives them 
a perversely attractive quality that they don’t have when 
things are permitted. But the film’s sexuality should be 
distinguished from the pornography that’s associated with 


violence. It’s really stressing playfulness and fantasy.” 

In fact, Sirens itself has avoided the de facto censor- 
ship of the American ratings board that affected 
Duigan’s last film, Wide Sargasso Sea, which received a 
restrictive NC-17 rating. Of Sirens’ R rating, he says, 
“We were very pleased because the American censors do 
have a particularly obstreperous attitude toward the 
male member. I thought it was important for the bal-

gion, Anthony Campion, into a repressed caricature, ac- 
tor Hugh Grant had the idea to make him think he was 
hip. “I have done my share of upright Brits [Maurice, 
The Remains of the Day}. | really didn’t want to do an- 
other one. Having been at Oxford myself, I remember 
the old professors who were very clever and well-read, 
who could quote you all the steamiest parts of James 
Joyce or D.H. Lawrence. ‘I am not averse to a little sex- 
uality myself in literature.’ But they were such unsexy 
people, it always seemed a bit of an anomaly. I thought 
it would be fun to do something like that with Tony.” 

It helped the film’s sensual atmosphere that it was shot 
at Lindsay’s actual estate. Says Tara Fitzgerald, who plays 
Anthony’s wife, Estella, “The country where we were 
working was hugely charged and very erotic. It’s known as 
a place for dirty weekenders. The colors there are vivid and 
very rich. You feel the change of seasons properly. People 
are tactile, very earthy, they really relate to what’s around i 
them. They’re very sensual. I did feel sated by the place, | 
like I’d eaten this very rich meal. I was bursting on every i 
level with sexual information. It helped a great deal.” 

For all its philosophical underpinnings, Sirens may earn 
more attention as the film in which supermodel Elle 
MacPherson makes her acting debut as Lindsay’s nude 
model. Duigan admits, “Yes, there are people who will write 
about Sirens as the film that shows what you haven't seen in 
Sports Illustrated. | don’t mind if some people are lured into 
it on those motivations. Maybe they will be surprised.” 

For MacPherson, it was almost a step backward to work 
as a novice and give up three and a half months of lucrative 
modeling work, as well as risk alienating advertisers by ap- 
pearing nude. Yet she says she was happy to take the part. 
“I felt this was a really beautiful movie. There’s nothing to 
be ashamed of. It’s not smutty. If you keep going through 
life trying not to do things that might upset people, forget it. 
There’s always someone that’s going to be upset about 
something. I don’t have a problem with nudity at all. In Aus- 
tralia, it’s really not an issue as much as it is in America.” 

Still, for all of Sirens’ open sensuality, Grant admits, “I 
happen to think, being English, that when it is all re- 
pressed and still a naughty thing, that it is actually sexier.”

ola (Isabelle Huppert) is a 
successful novelist in her 
mid 30s. She lives in Paris 
with her boyfriend, David, 
an architect whom she’s 
known since childhood. During her birth- 
day party, she sneaks out for a quickie in 
the car of her new lover, Tom. That’s the 
opening scene of Love After Love, Diane 
Kurys’s engaging 1992 film that’s finally 
getting an American release under the 
somewhat misleading rubric of the French 
answer to The Big Chill. 

The film’s really not about a group of 
friends so much as a handful of people 
joined and rejoined by sexual liaisons, 
some of which have resulted in confusions 
of loyalty, not to mention children. For ex- 
ample, when David (Bernard Giraudeau) 
realizes where Lola has gone, he’s irked 


but hardly judgmental. After all, he has 
two sons by Marianne, a woman he dallied 
with during a long break with Lola. On the 
other hand, Tom, Lola’s new musician- 
lover (Hippolyte Girardot), is married with 
two daughters, so he has to sneak around, 
meeting up with Lola in hotel rooms and 
among the ruins of Pompeii. Still, the film 
finds them all (David’s brother Romain 
and his office assistant, Rachel, also figure 
in the story) at a turning point at which 
they question the emotional structure of 
their lives. 

What’s Lola’s real predicament? When 
David rushes to Marianne’s side to care 
for a sick kid, Lola writes in her journal 
that “children aren’t a good idea.” For his 
part, David is split between two house- 
holds, which may be why he’s such a diffi- 
cult person. For David and Lola, fidelity 
isn’t a real issue. David may eavesdrop on 
Lola’s phone messages from her lover with 
annoyance, but they both talk about their 
mutual deceptions in the same casual way 
they talk about the food at their party. So 
why does Lola — a woman used to living 
for the moment — care so much when she 
realizes she has no claim on Tom and a 


tenuous one on David? 

As an ensemble comedy, Love After Love 
follows its characters, who are caught up in 
the foibles of what the French insist on call- 
ing love, with bemused affection. And 
foibles they are, as David finds himself se- 
duced under flimsy pretenses by Rachel, 
who also goes for Romain on Romain’s 
wedding day. At the film’s not particularly 
profound climax, Tom and Lola purposely 
get locked in at the ruins of Pompeii. They 
make love and contemplate the price of 
pleasure, recalling the violent end that came 
to the revelers depicted in the murals 
around them. “They only lived for plea- 
sure,” insists Tom, hinting at a kind of pun- 
ishment for the couple that never arrives. 

Ideas like responsibility and conse- 
quence never seem ;to plague Tom and 
Lola until it’s too late. But what’s remark- 
able is that all the characters — from Gi- 
raudeau’s intense David and Girardot’s 
self-absorbed Tom to the impish Rachel 
played by Judith Reval — are sympathetic. 
They lie to their partners in front of their 
lovers (“Of course I’m alone”). They think 
each affair is their last, regardless of nu- 
merous past failures. Yet it’s hard not to 


hope each will succeed, even if that means 
causing pain for another. 

What’s also interesting is that Diane 
Kurys (Entre nous, C’est la vie) has outfit- 
ted Lola as the cinema’s rare un-neurotic 
single woman. (Less fortunate are the 
women she shares David and Tom with: 
one is dispatched with a tired bit of melo- 
drama; the other is brought in for a cat 
fight.) Played by the great Huppert, she 
may be solitary but she’s self-possessed. 
And blind to anything as mundane as a bi- 
ological clock, or even death, she navigates 
the world with the confidence that the loss 
of love is surely followed by another love 
just as satisfying as the one before. 

So what’s the price of this life? Love Af- 
ter Love doesn’t reach very deep for the 
answer. The film takes place in a benevo- 
lent universe, one in which temptations 
and seductions come along and mortals 
are expected to give in to them. So what if 
they’re not mindful of love’s ramifica- 
tions? Lola’s love problems, like her occa- 
sional bouts of writer’s block, are just tem- 
porary setbacks, obstacles that will be fixed 
when the wind changes and new ideas, 
new loves, come along. Q

Director Kurys believes in her characters 


always wonder what makes people stay together, 

what makes them decide,” says Diane Kurys, whose 

films Entre nous, Pep int Soda, and A Man in 

_ Love have explored the results of faded love from the 

points of view of women who move on, their bereft hus- 

_. bands, and the children caught in the middle. “The real 

-. passion in any couple fades away after two, three, five, 

seven years. Some people stick together out of fear, or 

gut of something bigger — what they have built togeth- 
~ er. Call it love, tenderness, or friendship.” 

Kurys is in New York to complete her latest film and 
to launch Love After Love, a contemporary comedy that 
stars Isabelle Huppert. Huppert also starred in 1983's 
Entre nous, the movie that established Kurys — some- 
what falsely — as a “woman's director.” In all her films, 
Kurys says, women may be at the center but every char- 
acter has her empathy. “Love After Love is an ensemble, 
a gathering of elements, so at some point you're going 
to connect. When you write a character, you like them. 
You are them. In order to make them true, you must 
like them. I cannot despise or dislike a character.” 

As a director and writer, Kurys is careful not to pass 
judgment on her characters, and the amorality of the 
story is one factor that may have prevented Love After 


Love from finding a US distributor when it was com- 
pleted two and a half years ago. “It’s not an easy film. It 
was controversial, even in Frafice. It deals with things 
we know but don’t talk about.” She laughs at the idea of 
an American remake of Love After Love, with all her 
characters in therapy, weeping all the time. “I'd be eager 
to see it, because I don’t know who would be the villain 
or the heroine. It’s not Fatal Attraction, It's not so heavy 
and so simple.” She adds with a shrug, “Is there a wave 
of Puritanism in this country?” 

That ingenuousness must have served Kurys well in 
her former profession, acting, which usually consigned 
her to the role of “the girl, the cute blondes, the maid” 
in classic dramas. She first visited the US in 1973 with 
the touring company that performed Moliére’s The 
Miser in Boston and Williamstown. She describes that 
western “Massa-shoe-cette” town as “beautiful, like 
Love Story,” but her own performances as only fair. “I 
was not horribly bad, but I was not that good. I was not 
very interesting.” 

The work she’s proudest of are her films from Entre 
nous onward. Peppermint Soda, she notes dryly, “was very 
successful in France among 13-year-olds.” A Man in Love 
(1986), which received dismal reviews in this country, re- 


mains a disappointment. “It’s hard to make a film about 
filmmaking. One always fails, but it’s exciting to try.” 

She says that in the late ‘70s, when she first started 
making movies, she was fortunate to live in a country 
that supported independent films. “It was still possible, 
or at least much easier, to make a low-budget feature. 
Now, for someone who’s 26 or 27 years old — I’m not 
even talking about this country, because in this country 
it seems impossible to make a film — but even in 
France, it’s getting more and more difficult. France is 
probably the best country for first films. But compared 
to what it was 10 years ago, it is more difficult.” She 
also worries that the French film industry's support for 
a limit on the import of US productions is meant not to 
block American films but to protect a faltering French 
cinema. “If we let it disappear, it will be the end of it. In 
five or 10 years, French cinema will be dead.” 

Financing for her recent films -—— including the one 
she just shot in New York — has come from French 
television. Her next movie, which stars Anne Parillaud 
and Beatrice Dalle as two feuding sisters, is — for now 
— entitled Six Days and Six Nights. Dalle (“Completely 
crazy, but a great actress”) plays a recently divorced 
young woman who moves in with her sister and pro- 
ceeds to wreck her life. Like Lola, the Huppert charac- 
ter in Love After Love, Parillaud’s character fights to re- 
main cool as her life “becomes twisted and bizarre.” 

Today, Kurys is pleased to think that Lola's equanim- 
ity and generosity is reflected in herself. “Lola is cool. | 
guess she doesn’t have a choice. People generally identi- 
fy with and like her the most. She's not a victim, she 
fights her own way. She’s a free woman. She’s an inde- 
pendent woman. She doesn't need other people so 
much. She decided one day that there is no such thing 
as a Prince Charming. She has to rescue herself.”

Death and the Maiden mixes 
sex, politics, and sexual politics

chubert’s Death and the 
Maiden is a string quar- 
tet. Ariel Dorfman’s play 
of the same name is also 
a four-hander — a taut if 
somewhat contrived political-conundrum 
play in which a gun is the most persua- 
sive character. Death and the Maiden’s 
three people, though at least one of them 
threatens to go off at any moment, are 
harder to credit. 

Paulina, the woman with the weapon, 
has been the victim of torture and rape, 15 
years before, while in the custody of a 
strong-arm Latin American government 
only recently ousted. Her husband, Gerar- 
do, has just been named by the new, dem- 
ocratic government to a commission 
whose job it is to investigate, though not to 
punish, human-rights violations by the 
outgoing junta and its minions. Roberto, 
the stranger who happens to have given 
stranded-motorist Gerardo a ride home 
this night, may or may not be the Schu- 
bert-playing, Nietzsche-quoting 
rapist/physician who oversaw Paulina’s 
torture these many years ago. She’s sure 
he is (she recognizes his voice) — and 
what good is a flat tire if it doesn’t enable 
you to carry out a long-overdue ritual of 
revenge and purgation? 

Chilean writer Dorfman — whose play 


won an Olivier Award when it was pro- 
duced in London in 1991 — clearly does 
not regard Death and the Maiden as pure- 
ly a metaphor for sexual politics (though 
he has credited the play’s relative lack of 
success in Santiago to its depiction of a 
woman taking power). The military gov- 
ernment of General Augusto Pinochet, 
which held sway in Dorfman’s adoptive 
land (not clearly identified in the play) 
from 1973 until 1990, did indeed use tor- 
ture as a political tool. And in its wake a 
presidential commission similar to the one 
in the play was appointed to sift through 
the dirty laundry and dead bodies. The 
playwright is understandably interested in 
such issues as the long-term effects of ter- 
ror on the human psyche, the troublesome 
ethics of vigilante justice, the need of both 
nations and individuals to acknowledge 
evil in order to move on. (He is also a fan 
of dramatic ambiguity — when Sir Peter 
Hall, who was to have directed the pre- 
miere of Death and'the Maiden, insisted 
on a clear answer to whether Roberto is 
indeed The Torturer Who Came To Din- 
ner, the author stuck to his the-lady-or- 
the-tiger guns, and Hall walked.) 

But the high-wattage 1992 Broadway 
production of the play, which was directed 
by Mike Nichols and starred Glenn Close, 
Richard Dreyfuss, and Gene Hackman, 
reportedly recalled William Mastrosi- 
mone’s Extremities — in which a thwarted 
rapist is held prisoner by his intended vic- 
tim — more than it did the mysterious yet 
fiercely political recent works of Harold 
Pinter (a major influence on, and champi- 
on of, Dorfman). It’s easy to see how that 
could happen — and it’s not just that 
Americans better understand the Anita 
Hill/Clarence Thomas aspect of the drama 
than they do the horror of government- 
sanctioned torture. Death and the Maiden 
— which is having its Boston-area pre-

miere at the New Rep — does sometimes 
derail its ethical debate in favor of disturb- 
ing sado-masochistic overtones and dra- 
matic contrivance. 

Some of the play’s lack of credibility, 
though, must be laid to the New Rep pro- 
duction (which, to its credit, sports a spare 
but attractive patio-fortress set by Leslie 
Taylor and a suitably moody/jumpy sound 
design by Jay Hagenbuckle). Under the di- 
rection of Michael Murray, it’s intelligent 
and professional but pretty much devoid of 
terror. Melinda Lopez’s too-young Pauli- 
na, though she can seem at once scathing 
and vulnerable, never seems likely to shoot 
anyone. (At times she’s almost glib.) And 
Brian Smiar’s bewildered, bearish Roberto 
looks as if he could walk at any time, tot- 
ing the chair to which he’s so loosely 
trussed. Smiar’s slightly schlubby if af- 
fronted character also lacks the edge to 
convince us this seemingly well-meaning 
doctor and highway-rescue man might be 


capable — in another context, where pow- 
er has stripped all grace from the bones of 
human sexuality — of the brutal behavior 
for which Paulina has put him “on trial.” 
Director Murray has said that he finds 
Gerardo, the husband who must walk a 
thin line between ministering to his wife’s 
suffering and saving the possibly innocent 
man in her thrall (not to mention his own 
burgeoning political career), the linchpin 
character. Well, I don’t buy a lot of what he 
does either — going off to retrieve his dis- 
abled car, for example, while unstable wifey 
brandishes a pistol at their tethered break- 
fast guest, his maw gagged with wadded 
nylons. But Michael Hammond — his 
slightly patronizing, slightly exasperated 
sangfroid giving way to a pained willing- 
ness to confront the “truth” — does give 
the most affecting performance here, as the 
good but irredeemably reasonable liberal 
who, unlike his damaged wife, has never 
had to put his body where his mouth is. Q

Sleeping in the Same Bed Isn't 
Always Sexual; Human Tender

s a comedy premise, Neil 
Simon’s The Odd Couple 
is so elemental as to be 
damn near indestructible. 
It’s been redone with two 
black men, two women, and for all I know 
two extraterrestrials. In Carla Brenn- 
Green’s Sleeping in the Same Bed Isn’t 
Always Sexual (presented by Theatre Re- 
dux, at the First Parish Church, Harvard 
Square, through March 26), a title that 
probably tells you more than you need to 
know, Felix is a WASPy gay man and Os- 
car is a Jewish lesbian. 


Actually, the living arrangement of Dan 
(short for Daniela) and J.B. is the least out- 
landish thing about the pair. As J.B. notes, 
it’s “no weirder than a heterosexual couple 
married 25 years, sleeping in separate 
beds.” Besides, Dan and J.B. have enough 
pop-psychological baggage each to qualify 
for an all-expenses-paid, week-long excur- 
sion to The Ricki Lake Show. Let’s see, 
Dan’s a sex-fearing, once-suicidal incest 
survivor who’s still afraid of her father, has 
a crush on her photography professor, and 
wants to have a child with J.B., either 'by 
adoption or by having him “beat the bishop 
inside a turkey baster.” J.B. doesn’t want 
kids, goes to meetings of Adult Children of 
Alcoholics but has an incipient drinking 


problem himself, carries the emotional 
scars of a childhood gay-bashing incident 
that drove a friend to suicide, hasn’t heard 
from his uptight mother in more than a 
year, and has a new boyfriend to whom he 
is reluctant to commit. And of course, she’s 
a slob and he’s a neatnik. Did I mention 
that J.B. is HIV-positive? 

This is a lot of heaviness for what, under 
Karen Marek’s direction, is a brisk-paced 
comedy. Brenn-Green at least has the 
sense to puncture the weightier moments 
with lines like “If I hear the word ‘issues’ 
again, I’m going to puke.” Much of the 
play consists of Simon-like one-liners and 
domestic mini-crises that wallow gleefully 
in gay stereotypes. The levity and the con- 
siderable charm Sandra Heffley and 
Charles Grigaitis bring to their roles make 
Dan and J.B. lovable even when they’re at 
their most selfish. What comes to the fore 
is the truly touching love and need the pair 
have for each other. That these two emo- 
tionally hungry control freaks have found 
each other comes to seem a minor miracle. 

In its casual candor, Sleeping may dis- 
play more of Grigaitis’s flesh than you care 
to see; Human Tender (at the Boston 
Center for the Arts’ Black Box through 
March 20) displays none, fortunately, 
since its characters are black-marketeers 
in transplantable organs. The play marks 
the local debut of the aptly named bad 
weather theatre company, a London-based 
troupe whose founding members include 
Tim Williams, who wrote, directed, and 
stars in this production. 

Williams is Rickshaw Steele, an interna- 
tional flesh broker who procures organs 
(sometimes from live donors in the impov- 
erished Third World) for clients willing to 
pay top dollar. He justifies his amoral 


business with his devout atheism. His cur- 
rent client is the enigmatic Natasha God- 
frey (Jane Stevenson), who seems just as 
God-free as Steele but, because her pur- 
poses are so mysterious, comes off as 
much more sinister. Steele’s secretary, 
Joan (Elisa Cresci), is a born-again Chris- 
tian who keeps her job because she needs 
the money and considers Steele a test of 
her faith. In Natasha, she believes she has 
found the agent of Steele’s salvation, 
though Natasha seems more likely to be 
his nemesis. 

At first, the play seems to be shaping up 
as a Satire on the limits of capitalism and 
sexual desire. Steele’s flirtation with 
Natasha evolves into paranoid fear as he 
discovers how far he’ll have to go to satisfy 
his implacable client’s Shylockian de- 
mands. But Williams has bigger philo- 
sophical fish to fry; he stages most of the 
play as theological debates between any 
two of the characters. 

Reducing the characters to ideological 
mouthpieces makes for fascinating argu- 
ment, if not great drama (Williams is 
aware enough at times to poke fun at his 
“verbal dysentery”). Joan seems unfairly 
overmatched, since Williams has written 
her as a naif, and Cresci plays her as a 
whimpering figure of comic relief. Steele’s 
glib expedience is also made to seem irra- 
tional, especially given Williams’s mercuri- 
al, volcanic performance. Stevenson’s icy, 
gleaming-eyed Natasha clearly has the up- 
per hand from the beginning, and she 
seems to stand for nothing but cruel fate 
and ruthless power. Which makes sense in 
a world where “no one believes in souls 
anymore” (a line the play often repeats), 
where the devil will have to settle for a 
heart and a kidney. QO

oth these plays deal with 
matters spiritual and fe- 
male, but they’re ghost 
stories of entirely different 
ectoplasm. Noel Coward’s 
Blithe Spirit is a whimsical farce about a 
husband haunted by his first wife; Patricia 
Burke-Brogan’s Eclipsed is a fact-based 
drama about unwed mothers experiencing 
living death in an Irish nunnery circa 
1963. Coward’s naughty returnee from 
the beyond, though she’d like to murder 
her former hubby, has nothing on Bro- 
gan’s nuns from Hell, who separate moth- 
ers from their babies and make the women 
slaves, behind locked doors, in the con- 
vent’s laundry. Obviously, we have more 
to fear from the living than from the dead. 

Not that the frothy Blithe Spirit pretends 
to be anything other than advertised — a 
droll romp about stiff-upper-lips getting 
bent out of shape at things that not only 
go bump in the night but talk a witty blue 
streak. Still, the play slyly espouses Cow- 
ard’s enduring theme: the impossibility of 
loving. The price of romantic fidelity is 
mediocrity, the price of romantic infidelity 
melancholy. At first, Charles secretly wants 
both his dead first wife, the sexy Elvira, 
and his more conventional second spouse, 


Ruth. When the thrill wears off, he and the 
medium Madame Arcati banish the pair of 
them to the wild blue yonder. Coward’s 
world reflects the way in which the stylish, 
snobbish, repartee-ridden upper classes 
between the wars wanted to see them- 
selves, and it’s a satirically revealing, as 
well as amusing, sight. 

The Worcester Foothills Theatre pro- 
duction is short on revelation — director 
Martin Nordal doesn’t see that Coward’s 
sophisticates, experts at emotional con- 
cealment, occasionally flash hints of what’s 
underneath the fagade — but long on 
laughs. The staging is never less than per- 
sonable and pleasant, largely because of a 
zesty cast. The standout is Dee Nelson, 
who turns Elvira into a floozy of a phan- 
tom, the devil in a gossamer-orange pants 
suit. Stephanie Clayman gives great slow 
burn as the priggish Ruth; Ingrid Sonnich- 
sen provides a robustly dotty Madame Ar- 
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cati. Dan Olmstead’s Charles is a little too 
unflappable in the face of the unexplain- 
able, but this Blithe Spirit clears the run- 
way for a smooth and funny flight. 

Winner of a “Scotsman Fringe First 
Award” at the 1992 Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival, Eclipsed has flown the ocean at 
the invitation of the Worcester Forum 
Theatre, which has also brought over for 
the American premiere two of the actress- 
es who performed the play in Scotland. At 
first look, Eclipsed is formulaic social dra- 
ma: the tyrannical Mother Victoria lords it 
over a novice nun, Sister Virginia, who 
dares to sympathize with the unwed moth- 
ers who are shut away in the laundry 
room, stuck cleaning the bishop’s under- 
wear, dreaming of men, and hoping to 
find the children they’ve been forced to 
give up for adoption. The women break 
down into stereotypical victim roles: the 
quasi-insane Mandy fantasizes about mar- 
rying Elvis Presley; the bitter Brigit seethes 
with hatred; the dying Cathy schemes to 
escape; and Nellie Nora clings to the laun- 
dry room, and to the female community it 
provides, as a way of dealing with a myste- 
rious trauma. Throw in Mother Victoria 
ranting about “blind obedience” and “sin- 
ful women” and you have political theater 
that’s about rooting for the good gals. 

Yet Eclipsed rises above Burke-Brogan’s 
bad didactic habits, partly because of the 
passion and humor with which she infuses 
her gritty portrait of women who are living 
embodiments of the Church’s hypocrisy

and society’s double standard. Chronicling 
a practice that was abolished with Vatican 
II, Eclipsed presents a striking image of fe- 
male subjugation, of women as both jailers 
and jailed. Kept out of the sun and away 
from visitors, the mothers (some of whom 
gave birth to stillborn children) create a 
humane world of their own filled with sar- 
donic humor (Mandy marries a dummy 
made up to look like Elvis), erotic fan- 
tasies, and bittersweet comradeship. Sister 
Virginia, on the other hand, holds on to 
her humanity only by realizing how inhu- 
mane her religious duties have become. 
The Worcester Forum production, though 
a bit heavy-handed at times (a giant cross 
is visible through the steel-mesh laundry 
door throughout the play), brings out the 
psychological complexity of the script, al- 
lowing the actresses to bear their crosses. 
Most of the cast hoist their burdens 
well, particularly Orla McGovern as Brigit 
and Maggie O'Sullivan as Nellie Nora; 
both repeat their roles in the Edinburgh 


production. O’Sullivan brings a plaintive | 
determination to her character; McGovern | 
is ferociously feisty. The locals do more | 


than hold their own: Laura Crook, as Juli- 


et, Elizabeth Whyte, as Mandy, and Anne | 


Brady, as Cathy, throw heavyweight dra- 
matic punches (though Brady makes 
Cathy’s asthma sound like the worse case 
of TB since Camille’s).

he 45 is the center of the uni- 
verse for Edna Arkins, the 
pint-sized heroine of the The 
Good Times Are Killing Me, 
whose street address is some- 
where in working-class Baltimore of the 
1960s. The memoir-plus-musical comedy 


by cartoonist Lynda Barry revolves around 
the reminiscences of Edna, a spunky white 
sixth-grader whose memories are plugged, 
like her red portable record player, into her 
personable, if eclectic, musical tastes — 
which range from Julie Andrews to Paul 
Anka until her new best friend, Bonna, in- 
troduces her to James Brown. 

Actually, Edna’s story is about the years 
she and Bonna were able to be friends and 
musical companions, despite the growing 
racial tensions in the neighborhood and the 
country. By turns, the duo are helped out and 
hindered by the other humans who live on the 
street, including each girl’s parents and 
younger sister, Bonna’s Aunt Martha, an en- 
tire family of Edna’s relatives replete with ob- 
noxious cousin Ellen, plus Bonita and Earl 
Stelly, a couple of mutually jiving neighbor- 
hood hangers-out. Not to mention by a gi- 
gantic streetlight, which, Edna explains, her 
sister Lucy sometimes mistakes for God. 

In the SpeakEasy production, the able Jen- 
nifer Glick plays Edna as a girl who obviously 
arrived on earth with her sense and sensibility 
intact. She takes us on a tour of her memory, 
narrating such primal scenes as the day her 


father brought home “my very own record 
player” and a box of 45s. This present trig- 
gered not only Edna and Lucy’s brilliantly 
conceived basement-space endeavor, the 
Record-Player Nightclub, but also Edna’s 
ability to associate songs with emotionally 
charged biographical events. After her father 
left the family to live with his new wife, she 
explains, she’d hear a certain song on the ra- 
dio and, caught up in memories of better 
times, imagine that he was thinking of her, 
too. “I remember everything. Sometimes | 
remember so much I want to kill him for it.” 
Poignancy may be the backdrop of Edna’s 
story, which, despite Edna and 
Bonna’s deep ties, avoids any 
visions of easy racial relations. 
But comedy rules the fore- 
ground as Edna and Bonna en- 
dure such misadventures as 
Edna’s Aunt Margaret’s notion 
to promote racial harmony 
through a neighborhood camp- 
ing trip. Under Paul 
Daigneault’s snappy direction 
(and on his funky neon-colored 
set), this production draws on a 
particularly flavorful cast, 
whose sharp comic styles are 
enhanced by muscular singing 
voices. (Only Mary Elizabeth 
Kearney fails to find the carica- 
ture in the character of Mom.) 
Next to Glick’s Edna, 
Paulette-Ann Beete isn’t con- 
sistently sure of herself as 
Bonna, but she’s a formidable 
stage presence, and it’s easy to 
believe Edna admires her be-

hood.” Ari Graynor holds her own as Lucy, 
as does Rabiah Harris as Alva Ann, who 
has the entire show captive in a street- 
dance scene in which she goes up against 
Earl Stelly’s braggadocio. In their various 
roles, Keesha Ulirika Fleth and Lem Wade 
are always sharp, but never more so than as 
the airheaded Bonita and hipster clown 
Earl.

Even that early in life I took 
pleasure in short cuts, so I never 
bothered to send for the crummy 
kit; instead, I just drew right on the 
glass with whatever was available: 

crayon, my mother’s 
lipstick . . . whatever.

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day the only thing within reach was a black 
Magic Marker — a permanent black Mag- 
ic Marker. I'll never forget what happened 
later that day, when my father came home 
to watch the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

“When the hell did Gil Hodges grow a 
beard?” he bellowed, looked more closely 
at the set, then flew into action. I don’t 
think I sat on hard chairs for a month. So, 
maybe I’m not completely neutral when it 
comes to evaluating this interactive stuff, 
but I’m trying to be open-minded. 

For example, my sources tell me that 
Hollywood is really excited about the con- 
cept of multiple-choice endings. Forget 
about those little details like character de- 
velopment and story lines. In the future, 
they'll sell you CD-ROMs with an “op- 
tions” package. Just think of it: you could 
finally get the Skipper and Gilligan off that 
damn island. In The Glass Menagerie, you 
can accept Tennessee Williams’s downer 
ending or, better, have Laura track down 
that pig Jim with a crossbow. 

So who are the Patrick Henrys and 
Samuel Adamses behind this new Ameri- 
can Revolution, and will they change our 
lives for the better? The name that seems 
to come up most often is Bill Gates, boss 
of Microsoft. 

In John Seabrook’s profile “E-mail from 
Bill” in the January 10 issue of the New 
Yorker, one gets a fascinating look at the 
38-year-old billionaire manchild who could 
have more to do with the shape of our fu- 
ture than anyone else — a person who is 
currently working on software that will re- 
place the professional functions of a large 
segment of the population. Seabrook re-

Set it all up, select your program, 
punch a button, and BOOM, you’re expe- 
riencing all the thrills of rush hour at the 
Fresh Pond rotary! Talk about value for 
your buck. 

Add to this sensory carnival a few care- 
fully placed electrodes and some recorded 
groans and you enter the world of cyber- 
sex, an idea currently being peddled by 
such oracles as Bob Guccione. Although 
early systems are said to be crude, in the 
future big-spending patrons will be able 
to explore the joys of mind-boggling, toe- 
curling, near-life sexual encounters. A 
comforting thought for any well-adjusted 
man recently traumatized by the untimely 
blowout of his Inflate-a-Date. 

I guess the truth of the matter is that I’m 
just plain scared this vision of the future 
will come true. I don’t know what I’d do in 
a world where everything can be done

For example, if some- 
one wanted to tell me that his mother had 
passed away, he could simply say “Five,” 
to which I would pay my condolences with 
a heartfelt “Nine.” 

In his new multimillion-dollar home, 
Gates has reportedly installed viewing 
screens that are wired to a central brain 
into which he has digitally entered nu- 
merous works of great art. Getting tired 
of looking at that old van Gogh? Hit a 
few buttons and — voila! — dogs playing 
poker on a velvet background! This man 
is deciding the shape of our future, my 
friends. Where in the Beatitudes does it 
say, “And the Geek shall inherit the 
Earth”? 

I can imagine good things coming out of 
this electronic revolution. The Gellers, 
good friends who are “on the Internet” 
and who are very normal, bright, and cre- 
ative souls, have told me about all the ad- 
vantages they have found there. They can, 
for instance, access a seemingly bottomless 
well of research information. They have 
been able to look up things in the Budapest 
library while I continue to struggle with the 
Dewey decimal system. 

Others have told me that we will soon 
be able to ask our televisions to show 
programming from abroad. This brings 
to mind an old acquaintance, a writer- 
producer, who once traveled to London 
with his partner and their wives. Larry 
sat in the hotel room for a couple of 
days, watching British TV while the oth- 
ers went out to see the sights.

I’m not yet 
on the best of terms with my brand-new 
Macintosh, and I’m still having trouble 
with that damned VCR. I’m afraid that in 
the onrushing high-tech world Ill stand 
about as much a chance of success as 
John Wayne Bobbitt would on Love Con- 
nection. Am I alone in these feelings, or 
do others think that this “revolution” is 
being driven solely by technology and the 
people who market it and not by public 
demand? Should I look forward to a time 
when all information is available from and 
to a giant electronic brain that is not con- 
nected to a heart? And, finally, do I really 
want my world shaped by guys with the 
social skills of tree sloths and the com- 
plexions of Nestle’s Crunch bars? 

I spent nearly 18 years of my adult life 
in Los Angeles, a city built upon the con- 
cept that freeways are terrific because 
they cut out the slower surface roads. But 
when I drove in LA, I tried to take the 
side streets and alleys. You find so much 
of a city’s personality hidden there. 

On the Information Superhighway, 
we'll also be able to avoid what’s on the 
inconvenient secondary routes: supermar- 
kets, libraries, video-rental stores, movie 
theaters . . . and one another. Funny 
thing — on January 17, after the dust had 
settled from that 6.6 “power surge,” it 
was those inconvenient secondary routes 
that remained open and passable.

Fish story 


21st Century wants to bring 
you closer to your television

e’ve been told interac- 
tive television is com- 
ing, but there’s not 
much agreement on 
what it is. Al Gore has 
a high-tech, utopian dream of transform- 
ing the sofas of America into user-friendly 
work stations. But it’s just as easy to envi- 
sion a consumer nightmare in which peo- 
ple are little more than road kill on an in- 
formation highway dominated by home- 
shopping networks. 

Whether we end up using our televi- 
sions to study history or buy handcrafted 
Civil War chess sets, interactive TV is go- 
ing to be about interacting with silicon 
chips and fiber-opticiwire, not human be- 
ings. That’s a scary prospect for a segre- 
gated society in which guns and ammo are 
already replacing good old-fashioned ver- 
bal communication. 

But there may be hope — and that’s 
what the San Francisco-based company 
Telemorphix is exploring with 2/st Centu- 
ry Vaudeville, a weekly show that airs 
Mondays at 9 p.m. on WMPF, Channel 
62, a Lawrence-area NBC affiliate. 

Hosted by M. Jack Steckel, a gruff- 
voiced, polo-shirt-wearing computer-ani- 
mated puppet, the show invites viewers to 
call an 800 number and take part in un- 
scripted skits with Steckel and the other in- 


their character from a list and then learn 
and practice the rules of improvisation with 
a Telemorphix employee who’s a kind of fa- 
cilitator and drama coach in one. The green 
room has some kinks, not the least of which 
is that the steady influx of calls tends to dis- 
rupt the flow of the off-air practice improvs 
and distract the drama coach. 

I spent 15 minutes in the green room 
getting into character as a “light-blue fish” 
that I assumed would be confined to a 
fishbowl in Steckel’s house. When my 
character appeared on the screen, Steckel 
was wearing scuba gear and we were in 
the open sea. I was scrambling to come up 
with good lines. If viewers could have seen 
the panicked expression on my face, it 
might have made for some good comedy, 
but all they got was a crudely drawn, clue- 
less fish desperately trying to come up 
with something to say. 

“Okay, so it doesn’t lead to the greatest 
show on earth every single minute,” ad- 
mits Harris. “But that’s not the point. The 
show is about accessibility; it’s electronic 
street theater. We’re serious about bring- 
ing back the concept of a community 
where people interact with one another.” 

Telemorphix, which is set up as a com- 
puter-networked “virtual company” with 
no central office, has practical goals that 
extend beyond interactive entertainment. 
“The whole point of this technology is to 
augment human collaboration,” explains 
Harris. “The show is sloppy and looks

world. Callers are given a character to 
play, and as they watch the show on 
their TV, they have to improvise lines to fit 
whatever’s happening in the skit. 

It’s live TV, and for better or for worse, 
the caller’s voice is the voice of the charac- 
ter. The animation is crude, a step or two 
below Beavis and Butt-head, and the narra- 
tives tend to be simple and unfocused. But 
the viability of the show — it’s fun and easy 
to participate in, and all you need is a phone 
— opens up intriguing new possibilities. 

“All the talk about interactivity on the 
data highway is about people interacting 
with machines, and I’m not terribly opti- 
mistic about where that technology is go- 
ing to lead,” explains Andy Harris, a for- 
mer Apple employee who co-founded 
Telemorphix in. 1990 and is its director. 
“It’s about people who are becoming so 
isolated in suburbia that they don’t want to 
have to go out to\the mall anymore. 
They’re happier shopping through televi- 
sion and already losing the ability to com- 
municate face to face. What we’re doing 
with this show is using existing technology 
to help bring people back together. Our 
interactivity is really about teaching people 
how to collaborate creatively.” 

To that end, the show’s callers are direct- 
ed to an “electronic green room,” a confer- 
ence call of sorts where participants choose 


forth. That’s the wave of the future. 
The cutting-edge technology of the 21st 
century is going to be the ability of a large 
organization to improvise on the spur of 
the moment.” 

Plans for the show include asking view- 
ers to send in their own drawings for on- 
air use, adding independently produced 
short films to the mix, and giving partici- 
pants some control over the movement of 
their characters, which would be a major 
technological breakthrough. Beyond that, 
Harris says he’s not concerned with pro- 
ducing a more refined product. 

“We’re not interested in virtual reality. If 
someone sends in a crayon drawing, we’re 
not going to turn it into a rotating, 3-D sil- 
icon graphic, because that’s not the point. 
Our biggest breakthroughs are on the so- 
cial and marketing side. We’re changing 
the relationship between the TV set and the 
audience, and that’s something nobody’s 
wanted to mess with for 40 years.” 

For now, 2/st Century Vaudeville is an 
experimental oddity whose survival will 
depend on a devoted cult following. But if 
millions of people start traveling down 
the information superhighway, shows like 
this could provide subversive, alternative 
routes around the mainstream’s network 
traffic. Q

A fest that samples the many

RNHEM, THE NETHER- 
LANDS — Among the bo- 
hemian campers at this 
avant-garde jamboree, in- 
teractive art ran a strong 
third to rolling your own and body piercing. 
Although only a fraction of the 600 mostly 
young men and women who came to the 
fest in this accommodating mid-sized 
Dutch city along the Rhine actually pushed 
the artistic envelope, those who did — in- 
cluding Bostonian Scot Konzelman and 
rock weirdos the Residents — employed 
everything from high-end computer widgets 
to rudimentary implements of construction. 

The most consistently intoxicating skill 
on display at the recent week-long Eighth 
International Audio-Visual Experimental 
Festival (AVEF) was the ability of twirling- 
fingered artists and spectators to roll fat 
cigs above open bags of Drum tobacco 
and more than occasionally drop chunks 
of blond and black Moroccan hashish into 
the mix. However, upon departing the 
smoky haze of Arnhem’s Filmhuis 
(AVEF’s ground zero) — where 380 inde- 
pendent film and video productions 
showed 12 hours a day — anyone with 
comfortable shoes and an open mind 
could travel to 11 other exhibition and 
performance sites to sample gems of 
often twisted inspiration. 

Gallery geeks who turn their recon- 
structed noses up at anything that can’t be 
expensively framed or doesn’t demand top 
dollar should be sentenced to loosen up at 
the hands of Jean-Paul Labro of Bourges, 
France, and his “video-quatic” machine. 
Labro’s installation “S.O.S.” ascended the 
avant-garde summit and freaked several 
spectators along the way. To witness 
Labro’s work — one person at a time — 
you don raingear and nose clips and insert 
your head through a watertight seal in the 
bottom of “the aquarium,” a box about a 
yard square. At Labro’s instruction, water 
pumps fill the pitch-black aquarium. When 
water reaches your mouth and you can no 
longer breathe, a video tour through a 
French flat and toward a door begins. The 
aquarium fills in about two minutes. The vi- 
sion ends with a tug on the flusher (not 
with drowning), whereupon the aquarium 
drains (not terribly fast). 

At the other end of the interactive spec- 
trum, the always nutty and anonymous 
Residents previewed an intermediary CD- 
ROM version of Freak Show, which is 
basec on their 1990 album of the same 
name. Although Peter Gabriel, Todd 
Rundgren, and several others have also 
produced CD-ROMs, Freak Show gives

new meaning to “Have Mouse Will Trav- 
el.” The Residents, who have also pro- 
duced a Freak Show comic book, allow the 
viewer to attend a circus sideshow where 
Wanda the Worm Woman, Herman the 
Human Mole, four other malformed at- 
tractions, Tex the Barker, and the Resi- 
dents perform. The genius of Freak Show 
lies in your being able to go behind the 
tent, into the freaks’ trailers, and become a 
voyeur. You can auto-dial Herman’s 
phone and learn he’s been calling for piz- 
za, phone sex, and therapy; go through 
Mickey the Mumbling Midget’s photo al- 
bum; and pour for Tex, who reminisces 
the more he imbibes. 

Other Americans present included expa- 
triate (and current Dublin resident) David 
Wilcoxson, whose installation “Security 
Checked” depended on a local glassblower 
to bring his design of cathode-ray and 
neon tubes to life. Video tapes projected 
through the narrow glass cylinders created 
a kaleidoscopic maw of light. Scot Konzel- 
man (profiled in the Phoenix back on 
September 11, 1992) relocated his sound- 
art Chop Shop studio from Boston to New 
York, where AVEF talent scouts found 
him and invited him to bring five speaker 
constructions to Arnhem. “Little Boy” 
caught the eyes and ears of many visitors. 
Its phallic metal casting encased a speaker 
that could be raised by hand; as it gained 
altitude, its frequency changed. 
Nearby, Ennio Bertrand of Turin dis- 
played a different interactive sound 
installation. “Lux Sonet in Tenebris” con- 
sisted of 60 floor-mounted modular gen- 
erators uttering composite and variable 
sounds. The sound units fed on direct 
light, but when the shadows of passers-by 
were cast upon them, the generators emit- 
ted noises ad hoc. 

AVEF entered the third dimension at 
many performances; none was better than 
those by New Yorkers Cathy Weis and 
Yvette Helin. Weis used a dozen video 
monitors and a local dance troupe to mesh 
television and live performance. Her inte- 
gration of form and format reached its 
zenith when she assembled and then dis- 
membered a 12-foot belly dancer on 
screen, using video mixing tools and the 
live dancers as raw material. 

Helin and three. male companions 
donned absolute-black mesh extraterrestri- 
al suits and took to Arnhem’s streets. He- 
lin’s “performance” joined local citizenry 
in shops and along the streets, absorbing 
ambient light. As the festival neared its 
end, she quizzed her European colleagues 
on the prospect of swinging room and 
board while performing across the conti- 
nent in costume as a sidewalk walker. She 
heard mostly encouraging words. Q

Jazz machine 


Trombonist/composer Lewis 
trades bars with a computer

n his two new albums, 
the brilliant 41-year-old 
jazz trombonist-compos- 
er George Lewis ends 
more than a decade of 
near-silence by taking African-American 
music on an incursion into the European 
concert hall and the computer-music lab. 
Both Changing with the Times (New 
World), for recitation and chamber en- 
sembles, and Voyager (Avant), duets be- 
tween an interactive computer-music pro- 
gram and musicians Lewis and Roscoe 
Mitchell, feature playing that is politically 
informed, humane, and often funny. These 
provocative, difficult, uncompromising 
recordings challenge easy political 
polemics on African-American identity and 
conventional ideas about the meaning, 
method, and context of improvisation. 

Since 1976, when he first recorded with 
Anthony Braxton, Lewis has moved with 
impressive ease among the structured im- 
provisations of the Chicago-based 
Association for the Advancement 
of Creative Musicians (AACM), 
European free-playing, and composed new 
music. With his smooth phrasing, a warm- 
honey tone, mastery of extended tech- 
nique, and appealing humor, he has en- 
livened recordings by fellow AACM mem- 
bers Richard Abrams, Leroy Jenkins, 
Roscoe Mitchell, and others. He has also 
used electronics and contemporary Euro- 
pean art-music on his own recordings, 
among them 1979’s Homage to Charles 
Parker (Black Saint). Since 1981, no al- 
bums of his own have appeared, but he has 
played and recorded with European free 
improvisers Evan Parker and Derek Bai- 
ley, and occasionally with Braxton. Those 
appearances grew fewer as he worked on 
his interactive music software. 

Changing with the Times ends the 12- 
year George Lewis drought. Setting poetry 
and texts to music, he blends important el- 
ements pulled from the blues and gospel 
— narrative, the protective talisman of hu- 
mor, and the strength of spirituality — 
with improvisation and modern European 
chamber technique. The result is music 
with the weary triumph of the blues, the 
moral character of gospel, and the formal 
elegance and complexity of chamber mu- 
sic. In “The View from Skates in Berke- 
ley,” poet Quincy Troupe commemorates 


an afternoon of friendship deepened by the 
common bonds of place, race, and history 
as a graceful unison for trombone, clar- 
inet, and violin splits into three individual 
lines, then reunites in consonant chords. 
The blues meets new music in “Airplane,” 
during which Lewis’s terrifyingly funny 
account of the chasm racism creates be- 
tween people is told with deadly irony over 
a menacing airplane engine-like drone. 
You get a keen sense that a lot of bottled 
up fears, hopes, and aspirations are re- 
vealed on this album. 

Lewis confronts thornier problems with 
his computer music. The first recording of 
his interactive software, Voyager (named 
for the software), pairs him and Roscoe 
Mitchell with a computer that accepts 
sound from human partners as input and 
creates its own responses using the sam- 
pled sounds and decision-making process- 
es selected by Lewis. (Voyager can also ig- 
nore human input and create independent- 
ly.) Lewis sets himself a couple of chal- 
lenges here: to extend the reach of West- 
ern technology into non-Western music, 
and to involve it in the process of 
rooted in the 

African-American experience. His 
choice of sampled sounds includes koto 
and mbira as well as Western instruments. 
Sometimes the results sometime sound 
machine-generated; often they mimic hu- 
man response with surprising fidelity. 

In his duets, Lewis shows off the pro- 
gram like a proud father. On “Voyager 
Duet 3,” he lets Voyager open with furious 
waves of marimba placed against irregular 
counterpatterns played by hybrid string 
sounds. When Lewis bursts in with a sar- 
castic blast, ominous clouds of strings 
punctuated with ringing gongs rise up 
from Voyager. Lewis lets the machine con- 
tinue, interrupting it occasionally in an al- 
ternating dialogue. Mitchell, on the other 
hand, is the skeptic, testing the machine’s 
limits. In his first confrontations with Voy- 
ager, he provokes responses with his un- 
equaled control of timbre; Voyager fills in 
the irregular spaces he leaves. By the final 
duet, Mitchell’s railing and fuming seem 
intent on seeing how fast the machine can 
work and how many notes it can process. 

The album ends with Lewis and Mitchell 
dueting, and in its bemused detachment 
and austere intelligence, the dialogue neat- 
ly summarizes Lewis’s work, where 
thought and history become audible as 
music and feeling. 
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Hallowed ground 


Beth Soll introduces the 


sacred places of ‘Temenos’

he dances in Beth Soll’s new 
program, “Temenos” (which 
means “sacred place”), range 
from brilliant to derivative. 
Presented last weekend at 
Suffolk University’s C. Walsh Theatre, the 
program takes ancestral memory as its hub 
and uses the cultures of Senegal and Rus- 
sia, and the world of the imagination, as the 
spokes of its choreographic wheel. (Over 
the past year Soll has studied dance in 
Senegal and performed in the Russian city 
of Yaroslavl.) And though the references — 
to, say, African and Eastern European dy- 
namics, rhythms, and shapes — are always 
clear, the physical and metaphoric sense of 
the dances frequently is not. 

That may be because Soll has thrown 
too many disparate ingredients into the 
choreographic pot. A full-evening work, 
“Temenos” comprises four main pieces — 
Quiet Solo (1988), Midsummer: Noon 
(1993), Zerkolo: Mirror (1993), and New 
Garden (premiere) — hooked into a 
whole by three introductory interludes, 
called augury, advent, and echo, for wom- 
en. in filmy white. These women walk in 
circles, erupt from sitting to hung-over 
squats, pose as if at the start of a race, 
point with floating arms, or reprise ele- 
ments from the main dances (such as fin- 
gers stroking a chin and hands clasping 
overhead). But the device seems contrived 
rather than unifying, since the troika have 
virtually nothing in common, thematically 
or visually, with most of the dances that 
follow. (New Garden is an exception; in 
fact, it reads as an extension of echo.) 

If the intent was to posit on stage a study 
of differences (in Midsummer: Noon, for in- 
stance, Soll aims to explore how two vocab- 
ularies, Western and Senegalese, can re- 
late), she’s fallen short of her goal. Too of- 
ten the contrasting styles register like char- 
acters who’ve stumbled into the wrong play, 
as when dancers Kelly Gould Harrington, 
Melinda Sullivan, and Sandra Zarotney, in 
the midst of the austere, classically tinged 
New Garden, nod at one another with com- 
radely smiles as they link up and make of 
themselves a human whip. 

Yet, as always in a Beth Soll concert, there 
are beautiful, idiosyncratic dances whose im- 
ages etch themselves in your consciousness 
and whose feeling burrows deep into your 


core. It is the solos on the program — Quiet 
Solo (1988) and especially Zerkolo: Mirror 
(1993) — that accomplish this. And Soll 
danced both with more freedom and fullness 
than I’ve seen her display years. 

In a one-shouldered black and red dress, 
Soll reaches back into her history in Zerko- 
lo: Mirror and distills the essence of her 
Russian heritage. As she does with the holy 
fool in her Prologue (1981), she calls forth 
in her body the spirits of times past and 
with dignity and grace posits on stage their 
efforts to make peace with the irrevocability 
of change. Her means are lush iconograph- 
ic motifs that materialize and vanish unpre- 
dictably, or shift direction and speed. 

To a score by Patricia Van Ness, she en- 
ters down centerstage, swinging her arms 
and criss-crossing her feet with humming- 
bird precision, as if on a tightrope. Aborted 
rondes de jambe led not by a toe but by a 
heel give way to a booming “Welcome” de- 
livered in both English and Russian. Then 
hands — quickly, desperately — cover her 
nose, her face, cap her head, slap her 
pelvis. On her hands and knees, she reach- 
es forward and scratches the ground. Her 
movements describe the struggle to balance 
opposites: angelic visitations against devils 
within, the wisdom of age against the sen- 
suality of youth, decay against vitality. 

Quiet Solo, to music by Malombo, shows a 
holy fool of a different sort, one who's tran- 
scended ambiguities to reach a place of re- 
pose. Although less memorable than Zerkolo: 
Mirror, the dance houses some, remarkable 
images. When Soll slowly brushes a leg front 
and back, she’s a pendulum rocking through 
millennia. When she spins with her arms out- 
stretched, she’s a whirling cross. 

The duet Midsummer: Noon, on the other 
hand, evokes more a clash of cultures than 
communication between them. The piece, to 
percussion played by Joe Galeota, commin- 
gles Senegalese-inspired dances (including 
flapping knees and knee-to-nose hopping, 
rattling wrists and rolling hips, and even 
trilling as accompaniment) with Soll’s mod- 
ern sensibility (as when Sullivan, sitting with 
legs crossed and knees pointing skyward, 
inches forward with tiny toe steps). Soll’s in- 
tentions are good — she means to show her 
respect for the African forms — but ulti- 
mately the merger dilutes the creativity of 
both styles. When you’ve just seen Urban 
Bush Women, two American white women 
carefully executing African steps doesn’t 
make a whole lot of sense. =)

Roz Warren’s anthologies 
capture a feminist view

omic strips tell us how av- 
erage everyone is. That 
someone sitting a thou- 
sand miles away at a 
drawing board can make 
you laugh in four frames or less pretty 
much nullifies any notion of individuality. 
But because the perspective of women is 
so rare on America’s mainstream funny 
pages, there may yet be a lot of women 
who consider themselves “special,” and for 
them (and anyone feeling left out of the 
funnies), I prescribe one of Roz Warren’s 
anthologies of cartoons by women. From 
lesbian-lovemaking jokes that I don’t quite 
get to too-true relationship wisecracks that 
anyone understands, there are comics be- 
ing written by women that out-strip the 
narrow, hackneyed ’toons that fill the back 
pages of the big daily at your doorstep. 
Warren, who will be speaking this Satur- 
day at the Boston Center for the Arts as 
part of the Boston Women’s Festival, 
wasn’t laughing much in 1989, when she 
began producing her first anthology, Wom- 
en's Glib. But she was operating from a 
unique female perspective: bedridden by 
pregnancy. As her first child, now a healthy 
and humorous five-year-old named Tom, 
gestated, her idea for a book of women’s 
comic strips was delivered without a glitch, 
and it has grown into a cottage industry. 
Warren, then a lawyer who had been stuff- 
ing favorite strips into a drawer for many 
years, saw Women’s Glib published in 
1991 by Crossing Press. Five more collec- 
tions, some of which include funny essays, 
followed; the latest is What Is This Thing 
Called Sex?, and Glibquips is due in April. 
A BU Law School grad who now lives out- 
side Philadelphia and spends most of her 
time working as a mom, Warren has diver- 
sified her cottage to include a small pub- 
lishing wing (Laugh Lines Press) and room 
for a book about female stand-up comics. 
Warren describes herself (and her hus- 
band, Richard) as a radical feminist. And 
there are comics in her books that would dis- 
may Rush Limbaugh (like those about wom- 


| en happily masturbating). But there are a lot 


with family values they both could appreciate. 
Warren’s agenda demands only that the au- 
thors be women she thinks are funny. 

“What I enjoy I put in there,” she says, 
“and my feeling is there are probably enough 
people who think like me to make the books 


successful. I’m not trying to get to the top of 
the New York Times bestseller list, and | 
don’t want to compromise what I’m doing. 
Look at some of the material by Jennifer 
Camper; I have people who I’ve asked for 
material say to me, ‘I’m not going to be in 
any book that has her cartoons in it.’” 

For every sexually adventurous strip by 
someone you've never heard of, like 
Camper, there’s one that keeps its clothes 
on by someone you do know, like Roz 
Chast, Nicole Hollander (Sylvia), or Lynn 
Johnston (For Better or for Worse). Per- 
haps the only anthologized combination of 
the sexually explicit and widely familiar is 
Alison Bechdel’s Dykes To Watch Out For. 

Warren considers such comics to be se- 
rious art. “It’s like writing a terrific novel. 
Lynn Johnston, Garry Trudeau, Bill Wat- 
terson [Calvin and Hobbes] are all doing 
the equivalent of a good contemporary 
novelist.” Except they’re generally funnier 
and always easier to read. 

Many of the women Warren publishes 
are not recognized, and few of them have 
the exposure they should. Johnston’s For 
Beiter or for Worse is a syndication 
champ, carried by about a thousand pa- 
pers (by comparison Doonesbury reaches 
more than 1450). But Hollander, whose 
strip is hardly radical and was recently 
picked up by the Boston Globe, is only in 
about 50, despite the ubiquity of Sylvia 
products like mugs and calendars. What's 
the problem? 

“I think the editors at the papers per- 
ceive a woman’s strip to be a special-inter- 
est strip,” says Warren. “Once they've 
filled that slot, they feel that’s all that they 
have to do.” 

That’s a shame, because the funny 
pages need fresh material. Warren thinks 
the situation will improve: “The newspa- 
pers are going to begin to recognize that 
there’s a strong audience for new material. 
If you look at [nationally distributed 
monthly] papers like the Funny Times and 
Comic Relief, they print a lot of these 
strips and they’re getting big circulation. 
People underestimate how tolerant and 
even radical readers can be, how accepting 
they can be of other viewpoints.” Q

Four play 


Why chamber music is alive 
and well and living in Boston 


by Lloyd Schwartz 


hereas some seri- 

ous forms of mu- 

sic, like the lieder 

recital, are on the 

endangered list, 
chamber music seems to be alive and 
well and living in Boston. We have at 
least two string quartets — the Lydi- 
an, in residence at Brandeis, and the 
younger Borromeo — of historic ca- 
pabilities. Famous visiting ensembles, 
often under the auspices of the Bank 
of Boston Celebrity Series, give us in- 
depth opportunity to assess the state 
of the art. Three recent concerts have 
increased my confidence. 

At Jordan Hall, the Celebrity Series 
brought us the highly respected Alban 
Berg Quartet, which was founded in 
Vienna in 1970. I’d heard it once be- 
fore, fe Kresge Auditorium in 1982 
(and MIT, by the way, continues its 
strong commitment to importing dis- 
tinguished string quartets). I remem- 
ber the way all four members seemed 
to be playing the same instrument, 
and with the same point of view. 
That’s still true. They have a convinc- 
ing, “useful” sound: not too thick, too 
smooth, or too blended (like the glop- 
py Guarneri) — each player remains a 
distinct voice throughout; yet not too 
rough either (as the Juilliard some- 
times gets). The Bergs are fleet and 
flexible, capable of great delicacy, but 
not lightweight. They’ve got an edge. 

I particularly like their approach to 
music of this century. This time it was 


| Janacek’s chilling second quartet, In- 


timate Letters (composed in 1928, his 


| last year), which depicts his 10-year 


“spiritual” obsession with a married 
woman 38 yeays his junior, to whom 
he wrote nearly 700 letters. This is 
music of whirring intensity, full of 
quicksilver emotional turns and imag- 
inative sonic effects: weird bowing on 
the bridge of the instruments (“sul 
ponticello”), harmonics, strumming. 
I’ve heard the songlike third move- 
ment and last-movement folk dance 
played (on records) with a more Slav- 
ic lilt. But what the Bergs lacked in 
ethnicity they made up in incisiveness. 
Their habit seems to be to surround 
the modern music with one Classical 
and one Romantic work. Their cur- 
rent program began with Haydn’s 
Emperor Quartet, Opus 76 No. 3. 
The first movement was stylishly 
bright and witty. The second, 
Haydn’s variations on his own “Em- 
peror Hymn” (which became the na- 
tional anthem of Austria and was later 
annexed by Hitler), went for pretti- 
ness rather than solemnity. The Bergs 
shifted the weight to the last move- 
ment, with its exhilarating viola-and- 
first-violin follow-the-leader declama- 
tions, but in the process they unbal- 
anced Haydn’s classical proportions. 
My biggest complaint in 1982 was 
that they had paved, as it were, the 
rocky terrain of Beethoven’s seven- 
movement Opus 131. No such level- 
ing out of Schubert’s Death and the 
Maiden Quartet. This was a tensile, 
linear, nervy performance that em- 
phasized rhythmic kernels rather than 
a rich Schubertian melodic sweep 
(rather like the Juilliard in this). At 
moments of wildest intensity, the un- 
blended sound tended to shrill; some 
retuning was required between move- 
ments. The eponymous second 
movement — Schubert’s urgent vari- 


ations on the theme of one of his own 
most famous songs (a neat parallel to 
Haydn’s similar impulse) — was a 
sinister lullaby; the last movement, 
with its spidery lacework, was a real 
presto that flew like the wind. At 
home, I listened to the old Budapest 
Quartet recording and was over- 
whelmed by the larger scale, the 
greater warmth, the more inward 
sense of terror — an embracing gen- 
erosity the Bergs lack, though I didn’t 
miss it during the performance itself. 
That evening, the Boston Chamber 
Music Society played at Sanders The- 
atre. I’ve run hot and cold about this 
group, often within the same concert.

threat of winter flu forced her to con- 
serve her energy. So Hindemith’s 
rarely heard “little cantata,” Die Sere- 
naden, was put off to another season 
and was replaced with Fauré’s gor- 
geous C-minor Piano Quartet, with 
the same personnel as in the 
Mendelssohn now playing to their 
strength: full-bodied, passionate, ro- 
mantic lyricism. 

Larson did, however, sing Schu- 
bert’s long, cantata-like Der Hirt auf 
dem Felsen (“The Shepherd on the 
Rocks”), with Deveau and the elo- 
quent, underappreciated clarinettist 
Thomas Hill. Through a slight but in- 
spired rhythmic asymmetry, she 
brought out Schubert’s suggestion of 
yodeling in the shepherd’s repeated 
leaping phrases; Hill’s clarinet was 
her teasing Alpine echo. This piece 
usually comes off as a beautiful vocal 
exercise, but Larson’s vivid attention 
to the poetry suddenly made the 
shepherd’s sorrow real, and the final 
hope for spring that wells up in his 
breast was all the more moving. Lar- 
son and Hill, against Deveau’s 
steadying influence, re-entered the 
music and re-animated it. 

One of our best chamber groups, 
the Boston Composers String Quar- 
tet, has a more particular mission: to 
present contemporary music, espe- 
cially by Boston composers. Last year 
it won a silver medal at the interna- 
tional competition in Osaka; the 
Celebrity Series’s Emerging Artists 
offshoot has just added the group to 
its prescient roster. Some specialists 
can’t perform outside their specialty, 
but these four intelligent and evident-

Although the regular members are not 
part of a single permanent chamber 
ensemble, at their best they can con- 
vey the intimacy of musicians who’ve 
been working together for years. But 
as is the case with such ad hoc groups 


(the Chamber Music Society of Lin-° 


coln Center, for instance, the Boston 
group’s role model, or the BSO 
Chamber Players, whose members all 
have other fish to fry), some perfor- 
mances can go blankly generic. 

The Mozart Oboe Quartet, with 
guest oboist Peter Bowman and Ar- 
turo Delmoni, Marcus Thompson, 
and BCMS artistic director Ronald 
Thomas on strings, was perfectly re- 
spectable but ultimately anonymous, 
with one seriously miscalculated tem- 
po: the almost ecstatically cheerful 
up-up-and-away finale, Mozart’s ver- 
sion of “The Whistler and His Dog,” 
felt more like Shakespeare’s school- 
boy creeping like snail unwillingly to 
school. The same string players, with 
pianist David Deveau substituting for 
the scheduled Mihae Lee, missed the 
felicitous charm in Mendelssohn’s F- 
minor Piano Quartet that makes 
Mendelssohn Mendelssohn. 

Soprano Susan Larson was sched- 
uled to sing in two numbers, but a 


ly good-natured players — Clayton 
Hoener and Mark Beaulieu, violins, 
Scott Woolweaver, viola, and Rein- 
mar Seidler, cello — are well-round- 
ed. At Jordan Hall, they programmed 
two Austro-Hungarian works 150 
years apart — Haydn’s marvelous 
Opus 20 No. 2, which they played on 
original instruments (a performance 
compromised by troublesome intona- 
tion and squarish phrasing), and the 
Bartok Fourth — and two works by 
Bostonians composed exactly a cen- 
tury apart: Arthur Foote’s Dvorakian 
Tema con variazioni and John Mc- 
Donald’s brand new Cri du Coeur. 
McDonald announced that when 
he wrote this “diptych,” he wasn’t 
sure which movement should come 
first. | found the second part, Fantasy 
Variations, with its haunting alterna- 
tion of “sul ponticello” with full-bod- 
ied lamenting solos, more compelling 
than the searching but more conven- 
tional Rhapsody. This work was 
played with conviction, impeccable 
teamwork, and, like everything else, | 
an appealing humility — a heavenly 
Ives Intermezzo, the sole encore, 
having the most polish.

Kruller’s fresh sounds 
take the March competition

number of good tapes 
have come our way since 
the last Demo Derby; 
we've gotten some hard- 
core, some pure pop, 
some modern metal, and some edgy al- 
ternative rock. And so far we’re talking 
about only one tape: Kruller’s demo 
comes as close as any to condensing the 
sound of a good, long night of club-hop- 
ping into a mere four songs. Late last 
year the band released a single called 
“Allston vs. the World” (on the Califor- 
nia label Dr. Dream), and they do favor 
the rough pop approach that seems to 
flourish in that part of town. But it’s 
Kruller’s willingness to take chances by 
juggling styles, and their solid songwrit- 
ing, that makes the chances pay off and 
puts them in front of the pack. 
“Flypaper” begins the tape with a nice 
blast of melodic lead guitar and pure- 
pop vocal harmonies, only to throw a left 
curve after the first verse, when the band 
shift into hardcore thrash without losing 
the flow of the tune. “Amy’s Way” is a 
big metal ballad with a Queen-like guitar 


solo and a good character sketch in the 
lyric: “Something inside her made her 
swallow a spider, and she cut off her hair 
to see what was under there. . . . And 
now her boyfriend thinks that she’s real- 
ly fucked up/But her friends just laugh 
and say, ‘That’s just Amy’s way.’ ” 
Rounding out the tape are a mini-epic, 
“The Beacon,” and a multi-téxtured 
rocker, “Headwine” — both of which 
show the band adopting a studio polish 
that younger club-level groups tend to 
reject, and making it work in their favor. 

“That tape is like our Boston (the 
band, not the city) recording, our play- 
time in the studio,” explains singer/gui- 
tarist Ted Collins. “The single we did 
last year was just whammo, one day in 
the studio and it was done. For the new 
tape we had some cash saved up and 
wanted to do some experimenting. On 
‘The Beacon’ we messed around with an 
octaver on the vocal, you can hear that 
on the spoken part in the middle. And if 
you listen to the middle part without any 
singing, you can hear some monks 
chanting in the background. We actually 
sampled that off some Rykodisc record- 
ing. That song was kind of an exercise in 
songwriting, taking the idea of a witch 
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hunt and swooping down on this inno- 
cent victim, how people can be swept up 
in this herd mentality.” 

Collins continues, “We want to keep 
the punk-rock edge as much as we can, 
but we’d also like to branch out. I’ve 
been listening to a lot of Queen records 
lately, and that got me thinking about 
how far you can push things within the 
realms of good taste — to see how much 
we can approach arena-rock ugliness 
and get away with it. Lately we’ve been 
writing a few three-minute pop songs, 
and we want to see what we can do in 
three minutes, to take a pop song that 
veers off in some crazy direction. Not 
that we sound like him, but Frank Zappa 
had this theory of statistical density, 
about trying to make every part count.” 

The members of Kruller — Collins, 
co-singer/guitarist Greg Hall, bassist 
Seth Goodman, and drummer Mark 
Breiding (since replaced by Mark Ben- 
nett) — came together in late 1982 after 
playing in various little-known outfits. 
The diversity of influences goes back to 
their formative years, according to 
Collins. “In high school I listened a lot 
to the Descendants and the pre-Grammy 
Soul Asylum stuff — and a lot of early 
Damned, before they started doing the 
Love covers. That’s all part of our past, 
but we definitely like "70s rock, too, and 
we can’t be ashamed of that.” They’re 
planning to record an EP combining an- 
other pair of studio epics with a couple 
of rougher eight-track recordings. 
Meanwhile, they’re set to play the 
Causeway on the 27th. 


RUNNERS-UP. The Dirt Merchants 
made a killer tape last year and they’re 
back with another, once again working 
good old guitar heroics into some edgy, 
cranky, loud-rock tunes. The hit this 
time is “Bullfight #2,” in which singer 
Maria Christopher delivers three verses 
in a breathless rap, disposing of assorted 
energy drainers (“Have a nice day/Get 
out of my way!”) before pulling an effec- 
tive twist after about 90 seconds: “I’ll 
give you what you want/I’ll give you 
what you want/I’ll give you what you 
want... .” Band cuts off. “. . . And 
nothing more.” End of song. 


I swear that the first few seconds of 
Shiva Speedway’s demo — with its ul- 
tra-slow drum intro and menacing slide- 
guitar entrance — made me think they 
were going to do a cover of “Iron Man.” 
They don’t, but the sense of menace 
lingers, making it the month’s most 
cathartic tape. The three songs appear to 
be about getting fucked over in various 
ways; singer Dezaray DeCarlo’s effective 
fury is well matched by the gnarly gui- 
tars and, on “Third Street,” an ominous 
wah-wah bass. The band favor slow, 
grinding three-chord workouts that are 
well suited to lyrics like “Let me out of 
this hell hole . . . psycho crazy killer 
bitch, thanks a lot for all the shit.” This 
is just a guess, but I’d say she was upset; 
and I’ll take this kind of outburst every 
time. 

I’m also a sucker for a well-crafted 
pop tune, and there are two good ones 
on Atlas Shrugged’s latest tape. 
“September” is an upbeat, reassuring 
tune about the permanence of friend- 
ship, love, or both, matching lively pop 
harmonies with an exuberant guitar line 
that threatens to break into the “Baba 
O’Riley” riff at any moment. “I Got 
You” opens with another big guitar riff 
and shows off the band’s melancholy 
side and more harmonies. Nothing revo- 
lutionary here, but it feels mighty good. 
Nice production work by ex-Zulus/cur- 
rent Concussion Ensemble drummer 
Malcolm Travis as well. 

The Pies earn a place for turning in 
the best off-the-wall cover of the month, 
a version of Paul Simon’s “Graceland” 
that may or may not be a joke but works 
anyway, deflating the original lyric’s self- 
pity with a Bo Diddley beat and a proud- 
ly excessive arena-rock guitar solo. The 
Mellencamp-ish original tune it’s paired 
with (“I Wanna Show You the World”) 
suggests a band with no cutting-edge 
credentials and no apologies — a latter- 
day Stompers, perhaps.

Opening with a bitter wind 
that spirits you into an often-frightening 
electronic underworld and keeps you 
there for 45 minutes, it aims to fuck your 
head up and succeeds rather grandly.

Jawbox do the major-label 
thing — and do it their way

n the post-Nirvana grunge glut, it’s 
no longer a scandal when a beloved 
indie band head for the majors. 
fIREHOSE, Sonic Youth, and 
countless others have proven that 
you can play in the big leagues without be- 
ing stripped of your artistic freedom. 

So there shouldn’t be anything unsettling 
about Jawbox’s major-label debut, For Your 
Own Special Sweetheart (Atlantic). But 
Jawbox are special. They emerged from the 
idealistic post-hardcore DC punk scene 
and released two brash and noisy LPs, 
Grippe and Novelty, on DC’s Dischord la- 
bel — the home of DIY spiritual leaders

Dischord band to move to the majors. Even 
though Sweetheart offers the band’s most 
convincing rhythmic barrage to date, they 
are fielding a lot of questions from the 
faithful as they traverse the country on a 
tour that brings them to the Middle East 
next Friday, March 18. 

“We were just in Atlanta and we literally 
couldn’t take five steps without bumping 
into somebody who seemed vaguely upset 
about the fact that we had done this,” ex- 
plains singer/guitarist J. Robbins from a 
phone booth in Albuquerque. “I understand 
that people are curious and even concerned 
about what’s going to happen to us. I also 
know that if we’d been on a different label, 
then it wouldn’t be an issue. We loved 
Dischord, but we felt that a label with more 
resources would be better for us. We know 
why we did it, and yes there is a certain de- 
gree of — I won't call it mercenary intent 
— but it was a matter of self-preservation. 
It’s not like we’re sitting around going, 
‘Man, we need to make a million bucks so 
let’s write some glam-rock songs and get 
hair extensions.’ We’re not going to turn 
into Winger. We didn’t even set out looking 
for a major. Things just clicked when we 
spoke to Atlantic because they were really 
receptive to the idea of us doing things our 
way. And essentially we’re going to keep 
running things the way we always have.” 

Adds bassist Kim Coletta, who founded 
the band with Robbins in 1989, “Here we 
are crunched into a van that’s a little too 
small, doing low-door-price shows and 
sleeping on people’s floors. . . . I have to 
laugh because it feels very much the same 
to me. The only difference I’ve noticed is 
that we’re getting a little more publicity. 
And that’s wonderful, because it can be re- 
ally frustrating when you tour and then two 
weeks later you get a letter asking when 
you’re playing Pittsburgh and you just 
played there.” 


Produced by the band and veteran 
Dischord producer Ted Niceley, Sweet- 
heart is a textured assault on the senses 
that relies on edgy, post-punk dissonance 
and the dynamic, tension-filled backbone 
provided by Coletta and drummer Zach 
Barocas. On the surface, the tightly 
wound, call-and-response rhythm guitar 
outbursts of Robbins and Bill Barbot and 
Robbins’s raw, strident vocal delivery re- 
call the strident punk of Fugazi and early 
Gang of Four. But songs like “Savory” 
and “Cooling Card” are buoyed by a 
warm, inviting melodic undercurrent that 
continually surfaces. 

Sweetheart offers plenty in the way of 
pure, aggressive punk spirit. “FF=66” is 
a fiery schizophrenic rant with the anti- 
commercial refrain “Just want to find a 
way not to be what gets sold to me.” The 
thrashy “Breathe” features Barocas spit- 
ting out strings of words Joe Strummer- 
style while Robbins provides a tuneful 
Mick Jones countermelody. But Jawbox 
prove themselves more than capable of 
expanding on the DC punk formula with 
the moody, poetic collage of “Green 
Glass” and the hypnotic mid-tempo din 
of “Savory.” 

Jawbox’s lyrics touch on many of the so- 
cial and political topics you’d expect from a 
band who grew up around Fugazi. “Sa- 
vory” deals with sexism and the objectifica- 
tion of women; “Is/mft,” named for the 
logo on the bottom of Lucky Strike 
cigarette packs, draws from a newspaper 
account of an abusive relationship to tackle 
the larger issue of misogyny. Robbins is 
also inspired by J.G. Ballard (“Motorist”), 
poet William Carlos Williams (“FF=66”), 
and more ambiguous sources. As he puts it, 
“I hate didactic songs. Some of my lyrics 
are literally collages and I think it’s inter- 
esting to see what people do with words 
when they’re used in those terms. I like 
putting the listeners into a strange situa- 
tion, like an abusive relationship, and then 
seeing how they react.” 

For the time being, though, Robbins is 
getting more reactions to Jawbox’s major- 
label status than to the songs on the album. 
And he and the rest of the band are trying 


to keep the issue in some perspective. “It | 


could be a debacle for us, and that’s why 
we’re determined to maintain control over 
all of our affairs. | mean, there’s the classic 
situation where a band doesn’t recoup all 
the money the label spent on them before 
their contract is up and they get dumped. 
For us that wouldn’t necessarily be a 
tragedy, it would just be another interesting 
development.”

Producer Laswell makes 
magic with Material

very couple years, a new al- 
bum hits the stores sporting 
the brand name “Material.” 
When you see this name, 
you can expect adventurous 
music of high quality. But if you want to 
know what kind of music, the name won’t 
help at all. The huge cast of players who 
make up Material changes almost com- 
pletely from one album to the next, and so 
does the stuff they’re playing. 

Seven Souls (1989) sets the acerbic mus- 
ings of William Burroughs to a grand Is- 
lamic soundscape. The Third Power (1991) 
explores the outer zones of deep funk and 
dub reggae. The latest installment, Halluci- 
nation Engine (Axiom), is a dazzling collage 
of styles: modal jazz, early-’70s fusion, In- 
dian and Chinese classical, Moroccan 
trance, hip-hop. It’s anyone’s guess what 
the next Material album will sound like. 

The one constant in this amorphous col- 
lective has been bassist/composer/producer 
Bill Laswell, whose credits range from play- 
ing bass and producing the high-octane 
avant-improv collective Last Exit to making 
albums for Motérhead and Mick Jagger. 
For Material, he brings the musicians to- 
gether, collaborates with them, records 
them, then painstakingly stitches all the 
seemingly unrelated threads he’s gathered, 
emerging with a composite that sounds un- 
predictable and inevitable. The original 
ideas may have been improvised, but the fi- 
nal product is meticulously studio-crafted. 

Ask Laswell what makes a Material al- 
bum and he'll deny everything. “The only 
common theme of all those records is the 


name on the cover,” he says over the phone 
from Toronto, where he’s producing a 
group called King Cobb Steelie. “And that 
name’s just there because it’s there. I put 
out records and I put names on them, but I 
don’t have an advance plan about which 
record gets which name. It’s not meant to 
be judged as a band product; I don’t re- 
spect the idea of a band. The experience of 
creating is what’s important, not its label.” 
It took three years, 18 musicians, and 
five studios (one in Madras) to create Hal- 


lucination Engine. “It was just a mass of 


tape. I collected thines for a long time. 
Some pieces \vere © \ginally intended for 
other project we put them togeth- 
er, we mutated performances, adding ele- 
ments that had nothing to do with that 
music. We took ithe approach that no piece 
has an absolute form, that you can take 
_anything apart. Sometimes the results 
don’t sound like the source material at all. 
In fact, some of the music may appear 
again in another form; maybe it'll be rec- 
ognizable, maybe not.” 

Hallucination Engine, like Seven Souls, 
is full of Eastern atmosphere. Guest vocal- 
ist Fahim Dandan brings the mosque to 
you, Shankar and Simon Shaheen con- 
tribute exotic violin, and Zakir Hussain 
and Trilok Gurtu help make up a small 
percussion battalion. More surprising are 
the hints of ’70s fusion sprinkled through- 
out. The presence of Wayne Shorter partly 
explains this new twist. On “Black Light,” 
his darting soprano lines suggest Miles cir- 
ca On the Corner; “Cucumber Slumber 
(Fluxus Mix)” is an overhaul of a Weather 
Report classic, featuring both live and 
sampled Wayne. Laswell didn’t intend to 
make a fusion statement. “I wouldn’t say 


fusion was that important to me, though I 
remember certain fragments. But that 
sound just fell into place this time.” 

Wayne and Miles aren’t the only jazz ref- 
erences here. Coltrane and Prime Time—era 
Ornette also show up, in Jonas Hellborg’s 
stately rendition of Coltrane’s “Naima” and 
every Sly Dunbar backbeat, respectively. All 
these bits of aural history add up to a kind of 
pan-cultural mood music with enticing hints 
of melody, odd segues, and eerie tonalities 
that at times wouldn’t sound out of place on 
an ambient house collection (of course, 
Laswell was mixing beats and atmospherics 
long before anyone thought of the genre). In 
general, though, it’s too intelligent, the mu- 
sic too rich in content, for that scene. 


You won’t hear its creator saying this, 
however. Laswell doesn’t give interviews 
often — he doesn’t like post-mortems. 
During our conversation, he seems irritat- 
ed to have to talk about past projects; to 
him, work completed is not worth dis- 
cussing. When there’s so much more to 
do, looking back is a waste of time, no 
matter how great your achievements. 

“To me, music is a total mystery, and | 
prefer to keep it that way. All the knowledge 
about how it’s put together, where it comes 
from, who did what, is useless to me. I'd 
much rather get to the point of creativity. I 
just try to forget it all, bypass the brain, and 
experience the sound. If someone else is lis- 
tening too, then that’s a pleasure.” OQ

es, the rumors are true: the 

fab four really are working 

together again. The smart 

one, the cute one, and the 

friendly drummer have been 
quietly laying down tracks in the studio, 
and they’re about to release their first new 
songs in years. They may even be on the 
road before long, sounding as great as 
they did in the 60s. 

By the way, I hear that the ex-Beatles 
are thinking of doing something too. But 
the real news is that NRBQ are intact, at 
least for the time being. Rumors over the 
past few months had the band breaking up 
(definitely not); bassist Joey Spampinato 
joining the Rolling Stones (apparently 
considered for about a week); and gui- 
tarist Al Anderson quitting to do songwrit- 
ing and session work (still a possibility, but 
not yet). For the moment the band are ral- 
lying behind one of their increasingly in- 
frequent studio albums, Message for the 
Mess Age (Rhino/Forward). 

Keep in mind that NRBQ on stage and 
in the studio are two different animals, 
and that for all the (justified) hoopla about 
their being the world’s greatest bar band, 
they’ve yet to release a definitive studio al- 
bum. Of their ’80s output (most of it on 
live albums), 1988’s Diggin’ Uncle Q 
(recorded partly at Lupo’s in Providence) 
was the best at capturing their uniqueness, 
with some lovely jazz improvs and on- 
stage goofs (a karaoke version of Billy 
Joel’s “Just the Way You Are”) in the 
midst of some wild rock and roll. In the 
studio they play it more down the middle, 
coming off as a great pop group with more

reference points than most. 
By that standard, Message for the Mess 
Age — like its predecessor, 1989’s Wild 
Weekend (Virgin) — works fine. The new 
material is solid, and a couple of live fa- 
vorites finally get recorded; the only real 
fault is its shortage of over-the-top rockers 
(I would’ve ditched the ballad “Ramona” 
to make room for one). Even though 
they’re playing live-in-studio, the band 
streamline their arrangements more than 
they do on stage. Terry Adams plays 
quick, tasteful keyboard solos instead of 
pounding everything that doesn’t run 
away, and Anderson never gets to unleash 
a full-throttle guitar solo. Which makes 
the album something of a compromise, but 
a mighty enjoyable one. 
True to the title, most of the new 
numbers are more overt message songs 
than anything else in NRBQ’s cata- 
logue. “(I Wanna Be Your) Des- 
ignated Driver” is supposedly a 
response to drunk driving 
(sounds like a love song to me), 
but there’s no mistaking the 
peace-and-love sentiments in 
“Everybody Thinks I’m Crazy” 
or the advice for teenagers in 
“Advice for Teenagers.” Fortu- 
nately, they’re smart enough to 
know that a lyric like “Peace i 
the world and a world 
peace/Seems I heard that some

needs a sprightly rockabilly setting to 
make it sound truly optimistic instead of 
just dippy. 

The band’s unofficial leader, Adams at- 
tributes the new lyrical direction to a 
change in his writing pattern. NRBQ’s 
three songwriters had worked separately in 
the past, but Adams and Spampinato col- 
laborated on eight of the new songs (An- 
derson wrote three others). “Because we 
wrote together, we were more critical of 
the lyrics and thought about them a little 
more than usual,” Adams points out over 
the phone. “Sometimes I’d get the spark 
for a song and Spampinato would have the 
ability to stay with it.” 

All well and good, but the most defini- 
tive NRBQ song here is the most irrelevant 

ne: “Spampinato” is a jolly little sing- 
along, with drunk-sounding New Orleans 
horns, about how to spell and pronounce 
Joey’s last name. “Won’t you just write it 
down,” Adams sings, “Cause it sounds like 


it looks/And it looks like it sounds.” It’s 
no small feat to build a chorus this catchy 
around a name this unwieldy. 
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There may eventually be two Spamp- 
inatos in NRBQ, depending on whether 
Anderson stays or goes. The Incredible 
Casuals’ Johnny Spampinato (brother of 
Joey) has filled in on some recent dates, 
including their Conan O’Brien appear- 
ance. He’s good, but it would still be a 
loss. The hulking Big Al has always been 
the band’s link to lowlife rock and roll. His 
“A Little Bit of Bad” is the new album’s 
only song about sex (Terry and Joey’s 
“Girl Scout Cookies” is, amazingly, not a 
double entendre). “He’s grown tired of the 
road,” Adams says. “When Al toured with 
Carlene Carter last year we played without 
him. But I can’t tell you one way or anoth- 
er if anybody’s going to replace him, be- 
cause we don’t know ourselves.” 

Not making plans remains an NRBQ 
tradition that extends to their time-honored 
practice of playing live without a set list. 
Adams explains: “We play for the moment. 
I know that we’re a different band in Texas 
than we are in New York. We’re affected 
by everything, even the plant life. The ap- 
proach I like for music is that it’s always 
possible for you to be better than you ever 
thought you could be, and it’s also eater 
that you’ll completely stink.”

Marty Stuart upholds country 
tradition without tears

t’s telling that Marty Stuart calls 

what he does “hillbilly music,” with 

neither an apology nor a wink. 

Stuart can sound like “real” coun- 

try — as he does on his plaintive, 
fatalistic cover of Chris Hillman and 
Gram Parsons’s “Wheels” and the just- 
short-of-tearjerking ballad “That’s What 
Love’s About,” both off his bracing new 
Love and Luck (MCA) — but he’s too 
plugged into rock and roll to play the 
country crooner. He wants to be hip- 
shaking and soul-stirring, even as he con- 
jures humble country roots. 

Stuart’s calling his music hillbilly — a 
term that seems hewn out of a hickory 
stick — is an act of rebellion and of re- 
spect; he’s reminding us that contempo- 
rary country’s roots are nothing to be 
ashamed of. Hillbilly is a word the country 
cognoscenti of the ’60s despised; it repre- 
sented everything that glopmeisters like 
slick-as-a-cat’s-ass producer Billy Sherrill 
were scrambling to get away from. But it 
also captures the naked energy of honky- 
tonks and road houses, places where you 
could get slashed with a broken bottle in a 
brawl or find yourself virtually swept into 
the clouds by a Hank Williams ballad. Stu- 
art knows there’s dirt tangled in the roots 
of country, dirt that’s mixed up and mud- 
died with the possibility of heaven. 

Love and Luck nestles comfortably 
enough in the country tradition, but Stuart 
isn’t Out to reiterate the canon. Even if it’s 
the devil making him do it, he’s just got to 
widen the loop of country music to include 
rock and roll, blues, church music, a pinch 
of free jazz. His voice is supple and rich as 
stretch velvet, with just enough twang. 
And the songs on Love and Luck have a 
raw, roughhewn quality; he’s got a thing 
for a good beat, and his lyrics are sturdy 
and plainspoken — he’s not much for 
clever word play. 

But Stuart’s music, even at its most 
starkly traditional, has sophistication built 
in instead of ladled on. A ballad like 
“That’s When You’ll Know It’s Over” 
could slip right into a Top 40 country-ra- 
dio slot and still hang onto its integrity. 
It’s hard to pin down exactly how he pulls 
it off. The lyrics are simple and sweet, but 
he dirties them up just enough. His voice 
has a smoky, heavy-hearted quality, but 
it’s understated; he’s too much of a manly 
man to let himself get overwrought. Part 
of what makes the song work is that Stuart 
(who co-produced Love and Luck with 


Tony Brown) knows how to balance the 
elements of a ballad; there are strings, and 
there’s some sort of horn-sounding elec- 
tronic thing, but their sounds are muted, 
swaying in the background like wisps of 
seaweed instead of glomming into the 
song’s crevices like pond ooze. 

It probably doesn’t hurt that Stuart also 
has a knack for freshening up the battered 
old trappings of traditional country song- 
writing. The title track is about a father 
giving advice to his son, but Stuart man- 
ages to sidestep the gush those songs usu- 
ally sink into. That’s largely because he’s 
out-and-out randy — and it’s not the coy, 
eyelash-batting kind of randiness that tra- 
ditional country so often wraps up in a 
cotton-candy cocoon. In Love and Luck, 
when Stuart sings about being “ready to 
love every blue-eyed girl,” he sounds as if 
his hormones were wound up and ready to 
go. His father knows just what to do: in- 
stead of giving him gentle, boring, cau- 
tionary advice, he makes an oblique sug- 
gestion (“Life’s a treasure, so go dig it 
up”) that’s not exactly a license to misbe- 
have, but a breezy game plan with escape 
hatches built into it. 

Stuart cut his teeth playing with Johnny 
Cash and Lester Flatt, and it shows in his 
solid guitar and mandolin picking. His 
wheels are pretty well greased on the light- 
ning-fast banjo-and-mandolin instrumen- 
tal “Marty Stuart Visits the Moon.” The 
melody sounds like one of those ballads 
about a heartbroken girl who goes out and 
drowns herself on a moonless night, but it 
moves along with the panicky speed of a 
catching-up-to-schedule freight train. The 
end is the weirdest part: the song skids to 
a stop and you hear crickets chirping and 
a mandolin being plucked, samisen-style, 
in a spacy arc of sound that could have 
been lifted out of a Sun Ra performance. 
Even if Stuart is being weird for weird- 
ness’s sake, he seems to be having a ball, 
trying out a sound like a new toy. 

In fact, the only song that falls flat here 
is Billy Joe Shaver’s “If I Give My Soul.” 
When Stuart sings “If I give my soul to Je- 
sus, will she take me back again?” the 
words ring hollow — he doesn’t sound 
grizzled or world-weary enough to need to 
make a deal with the Big J. To judge from 
his sultry, spidery cover of Slim Harpo’s 
“Shake Your Hips,” he doesn’t want to 
make that deal just yet. He’d rather be 
courting eternal damnation — or maybe 
just carving out another kind of heaven. O

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**x* Roy Hargrove & Antonio 
Hart, THE TOKYO SESSIONS 
(Novus). If Hargrove and Hart are 
more of a kick than your average 
neo-trads, it’s probably because 
they manage to be thoughtful and 
unbuttoned. Working with a pro- 
gram of hard-bop standards and 
using instrumental attacks bor- 
rowed from trumpeter Clifford 
Brown and altoist Cannonball 
Adderley, respectively, these guys 
are always joyously themselves. 
There’s also the propulsion sup- 
plied by their complementary 
styles. Just check the opening, 
Oscar Pettiford’s “Bohemia After 
Dark.” Hart’s creamy long tones fol- 
low Hargrove’s brilliant, sputtering 
climax, and their trading of fours in 
the out chorus is a true conversa- 
tion rather than an alternation of 
rote licks. The same can be said for 
all their solos, which shape new 
songs from the changes. Hart’s alto 
hero may be Cannonball, but he 
encompasses Hodges and 
Coltrane as well. On “Work Song,” 
he unifies gutbucket growls and 
bebop figures. The Tokyo rhythm 
section of pianist Yutaka Shina, 
bassist Tomoyuki Shima, and 
drummer Masahiko Osaka play like 
the leaders’ old friends.

**x* Antonio Hart, FOR CAN- 
NONBALL AND WOODY (RCA/ 
Novus). Here Hart plays surefire 
tribute to the ebullient spirits of 
Cannonball Adderley and trum- 
peter Woody Shaw. He captures 
the edgy joy and sailing syntax of 

better (even on his new- 
found soprano sax) than do his 
more riper-sounding 
peers. His small-band charts deliv- 
er crackerjack, extroverted, big- 
boned nonet transformations of the 
Shaw classics “Organ Grinder” and 
“Woody |,” closing with a lovable, 
sweet-spirited “Rosewood” that 
finds everyone lifting off, particular- 
ly trumpeter Darren Barrett and 
pianist Mulgrew Miller. 

The scholarly Hart researches 
tunes deeply, and though his core 
quintet of youngsters come 
through, he hand-picks rhythm 
teams for each track and appoints 
cameos to estimable cornettist Nat 
Adderley (his brother’s co-leader) 
and former Shaw trombonists 
Steve Turre and Slide Hampton. 
Hart sets a party mood on “Sticks” 
and “Sack o’ Woe” (Nat Adderley 
gets a pert trumpet cameo on 
“Sack”). And Adderley veteran 
drummer Jimmy Cobb gives these 
two and Jimmy Heath's full yet 
fleet “Big P” a big boot. This tribute 
reflects the joie de vivre that 
Cannon and Woody shared.

**xx* Rush, COUNTEHPARTS 
(Atlantic). Swear to God, this is 
the best alternative/cutting-edge, 
metal/pop CD of the year so far. 
The fact that it was made by an 
arena band of 20 years’ standing 
is irrelevant, except that their 
experience gives them a larger 
bag of tricks. Instead of 

other bands’ '70s riffs, they can 
expand on their own. 

But that’s only a small part of 
what Rush do nowadays. 
Beginning with the excellent Presto 
in 1989, they largely threw out their 


-art-rock excesses from the '70s 


and their digitized approach from 
the '80s, and they picked up a sur- 
prising knack for impeccably craft- 
ed pop. Like that album, 
Counterparts is crammed with 
strong hooks and melodies, but this 
time they've thrown in more loud- 
guitar cheap thrills. Like most Rush 
records, it’s a concept album, and 
the unifying theme of interpersonal 
(or inner-personal) relationships 
allows for some intelligent looks at 
love and sex — the first time drum- 
mer/lyricist Neil Peart has 
either topic. “Animate,” 
the exhilarating opener, has to be 
the first arena rocker about a man 
dealing with his internal, female 
counterpart. Sign these guys up for 
Lollapalooza right away.

*x*x* The Veldt, AFRODISIAC 
(Mercury). The title of their first 
full-length album aside, North 
Carolina’s Veldt don’t really fit the 
“black rock” tag. Their focus is on 
making big music rather than big 
statements, and for that we should 
be grateful. Especially when the 
music's as rich as this, matching 
streetwise grooves with bold 
vocals and a lush sonic backdrop. 
Guitarist Danny Chavis thinks 
in terms of waves and clouds 
rather than notes and chords. 
Although his heavily effected 
approach comes out of standard 
Brit goth, the layers of fuzz and 
shimmering reverb sound particu- 
larly transcendent when they're 
backing someone who can actual- 
ly sing, Danny’s twin brother 
Daniel (confusion, anyone?). 
Songs like “You Take the World” 
and “Until You’re Forever” are not 
only catchy but suggest infinitely 
vast spaces in a manner worthy of 
U2. The Veldt do push the huge- 
anthem button more than is 
healthy, and sometimes they 
sound a little over-intoxicated by 
their own ideas. They're reaching 
for something, though, and that’s 


worth a lot.

** Black Sabbath, CROSS 
PURPOSES (I.R.S.). Black 
Sabbath’s many post-Ozzy 
Osbourne incarnations have built 
a strong case for the argument 
that Osbourne was indeed the 
band’s true visionary. Cross 
Purposes is no exception. With 
Tony Martin taking over the 
screaming chores from Ronnie 
James Dio, old-timer Geezer 
Butler operating on bass, and for- 
mer Rainbow drummer Bobby 
Rondinelli doing his best to 

out variations on the standard 
thundering, heavy-metal groove, 
master of ceremonies Tony lommi 
churns riff after turgid riff into 
songs that are virtually indistin- 
guishable from one another — or 
from anything on the band’s past 
dozen albums. 

Martin’s ominous crooning is far 
more pleasant than Dio’s abrasive 
squeal, and lommi does conjure up 
some imaginatively reworked 
riffage for “Virtual Death” and 
“Immaculate Deception.” But with 
song titles like “Cross of Thorns” 


seemed so dark/Pilgrims of sab- 
bocracy hear the hounds of heaven 
as they bark,” Black Sabbath have 


never seemed more like a real-life 
Spinal Tap. If they were kidding, it 
would be sheer genius.

Then Dicky Barrett gets on the 
mike in his patented coarse, 
aggressive, “ska-core” way, and 
his voice gets the message across 
more ferociously than Marley when 
he spits out “Control my temper, 
about to get hot” while the rest of 
the band keep the laid-back skank- 
ing groove. Outstanding horns and 
the Bosstones’ rough demonic 
edge make this a tribute Marley 
might have enjoyed. Four other 
tracks, including SSD’s “Police 
Beat,” mine previous albums.

American string worshippers Henry 
Kaiser and David Lindley have out- 
done themselves on this, their sec- 
ond compilation of recordings and 
collaborations with an extraordinary 
array of musicians from the Indian 
Ocean island of Madagascar. 
Whether it’s the tickling, harp-like 
valiha and poignant vocal har- 
monies of 72-year-old Rakoto Frah 
and young roots pop star Rossy or 
the raucous screams of lemur mon- 
keys over hip-hop drums on “Lemur 
Rap,” these tracks entertain. 
Lindley sings a beguiling version of 
Merle Haggard’s “I’m a Lonesome 
Fugitive” backed by the delicately 


plenty of unadul- 
terated Malagassy efforts here, 
notably “Sambo De Gera,” in 
which singers/guitarists Mahaleo 
and D’Gary offer swinging string 
work and haunting vocal har- 
monies, and “The Weicome Party,” 
a loopy confluence of celebratory 
horns from the Ramilison Hira- 
Gasy band. The selections favor 
the acoustic side of Malagassy

** 1/2 Kim Wilde, THE SINGLES 
COLLECTION 1981-1993 (MCA). 
Wilde can’t sing much, but she 
can talk fast, and speed gives her 
more command of the Donna 
Summer girl-group sound than 
Irene Cara (for example) ever had. 
With a lot of Giorgio Moroder—like 
production and help from family 
members Ricki and Matt Wilde, 
her 1981 singles “Kids in 
America,” “Water on Glass” (title 
says it all), and “Cambodia” (real- 
ly) flash and flip — electronically 
fast and vocally fast, like a whisk 
of girl-twirl disco through clubland. 
“Chequered Love” even closes 
with a jet streak as speedy as any 
NRG. Asian melodies and streaky, 
fantasy girlishness whirl through 
her 1982 singles “View from a 
Bridge” and “Child Come Away,” 
like dreams spinning out of orbit. 
Why, then, did she shift to the 
pre—Donna Summer, Asia-less girl 
pop of “You Keep Me Hangin’ On”? 
It initiated eight years of singles in 
which the weight of her producers’ 
musical exertions overturned her 
weightless voice. Not until 1993's 
“In My Life” did she rediscover her 
identity as a fast talker moving in a 
streaky world. I’m happy to wel- 
come Wilde back to her basics.

****x George Gershwin, THE 
PIANO ROLLS (Elektra None- 
such). George Gershwin never 
made a phonograph recording of 
his first big hit, “Swanee.” But you 
can now hear Gershwin himself 
performing it on a piano roll. Before 
the phonograph acquired absolute 
supremacy, before radio, this was 
one of the ways you could listen to 
famous people playing music in 
your home. The original reproduc- 
ing equipment was remarkably 
good. You can hear subtle changes 
of tempo and, even more remark- 
ably, dynamics. Of course, piano 
rolls never capture the nuances of 
rhythm that makes a live perfor- 
mance breathe — even at their 
most sophisticated, they inevitably 
sound mechanical. 

But Gershwin and his editors, 
especially a brilliant technician 
named Frank Milne, actually played 
with the technical possibilities. They 
“overdubbed” the original roll, 
adding extra notes that a single 
performer couldn't possibly play. 
They added a sly complexity that 
has its own special integrity. “Sweet 
and Lowdown” and “That Certain 
Feeling” hold up remarkably well 
compared with Gershwin’s actual 
phonograph recordings. 

From some 130 Gershwin rolls, 
a dozen of his rarest items have 
been selected for this CD — from 
his first published song, “When 
You Want ’Em You Can't Get ’Em, 
When You've Got ’Em You Don’t 
Want 'Em,” to an unpublished 
salon piece called “Novelette in 
Fourths.” There’s also Gershwin’s 
abbreviated version of “Rhapsody 
in Blue” and Frank Milne’s aston- 
ishing transcription of the com- 
plete “An American in Paris.” The 
realizations by Artis Wodehouse, 
with the help of computers, are the 
best piano-roll reproductions I've 


ever heard.

ACCOMPANIST 
(1993). Claude Miller's restrained, 
delicate, moving, and musically 
enchanting romance is about a 
love triangle as seen by a 
woman living in World War II 
Paris. It begins with a concert per- 
formance by opera singer Irene 
Brice, whose singing transports 
the listeners; what they don’t real- 
ize is that it’s ultimately more sat- 
isfying to bask in her voice than to 
genuflect forever in Irene’s ethere- 
al presence. Her husband Charles 
and her accompanist Sophie will 
learn that as the three escape 
from German occupation and set- 
tle in London. The film’s obvious 
weakness is its framing of 
Sophie’s adulation and sub- 
servience; Miller's manipulation is 
unnecessary in light of Romane 
Bohringer’s depiction of Sophie's 
repressed passion and un- 
ashamed voyeurism. Despite her 
performance, and Elena Safo- 
nova’s portrayal of Irene, it’s 
Bohringer’s real-life father, 
Richard, who steals the show as 
Charles: he portrays heartbreak 
and resignation with wordless elo- 
quence.

*x*x*xACE VENTURA, PET 
DETECTIVE (1994). After warm- 
ing up slowly, this no-brainer boils 
over into an exemplary stupid 
comedy. The obvious talent is Jim 
Carrey, an excellent stand-up and 
TV comedian, who made the right 
choice for his first lead role in a 
film. He’s the title character, a 
loony, surprisingly skilled, cock- 
sure “pet dick.” In the background, 
but no less impressive, are the tal- 
ents of Sean Young, Tone Loc, 
and the rest of a supporting cast 
who manage to keep a straight 
face in the presence of Carrey’s 
absurdity. The mystery Carrey 
investigates involves the Miami 
dolphin, Snowflake, the football 
team’s mascot. Many Dolphins 
make appearances; quarterback 
Dan Marino passes his screen test 
as deftly as he does the pigskin. 
As a bonus, there is some wise 
satire of action films, but this is 
mostly inanity for insanity’s sake.

And in this 
adaptation of Avra novel 
Angie, | Says, Geena Davis is the 
Oprah Diva. She struts, preens, 
wisecracks, cries, howls, screams, 
pants, and sobs in virtually every 
frame of this story about an Italian- 
American woman who finds her- 
self pregnant and chooses not to 
marry the father, to the mild con- 
sternation of her family and 
friends. The first half of the film is 
loose, shambling, and funny, 
boasting fine work by Davis and 
Stephen Rea, among others. The 
second half is laden with symbol- 
ism, and as it descends dishonest- 
ly into solipsism, you may wish 
Angie would tell that inner child to 
go play in traffic.

**xBLANK CHECK (1994). This 
shameless take-off on Home 
Alone, complete with evil crooks 
and violent slapstick gags, pro- 
jects any kid’s dreams onto the 
screen — larger than life. When 
penniless Preston Waters, played 
by charming Brian Bonsall, gets a 
blank check from a money laun- 
derer/ prison escapee (Miguel 
Ferrer) who nearly runs him down, 
he cashes it for $1 million — too 
much for the bad guys, but perfect 
for Preston. While Ferrer and com- 
pany chase after him, he spends 
the moolah in six days under an 
alias. Ultimately, there’s a “valu- 
able lesson” to be learned, and it 


comes off sappy and sticky sweet, 
but there’s also an irresistibly 
warm and fuzzy side to this film — 
it is, after ali, Disney. Copley

BLUE (Krzysztof Kie- 
slowski, 1993). The films of direc- 
tor Krzysztof Kieslowski, such as 
The Double Life of Véronique, 
often employ the simplest and 
purest of cinematic means to 
explore the most fundamental 
human problems. Here, the prob- 
lems are mortality and fate, and 
whether love and art can triumph 
despite them. Setting up the strug- 
gle is a car crash that devastates 
Julie DeCourcy (Juliette Binoche) 
by taking the lives of her husband 
and daughter. In reaction, she 
tries to drop out of life, selling her 
possessions, loosing human ties. 
But she can’t escape; when life 
knocks incessantly on her door, 
she must answer. Kieslowski’s 
chief collaborator here is Binoche, 
on whom the camera lingers in 
close-up, her blue-black hair fram- 
ing a sublime blue-white face that 
contains everything, and nothing. 
It's an image of pathos, strength, 
and redemption. Charles. 

**1/2 BLUE CHIPS (1994). In 
college sports, corruption comes 
with the territory, so it’s no big deal 
when Western University basket- 
ball coach Pete Bell (Nick Nolte) 
bends under the pressure to build 
a winning program. As he goes 
into a gradual, hypocritical decline 
— with Nolte effectively playing to 
audience sympathies throughout 
— various perspectives on his 
descent are enacted by Mary 
McDonnell as his ex-wife, Ed 
O'Neill as a sportswriter, and Alfre 
Woodard as the mother of one of 
Pete’s star recruits. Screenwriter 
Ron Shelton, who based his White 
Men Can’t Jump on a playground 
scene cut from this film, and direc- 
tor William Friedkin clearly know 
their hoops; there are fun cameos 
by Indiana University coach Bobby 
Knight and former Celtics Bob 
Cousy and Larry Bird, plus 
respectable movie debuts by NBA 
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Stars Penny Hardaway and 
Shaquille O’Neal. Too bad what 
| Blue Chips really wants to grab 
you with is Pete’s moral dilemma, 
which is less compelling than a 
postgame show during the Final 
Four.

**xTHE CHASE (1994). Was this 
meant as a comic spoof or just 
simple-minded tripe? Probably 
tripe, but you’ll enjoy it more as a 
spoof. Charlie Sheen plays a 
falsely accused bankrobber, with 
Kristy Swanson as the hostage/ 
love interest caught up in his 
escape. Both offer up formulaic, 
predictable performances made 
irrelevant by the ludicrous chain of 
events that pass for a plot, the 
spectacular car crashes, and the 
hilarious jabs at the media's infatu- 
ation with “hard news” programs. 
(Rescue 911 gets lampooned 
when a blood-hungry film crew fol- 
lows the antics of a power-hungry 
cop portrayed with ironic excess 
by cult rock icon Henry Rollins.)

What's strange is that Orion 
ever brought this two-year-old film 
out of storage. Bodine is a homi- 
cide detective who prides himself 
on catching murderers, but he 
soon finds himself using his crime- 
solving techniques to cover up evi- 
dence that suggests Rachel mur- 
dered her abusive wealthy hus- 
band. The police/action part of the 
story builds some suspense, only 
to dash it at the end with an unbe- 
lievable and confusing plot twist. 
Along the way there’s unbearably 
sappy, romance-novel dialogue 
and clueless acting that wallows 
between bathos and inertia, mak- 
ing it obvious why Madeleine 
Stowe decided to disown this film.

CHINATOWN (1974). 
Working from an intricate script by 
Robert Towne, Roman Polanski 
fashioned a gripping, morbid 
thriller about a gumshoe (Jack 
Nicholson) who takes on a routine 
adultery case and stumbles upon 
the San Fernando Valley water 
scandals of the ‘30s — a web of 
corruption so huge it’s ensnared 
all of Southern California. 
Chinatown, perhaps more than 
any. of the political melodramas of 
the post-Watergate ‘70s, captures 
the cynicism and despair of an era 
in ahich the rich and powerful had 
become our new, all-consuming 
scapegoats, but the movie also 
gives in to that.cynicism. Polanski 
changed the hopeful ending of 
Towne’s script to something much 
more shocking, and he seals it all 
with his gargoyle’s grin. The movie 
doesn’t let you go, and it leaves 
you a little sick. With Faye 
Dunaway and John Huston.

CYBERPUNK (1994). Finally, 
cyber in a form the rest of us dum- 
mies can understand: film docu- 
mentary. Some of the forefathers 
in the mid-altering technology 
business, like Timothy Leary and 
William Gibson, appear in this 
introduction to the rowdies of the 
information superhighway. Brattle. 


*DANGEROUS GAME (1993). “I 
need dese t’ings!!” says the doltish 
actor (James Russo) who can’t 
Say no to sex, drugs, booze, or idi- 
otic dialogue. After creating a stir 
with Bad Lieutenant, Abel Ferrara 
might have called this film Bad 
Director — not because it’s the 
story of a filmmaker who sinks into 
the moral abyss he makes movies 
about, but because Dangerous 
Game just plain sucks. Like 
| Fellini's 8-1/2, Game is a movie 
about making a movie. The tor- 
mented director is played by 
Harvey Keitel, and he’s no 
Marcello Mastroianni. He’s not 
even Harvey Keitel — he doesn't 
take his pants off. His film within 
the film features a sado-masochis- 
tic relationship with Madonna, 
who, incredibly, provides the pic- 
ture’s best performance as a 
testosterone-persecuted actress. 
Unlike Bad Lieutenant, with its 
camp excess, this Game is taken 
with deadly seriousness, and the 
result may have you gaping in dis- 
belief and embarrassment.

**x*x1/2 DAZED AND CON- 
FUSED (1993). Writer-director 
Richard Linklater turns his non- 
judgmental, wry documentarian 
eye to the post-Nixon era in the 
same way he did to the post- 
Reagan era in Slacker. On his way 
| to capturing the entire sociology of 
| a disaffected class of young peo- 
ple, Linklater follows the meander- 
ings of about two dozen kids over 
| an 18-hour period that begins dur- 
| ing the last day of school before 
the summer of '76. Drugs, alcohol, 
and music bind them, bringing 
together the star quarterback, who 


isn’t sure he should sign the 
coach's anti-drug pledge, and a 
freshman hazing victim, who grad- 
uates to enjoy his first taste of 
high-school life. They cruise, scuf- 
fle, romance, and party their way 
toward minor epiphanies that will 
resonate with anyone who’s ever 
survived an American public high 
school.

**x*x *xDEEP COVER (1992). 
With its cinematic bravura, mercu- 
rial performances, and visual and 
narrative exuberance, this movie 
established director Bill Duke and 
Michael Tolkin (who wrote the film 
with Henry Bean) as two of the 
most exciting new talents in 
Hollywood, though they haven't 
followed it up. Laurence Fishburne 
plays a cop whose father was 
brought down by his drug habit; he 
himself is offered a chance to go 
undercover and narc on a high- 
level drug dealer. He works his 
way into a drug labyrinth, pairing 
up with an attorney/wanna-be 
dope kingpin (Jeff Goldblum) and 
falling for an art dealer/money 
launderer (Victoria Dillard). 
Fishburne’s deadpan cool broods 
on the disgrace of black men cut 
down in their prime; Goidblum’s 
ironic exhilaration keeps 
Fishburne afloat. Harvard Film

**x*x*xDOUBLE INDEMNITY 
(1944). Barbara Stanwyck, in a 
sensational blond wig, and Fred 
MacMurray, giving easily his best 
performance, are Phyllis Dietrich- 
son and Walter Neff, the 
quintessential film noir couple, in 
this startlingly witty film noir of 
James M. Cain’s novel. Stanwyck 
is fabulous as the femme fatale 
who’s at the heart of all of Cain’s 
fiction. She persuades Mac- 
Murray, an insurance agent, to 
help her kill her husband and col- 
lect the financial benefits; the 
director, Billy Wilder, trains his 
camera on her face while 
MacMurray commits the murder. 
Edward G. Robinson plays the 
claims investigator (MacMurray’s 
boss) who solves the crime. 
Raymond Chandler collaborated 
with Wilder on the adaptation, and 
the dialogue really sparks. Based 
(loosely) on a 1927 murder case in 
Queens; the movie originally 
ended with Neff's execution, but 
Wilder cut that scene before 
release.

***1/2 FAREWELL MY CON- 
CUBINE (1993). This Cannes 
Golden Palm winner by Chen 
Kaige is a pop epic, dense, dizzy- 
ing, intoxicating, and messy, at 
once brutally candid and hope- 
lessly romantic. It covers Chinese 
history from the 1920s to the 
1970s, as experienced by Dieyi 
(Leslie Cheung) and Xiaolou 
(Zhang Fengyi), lifelong friends 
who are the stars of a Peking 
Opera troupe. The film takes its 
title from the pair's signature 
opera, in which Dieyi is a concu- 
bine who’d rather die than leave 
the side of the fallen king, Xiaolou. 
Off stage, the situation is as des- 
perate: Dieyi has an unrequited 
crush on Xiaolou, who falls in love 
instead with the prostitute Juxian 
(Gong Li). Mixed with this ménage 
is constant political strife, Peking 
Opera’s demise, and questions 
about how high art is achieved — 
Dieyi and Xiaolou must survive 
torture to create it. As director 
Chen has found in the censoring 
of his films by the Chinese govern- 
ment, Farewell suggests ruefully 
that art is inextricably bound to 
history and politics.

**x*x*xTHE FRENCH CONNEC- 
TION (1971). William Friedkin’s 
eerie, jacked-up, nasty-cop-in- 
New-York drama remains a defini- 
tive urban thriller. As Popeye 
Doyle, Gene Hackman does what 
amounts to a magnificent vaude- 
ville turn. Rattling off obscenities 
and knocking off minorities, he 
makes being a jerk mesmerizing. 
Featuring the justly famous car- 
versus-subway chase and 
Fernando Rey as an irresistibly 
suave heroin smuggler. Brattle. 
**xxTHE FUGITIVE (1993). In 
this Academy Award-nominated 
version of the "60s TV show, 
Richard Kimble (Harrison Ford) is 
still trying to clear himself in his 
wife’s murder, and his flight from 
the US marshal (Tommy Lee 
Jones) obsessed with bagging him 
leads him into a prosthetics lab, 
through underground sewer pipes, 
and over the top of a gigantic 
reservoir. Ford plays Kimble as a 
likable Everyman, compensating 
for lack of paranoia with a kind of 
sheepish innocence and nerves of 
steel. And Jones makes a worthy 
opponent. This is an action fiim 
that has both head and heart; if it’s 
short on psychological underpin- 
ning, it has a surplus of intelligent 
visual verve. Arlington Capitol. 


* x GREEDY (1994). Michael J. 
Fox's predilection for light come- 
dies with heavy messages contin- 
ues unabated in this scattershot, 
screwball saga of a failed pro 
bowler who gets drawn into a 
loathsome family’s squabble over 


their Uncle Joe’s estate. The twist 
is that the irascible Joe (Kirk 
Douglas) hasn’t quite passed on 
yet; in fact, he’s very much alive 
and kicking around with a blonde 
bombshell played by Olivia d’Abo. 
That doesn’t stop a legion of bum- 
bling relatives, including Phil 
Hartman and Ed Begley Jr., from 
trying to one-up one another in a 
shameless and amusing campaign 
to get written into the will. The ini- 
tially idealistic Fox becomes 
embroiled in a ridiculous web of 
intrigue and deception that pro- 
vides plenty in the way of one-in- 
ers and sight gags but little in the 
way of compelling drama.

**1/2 GUARDING TESS (1994). 
Secret Service man Nicolas Cage 
must guard feisty former First 
Lady Shirley MacLaine in this 
amusing but uneven hybrid of 
Driving Miss Daisy and In the Line 
of Fire. The best moments come 
during the first half: from the fric- 
tion between Cage and MacLaine, 
and from slices of day-to-day life 
with the Secret Service (a trip to 
the supermarket is particularly 
funny).

As always, Wiseman refuses 
explicit comment on what his cam- 
era so unblinkingly observes, but 
his point of view is clear.

The high school’s 
minions claim they are building 
strong, concerned adults, but what 
they’re really doing is training 
them to bow to authority.

IN THE NAME OF THE 
FATHER (1994). The true story of 
Gerry Conlon, a Belfast punk 
wrongfully convicted of being an 
IRA terrorist, is turned into the 
best sort of political movie. Jim 
Sheridan’s Academy Award—nomi- 
nated film, based on Conlion’s 
book Proved Innocent, is not a 
partisan polemic but the story of 
an individual confronted by a politi- 
cal system and changing it or 
being changed by it. In fact, 
Conlon fights various systems — 
of Britain, of the IRA, of his family. 
Eventually, the film’s focus is 
Gerry's relationship with his father, 
how the two are imprisoned in the 
same cell; and Gerry is forced to 
choose between nihilism and 
hope. Director Jim Sheridan 
achieves this with a seething 
intensity, and he gets superb work 
from Daniel Day-Lewis, as Gerry, 
and Pete Postlethwaite, as his da. 
The pair forge in their benighted, 
indomitable characters the uncre- 
ated conscience of their race.

*&*k*1/2 JU DOU (1991). Master 
director Zhang Yimou (Raise the 
Red Lantern) tells the story of a 
bartered bride, Ju Dou (Gong Li), 
married to a man who has already 
brutalized two wives to death in an 
effort to produce an heir. But she 
attracts the attention of the man’s 
obeisant nephew (Li Baotian) and 
later seduces him. When Ju Dou 
becomes pregnant, the power of 
her husband declines and she 
flaunts her infidelity to him while 
maintaining a charade of a happy 


family. This stunning neo-noir, set | 


mostly in a small fabric-dyeing fac- 
tory that is all wood, water, and 
color, is about the rage, desire, 
and pathos repressed beneath the 
everyday surface of things; the 
imagery itself is suffused with 
poignant energy.

* JURASSIC PARK (1993). 
Steven Spielberg's film of Michael 
Crichton’s bestseller is the most 
spectacular special-effects movie 
ever made, and one of the most 
exciting, visceral, and hilarious 
amusement-park rides ever com- 
mitted to film, so it hardly matters 
that normal essentials like charac- 
ter, plot, and theme look like 
endangered species. Richard 
Attenborough is the billionaire 
impresario who, with a team of 
genetic engineers, brings 
dinosaurs to life in a theme park 
off the coast of Costa Rica. Jeff 
Goldblum (playing his part with off- 
the-wall wit) is the mathematician 
who insists something has to go 
wrong; Sam Neill and Laura Dern 
are the scientists touring the island 
to give Attenborough their impri- 
matur.

Wife Miranda (Sally Field, 
performing a thankless role with 
aplomb), weary of being the only 
adult in the family, terminates the 
marriage and gets custody of the 
kids. What’s a good-time dad to do 
if he wants to see his kids more 
often?

Tiresome 
antics ensue as Daniel-in-drag 
keeps tabs on the kids and his 
wife’s new man (Pierce Brosnan) 
while somehow keeping the house 
clean and avoiding gender detec- 
tion.

The 
scene in which he requests that

In an 
astonishing performance, Holly 
Hunter stars as Ada, a mute 
woman sent to the backwoods of 
19th-century New Zealand as the 
mail-order bride of the puritanical 
Stewart (Sam Neill).

(Anna Paquin) and a piano. When 
Stewart won't take the piano to his 
home, his uncouth neighbor 
Baines (Harvey Keitel) takes it 
himself; then Baines hires Ada for 
piano lessons that lead to sexual 
favors and, eventually, intense 
love scenes that are triumphs of 
female sexuality.

working as a servant at a middie- 
class home, and it introduces an 
astonishingly mature new director, 
Vietnamese expatriate Tran Anh 
Hung.

For one, there is the 
delicious of Benoit 
Delhomme depicting the lush atmo- 
sphere of the home through which 
Mui, an ever-curious template for 
experience who seemingly wants 
nothing for herself, leads us like a 
household sprite; it is a place of 
ripe fruit and green leaves filled 
with the sounds of the father’s gui- 
tar playing but also with strange 
silences. The family’s quiet calm 
turns tragic when the father runs off 
revelations this precipitates and the 
fate that awaits Mui are not what 
makes this film fascinating. Rather 
it’s the way Tran explores the uni- 
verse of the home through its 
microclimates. The human ele- 
ments exist to give relief to the 
film’s exquisite visual and aural 
architecture.

kSCHINDLER’S LIST (1993). 
Steven Spielberg has put aside 
childish things — fantasy, sentimen- 
tality, special effects — and con- 
fronted the demons and desires that 
have lingered beneath some of the 
slickest and most successful enter- 
tainments in cinema. Here he does 
not pose salvation in the heavens or 
evil in the depths; he’s located both 
in the human heart and in a histori- 
cal reality. The screenplay, an adap- 
tation by Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story of 
Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), the 
opportunistic capitalist and Nazi 
Party member who 

into one of the greatest humanitari- 
an heroes of World War II: his “lst” 
is a compilation of the names of 
1100 Jewish laborers ransomed 
from Hitler's Final Solution. Beside 
Schindler for much of the film are 
either Itzhak Stern (Ben Kingsley), 
his financial and spiritual accoun- 
tant, or Amon Goeth (Ralph 
Fiennes), a genial monster who 
rules his labor camp with a cruelty 
that is both capricious and methodi- 
cal; Goeth allows Schindler to come 
to grips with his inner beast, even 
as Stern evokes his inner angel.

/ last winter observed the Snow on a spree 
with the north west wind; 
And it put me out of conceit of fences and 
imaginary lines.

Walt did not ski. Still, 100 years ago, he 
knew the therapeutic powers of snow — how it 
can satisfy our urge to leave behind fences, jobs, 
and hassles, if only temporarily. 

But winter won’t last forever, though it may 
have seemed otherwise to New Englanders this 
year. Most ski areas will close sometime in the 
middle of April. A few of the larger, more 
sprawling establishments, however, will operate 
through the first week of May. 

In March, New England ski areas come alive 
with events, sunshine, and soft snow. Feel like 
pond-skimming on skis? How about a 
triathalon of skiing, snowshoeing, and canoe- 
ing? A little reggae? Country music? The fol- 
lowing is all you need to know to supplement 
your skiing experience this spring. 


A note about abbreviations: in the listings be- 
low, AP refers to the American Plan, which 
means the lodging price includes three meals a 
day. MAP means Modified American Plan, 
which includes just breakfast and dinner. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


Brodie Mountain, Rte. 7, New Ashford, (413)
